In order to meet the current expenses 
of the city, a loan order will be in- 
troduced at this meeting to provide the 
money, temporarily, until we can collect 
the taxes of the year, which will not be 
due until about ten months hence. 
therefore, it must become apparent how 
essential it is promptness should be had 
in the collection of overdue taxes. 
Great losses have been entailed upon the 
city, because of the slowness io collec- 
tions. Prior to 1900, I have found a 
large proportion of the single poll taxes, 
a great many personal taxes, and some 
real estate taxes uncollected, and now 
impossible to collect, because of the 
neglect or indiftereuee of those to whom 
was specially committed this duty. 
Tbe non-performance of this duty is 
grievous to the hoyest taxpayer, who in 
the end pays not oaly his share, but the 
other as well, The law says, ‘‘ All per- 
sons shall pay their proportion of the 
public charges;*’ and failure to collect 
the taxes is a discrimination against the 
honest citizen. It will be my duty to 
jsee that the Collector collects all single 
poll taxes In the curreut year of issu»,

METROPOLITAN DISTRICT 
AFFAIRS. 


_| We are fortunate in being included in 


| the Metropolitan water district, which 
| gives us a bountiful and healthful sup- 
ply of pure water. 

{ find by a comparison of the charges 
made by the Metropolitan Water Board 
to the city during the past five years, 
an increase of more than three hundred 
percent. It is true that we have made 
extensive additions to the water mains. 
By a comparison of the conditions ex- 
isting in 1900 I find nothing to justify 
this lage increase; therefore, a proper 
subject of inquiry on our part would 
be:—Is there any waste of water in the 
city? As I understand the matter, we 
are assessed for the amount ef water 
consumed, and if water is being 
pumped to run to waste we are paying 
for something from which we get no 
retnrn. 

Pending before the Council last year 
was the matter concerning meters. In 
yiew of the very large increase of the 
Metropolitan water charge in the past 
five years, it appears to me the reason 
for it should be investigated and if 
found that this matter may be obviated 
jby the introduction of a meter system, 


Another matter of considerable im-

I desire to call your attention to 
these matters as this expenditure alone 
op our present valnation represents ooe 
dollar additional to our tax rate. With 
the completion of the system the maxi- 
mum charge will be reached, which is 
hoped will be this year. 

We were also called upon last year to 
pay $9,088.94 as our proportion of the 
Metropolitan park assessment. We re- 
ceive no direct benefit at this time 
because of this expenditore, and suffer 
frem loss uf taxation on the large area 
taken by the State for park purposes. 
It is true that this year the park eom- 
mission has commenced a _ piece of 
coustruction in Ward Six from Atlantic 
street to Squantum street, and in Ward 
Four from Adams street to the Blue 
Hills reservation, {t will be my purpose 
to hasten in all possible ways the com- 
pletion of these two parkways, and 
further extension, if possible, that we 
may receive avy advantages acerning 


because of these constructions. 
SEWER DEPARTMENT. 

Tbe main work of the board during 
the past year, bas been the construction 
of the main sewer in West Quiney, from 
the high level sewer in Adams street, 
throngh the parkway, with some con- 
sirnction of laterals io the some seetion, 
aud a considerable amount of additions 
to the system iu South Quiney and 
Norfolk Downs, in all 
about five miles. 

Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1895 pro- 
vides that whenever the sewerage sys- 
tem shall be substantially corspleted, 
and put in successful operation, the 
sewerage Commission, upon written re- 
quest of the mayor, sball transfer the 
same to the commissioner of public 
works, and thereupon the power of the 
sewerage commission shall cease. 

Believing with the completion of the 
West Quincy main sewer, the sewerage 
system was substantially completed un- 
der the meaning of the act, Mayor 
Bryant requested the board to transfer 
it to the Commissioner of Public 
Works. This request was aeted upoa 
by the board at a meeting duly held, 
and it was voted to make the transfer on 
February 6, 1905. The delay in making 
the transfer is caused by the belief on 
the part of the board that the putting 
into successful operation of the system 
includes the finishing of the plans, and 
levying of assessments on the sewers 
built. 

The system has been built with money 
borrowed under authority of various 
acts, representing a total of $600,000, 
lal' of which has been borrowed except 
1 $10,000.

NOTICE TO PARENTS. 


City Clerk’s Office, Dec. 30, 1904. 


HE Record of Births in any city or town is 
always more or less unsatisfactorv, owing 
to the fact that the canvasser finds difficulty in 
getting the necessaiy information. Names and 
dates are {rcqiently given incorrectly. The 
importance of accuracy is shown in many cases 
where there is a question of descent, or inheri- 
tance of property, or collection of life insur- 
ance or pensions. The City Clerk's copy of the 
record is accepted as conclusive evidence in a 
court of law. While great pains are taken by 
his office to have the records correct, experience 
shows thatit is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact, the 
law requires that parents shall give notice to 
the City Clerk of the birth of their children 
and provides a penalty for neglect to give such 
notice for the space of 40 days. 


It often happens that only children or ser- 
vants are at home when the canvasser makes his 
call, and the answers to his questions are open 
to doubt. I therefore request all parents in 
whose household a birth bas occurred in the 
year 1904, to place upon a paper or card the re- 
quired information, and keep it in a convenient 
place uatil the canvasser appears.

Chances Are That He May Decline 
the Office. 


With two ex-Mayors in the field for 
the office of City Auditor, a position 
filled annually by the City Council, the 
Councilmen gave the people a surprise 
on Inauguration day, by re-electing on 
the first ballot a ‘‘future’’ Mayor, 
George A. Sidelinger. 

Some weeks ago Mr, Sidelinger pub- 
licly declined a reelection, and since 
that time he has not reversed that de- 
cision, When interviewed by the Daily 
Ledger today, he desired it distinctly 
understood that he was not a candidate 
for reelection; that he did not expect 
an election, and did not authorize the 
use of his name, The facts are, the 
duties of City Auditor of Quincy have 
increased to such proportions that they 
demand considerable time, more than 
he can conveniently devote to them in 
connection with his position in Boston. 

Mr. Sidelinger tells the Daily Ledger 
that the chances are that he will not 
accept the reelection, but be is unde-

It will be seen that Mr. Sidelinger 
received all the Ward One vote, that he 
divided Wards Two and Three with 
Mr. Hall, and Wards Four and Five 
with Mr, Fairbanks, while the latter 
obtained the solid vote of Ward Six.

More Criminal Cases Last Month 


Than in Other Decembers. 


The report of Probation Officer Fran- 
cis A. Spear, for the month of Decem- 
ber, shows the total namber of criminal 
cases before the district court during 
the month to have been 126. In the 
corresponding month in 1903 there 
were 123 cases. In 1002 but 69 cases, 
and in 1901 a total of 75 cases. 

Of the cases in December, 55 were 
for drunkeness; assault, 12; search for 
liquor, 11; larcency, 6; violation of the 
Lord’s day act and illegal sale of liquor, 
5 each; disturbing the peace, and _ille- 
gal keeping of liquor, 4 each; distur- 
bance on a public conveyance, and 
threats, 3 each; breaking glass, forni- 
cation, non-support, search for stolen 
goods and liquor nuisance, 2 each; 
bastardy, breaking and entering, cruelty 
to animals, evading fare, rape, truancy, 
unlawfully taking a team and violation 
of park rules, one each, 

Of the warrants issued during the 
month, six were not served; four were 
continaed to pay fines; five were con- 
tinued for disposition; four were con- 
tinued for further hearing; five ap- 
pealed to a higher court; one was held 
for the grand jury, and two were de- 
faulted. 


RUSSIAN AMMUNITION. 


More Used In One Day In Manchurls 
Than In Spanish-American War. 
The following article on the amount 

of ammunition used by the Russians 

in the battle of Liaoyang is taken from 

“New Features of the War as LIllustrat. 

ed In the East,” by Thomas F. Millard, 

in the January Scribner's: 

The enormous expenditure of ammu- 
nition is one of the features of this 
war. The Russian soldier carries 120 
rounds of rifle ammunition into battle, 
and this will seldom last through a sin- 
gle day’s fighting if the troops become 
seriously engaged. At Liaoyang some 
Russian regiments expended more than 
800 rounds per man in the course of the 
battle. As this computation was based 
on the strength of the regiments when 
they entered the fight and as many of 
them came out of it sadly depleted, it 
is estimated that many soldiers must 
have fired as many as 1,500 rounds. Ip 
the Russian organization the supply of 
rifle ammunition per man, including the 
field and reserve parks and the supply 
verried in the flying artillery parks, is 
only 422 ruaads for infantry and much 
less for mounted truvgs. The expendi- 
ture of artillery ammunitiou bas been 
as excessive, i 

At Liaoyang some Russian batteries 
fired more than 600 rounds per gun. 
Russian field artillery carries in its lim- 
bers and battery wagons only from 108 
to 150 rounds, according to the char- 
acter of the gun, while the total visible 
supply, including the divisional, flying 
and reserve parks, averages about 475 
rounds per gun. 

These figures will give some idea of 
the strain put upon the supply depart- 
ments during a great battle. More am- 
munition has been used in a single day 
in Manchuria than was required to 
fight the Spanish-American war. Be- 
sides the items of food and ammuni- 
tion, the wastage of other forms of 
war material ig enormous and consti- 
tutes an unprecedented drain upon lo- 
gistical resources, The officers who di- 
rect this important branch of the art 
rarely receive the credit that is due 
them. 


BABY’S OUTDOOR BED. 


“Duluth Lawyer Thinks She Will Be 


the Most Robust American Woman. 

Mothers and women who are not 
mothers, but who are fond of children, 
are appalled by the radical departure 
from the usual method of rearing a 
child resorted to by J. H. Whitely of 
Duluth, Minn., says the New York 
Press. His daughter Corinne, eighteen 
months old, sleeps in a basket on the 
front porch of the house overlooking 
the lake. With the thermometer far 
below zero the child sleeps in her airy 
berth and at times has been taken in- 
doors by the maid covered with snow. 
Whitely believes she will grow up to 
be the healthiest young woman in the 
land through this rigid treatment. 

The father of the child keeps his rel- 
atives informed as to the progress of 
his treatment and proudly details the 
success of his experiment. Writing to 
his father in Washington, Pa., where 
Whitely formerly lived, he says his lit- 
tle daughter sleeps in the biting air 
every day and that she enjoys her rest 
immensely. He wrote that the child 
slept on the porch the other day for 
six hours with the thermometer regis- 
tering 10 degrees below zero. One day 
a driving snowstorm came across the 
lake, and when the maid took baby’s 
basket in the house the little sleeper 
was covered with three inches of snow.

A Comparison for Three} 


Years. 


Over 200 More Union Cutters 
Than in 1902. 


From figures furnished by the secre- 
tary of the executive committee of the 
Granite Cutters’ Union and _ Black- 
smiths’ Union, the Daily Ledger is 
able to give approximate’y the number 
of granite cutters employed each month 
during the past year, and to compare 
them with the two previous years. 

These figures show that during the 
year 1904 the average number of union 
cutters employed was 810, against 825 
for the previous year and 594 for the 
year 1902. 

In 1904 the largest number employed 
in any one month was 900, This was 
during the months of April, May, July 
and August. 

The smallest month during the year 
was December when but 675 were em- 
ployed. 

Aside from the number of union 
cutters employed, there are a few non- 
union men who are members of 
corporations who have been employed 
during the whole year. 

Add to this about 300 quarrymen, the 
number employed as blacksmiths, en- 
gineers, polishers, teamsters and ap- 
prentices, and the average number of 
of men employed each month exclusive 
of proprietors would not be far from 
1500.

But the men them- 
selyes, having existed for three months 
on reduced rations, were so worn that 
it is marvelous they stood the final 
strain so long. 

“Yesterday General Stoessel would 
still fight. His wound, which was re- 
ceived early in the siege, bad been 
bothering him, but his determination 
te fight while one man stood had not 
been diminished. ‘But we cannot 
fight,’ said his generals. ‘Our men can- 
not move. They sleep standing. They 
cannot see the bayonets at their breasts. 
We can order, but they cannot obey.’ 


“Then you generals fight,’ said 
Stoessel, clenching his fists. 
“He seemed fanatical on the sub- 


ject, but finally hg was brought to see 
reason by the insistence of his subor- 
dinates. I am sure Port Arthur would 
have sought terms a month ago had it 
not been for Stoessel, who, with bull- 
dog tenacity, steadily refused to per- 
mit such action to be taken. He had 
told his emperor that he would never 
surrender and he meant to keep hia 
word. 

“General Nogi has takeu Port Ar- 
tbur with hig artisery and his tunnels. 
His rifle bntiets were : :ldom found to 
be of any use. We constantly endured 
8 bombardment flercer than any in his- 
tory. Whe Japanese periodically as- 
saulted and then, it repulsed, they 
ealmly resumed their bombardments. 

“We who came here today do not 
know the terms of surrender suggested 
by General Stoessel to General Nogi 
nor the answer to them. ‘The general 
impression, however, is that Stoessel 
has proposed that the army shall go 
free and that he alone be made a pris- 
oner. Even that concession seemed to 
wrench out the sturdy old man’s heart. 

“It is a simple story. Had the am- 
munition held out the fortress would 
bave held out indefinitely. For months 
we held Port Arthur by bayonets alone, 
until flesh and blood could do no more. 
When a man fel] there was none other 
to replace him. Thus the garrison 
was gradually worn down. Two hun- 
dred and three-meter hill alone cost us 
5000 men. The capture of that bill 
was the beginning of the end. 

“The Japanese artillery was excel- 
lently served. They had 400 guns bear- 
ing on 208-Meter hill. They advanced 
their trenches while the artillery was 
shelling the Russians out with a shower 
of metal and then occupied the Rus- 
sian positions. 

“It cost the Japanese 80,000 men to 
take the fortress, while some say they 
have lost over 100,000. The number 
of our dead is not known even to the 
high officers. 

“The fighting since August has been 
merciless. When Riblung mountain 
was taken 500 men occupying a case- 
mate were not able to emerge, so quickly 
came the rush of the Japanese. The 
Russians tried to emerge by the use 
of their bayonets in the face of ma- 
chine gun fire. Thus every man died— 
trying to resist machine guns with 
bayonets alone. The Japanese did not 
give them a chance to become prison- 
ers, but the men would have preferred 
death anyway. Realize the end. Pic- 
ture a fort strewn with shells, and you 
have a picture of the end of Port Ar- 
thur. 

“One peculiar incident of the siege 
was at Fort No. 8, where for three 
months the Japanese occupied one part 
or the fort, while the Russians occu- 
pied the other. They fought cease- 
lessly, assaulting each other and min- 
ing and counter-mining. 

“Once when a Japanese prince was 
killed the Japanese sekt to negotiate 
a truce in order that they might secure 
the body from heaps of others which 
had long remain unburied. The 
Rusrians received the envoys courte 


up and the other warships were de- 
stroved as thoroughly as possible. The

; Generous Treatment For Vanquished 
Tokio, Jan. 3—General Stoessel has 
| accepted the Japanese terms for the 
capitulation of Port Arthur and the 
| fortress will be occupied today by the 
| Japanese forces. In accordance with 
the instructions of the emperor, Gen- 
eral Nogi has granted generous terms 
,to the vanquished. General Nogi's 
telegram announcing che capitulation 
was as follows: 

“The plenipotentiaries of both parties 

coucluded their negotiations yesterday 
at 4:30 o'clock. The Russian com- 
| missioners accepted on the whole the 
conditions stipulated by us and con- 
sented to capitulate. Simultaneously 
with the conclusion of negotiations 
both armies suspended hostilities.” 


Sevastopol Surpassed 

Paris, Jan. 8.—The news of the sur-

French military critics regard the 
surrender of Port Arthur as rendering 
General Kuropatkin’s position in- 
creasingly dangerous, as the besieging 
army of 80,000 men is now released and 
will reinforce the Japanese army in 
the north. It is expected that Vice 
Admiral Rojestvensky’s squadron will 
proceed no further in the direction of 
the seat of war. 


Newspapers Break the News 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 8—The Novoe 
Vremya and The Russ briefly and sor- 
rowfully announce the fall of Port Ar- 
thur. These journals say that it will 
be sad news to Russians, though it 
had been expected and regarded as in- 
evitable for weeks past. Both papers 
call upon the country passionately not 
to let the bloodshed during the last 7% 
months in defense of the fortress go 
for naught, but to continue the war 
with the same steadfastness of pur- 
pose as before. 


British Admire Stoessel’s Courage 

London, Jan. 3.—General Stoessel’s 
defense of Port Arthur has excited the 
admiration of Earl Roberts, command- 
er-in-chief of the British forces. “It 
has been a magnificent defense,” said 
the veteran fighter. “What a splendid 
fellow he is, to be sure.

Calmly Faces Jurors Who Hold 
His Life In Their Hands 


124 TALESMEN EXAMINED 


Twenty Challenged on Each Side 
and Seventy-Two Excused 
From Duty--Failure of At- 
tempt to Quash Indictment tn 
the Page Murder Case 


Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 3.—With 
scarcely a trace of nervousness in his 
manner Charles Louis Tucker yester- 
day appeared in the Middlesex county 
criminal court to stand trial charged 
with the murder of Miss Mabel Page 
at Weston on March 31, 1904. 

The first day of the trial was remark- 
able in that a lengthy debate on tech- 
nical points was held, a jury was em- 
panneled and the opening addresses be- 


gun. ‘This morning the jury visited 
the scene of the crime and evidenw 


the scene of the crime and evidence 
in the case will be introduced this 

When the youthful prisoner made his 
entrance into the crowded courtroom, 
with a deputy sheriff on either side of 
him, he at first seemed slightly ill at 
ease and nervously patted the arm of 
his chair with his hand. It was but 
a short time before he was perfectly 
collected and at no time during the re- 
niainder of the day’s proceedings did 
he exhibit any trace of emotion. 

During the reading of the indictment 
by Clerk of Courts Hurd, the prisoner 
stood in his cage and gazed into the 
faces of the jury. When the clerk 
pronounced the words in the indictment, 
“the said Charles L. Tucker then and 
there held her, the said Mabel Page, 
feloniously, willfully, and of his malice 
aforethought, did strike, cut, stab and 
thrust, in and upon the neck and body 
of her, the said Mabel Page, giving to 
her, the said Mabel Page, divers mortal 
wounds,’ Tucker appeared absolutely 
unmoved, although all the eyes in the 
room were focussed upon him. 

The first day of the trial was note- 
worthy inasmuch as the jury was em- 
panneled before the afternoon adjourn- 
ment. ‘The first six members of the! 
jury were selected in an hour and 
20 minutes and the jury was completed 
before 4:30 o'clock. 

During the selection of the jury 124 
talesmen were examined, 20 were chal- 
lenged by the prisoner, 20 by Attorney 
General Herbert Parker, who i con- 
ducting the case for the govern... at, 
72 were excused from duty and 12 were 
finally accepted. 

Most of the talesmen who were re- 
jected had so pronounced an aversion | 
to capital punishment that they did’ 
not believe they would be able to yote 
for a conviction even if the evidence 
should warrant it. tev. Mr. Nason, 

ne of the jurors selected, told the 
court that the evidence would have to 
be “overwhelming” to induce him to 
yote fér a conviction, but the govern- 
ment did not challenge him, the prison- 
er accepted him and he was empan- 
neled. 

Previous to the selection of the jury | 
interest centered in an attempt by the 
attorneys for the prisoner to have the 
indictment quashed, claiming that State 
Detective J. H. Whitney was present 
in the grand jury room while witnesses 
were being examined. A motion was 
also made by the defense to withdraw 
the plea of not guilty made last June 
after the indictment had been returned, 
and enter a special plea in abatement. | 
After a protracted debate the court 
ruled that both motions were denied, 
but that counsel for the defense might 
save exceptions. 

Before adjournment District Attorney 
Sanderson made a brief opening ad- 
dress to the jury in which he told them 
that they could be taken to the scene of 
the crime in Weston. ‘The district at- 
torney’s remarks occupied only five 
minutes’ time and then James H. Vahey, 
of the counsel for the prisoner, followed 
with a brief address of a similar nature: | 

Only four spectators were allowed in 
the courtroom. They were Mr. and 
Mrs. Tucker, parents of the prisoner, 
Walter Tucker, a brother, and the wife 
of one of the attorneys. Previous to 
the opening of the court a large crowd, 
many of whom were women, besieged 
the entrances to the building, and, being 
unsuccessful in their efforts to gain 
admission, finally took up a position 
opposite the door of the’ jail in order 
to see the prisoner as he passed across | 
the street to the court house.

Train Piunges Into River 

Clarksburg, W. Va., Jan. 3.—An ac- 
commodation train ran into a landslide 
at Craddock and was wrecked. The 
engine plunged into the West Fork 
river and Engineer Carrico of Fair- 
mont was pinned under the engine and 
fatally injured. Many of the\passen- 
gers were bruised and shaken up, but 
none was seriously injured. The mail 
and baggage cars are buried under 
rocks and dirt and dynamite is being 
used to remove the debris.

GAIN FOR PEABODY 


Hilf a Dozen Senators May Be 
Unseated In Colorado 
Denver, Jan. 3.—The cause of Govy- 
ernor Peabody made a distinct gain 
when the Republican caucus selected 
Dickson of Denver as speaker of the 
next house of the Colorado legislature. 
Although Dickson has not been active 
in the interest of any Republican fac- 
tion, his candidacy was pushed by the 
friends of Peabody, and his selection 
by the caucus is regarded with much 
complacency by Peabody’s adherents. 
Republican leaders have no hesitancy 
in declaring that one of the things they 
will do is to unseat the Democratic 
senators, Born and Healey, who two 
years ago were given the seats of Re- 

publicans, Dick and McDonald. 

‘There are four other Democratic 
senators who may sbare the fate of 
Born and Healey, although it has not 
yet been definitely.decided that they 
will be unseated. The Republicans 
buse possible action in these cases 
on the public statements of former Con- 
gressman Shaffroth, who announced 
that 7000 fraudulent votes had been 
east for him at his election. The four 
Democratic senators were elected at the 
same time by pluralities approximating 
4000. The Republican leaders reason 
that if there were 7000 fraudulent 
votes cast, the four men who had plu- 
ralities of 4000 could not have been 
elected. 


Irvine’s Charges Falling Through 

Philadelphia, Jan. 3.—Developments 
in the controversy between Rev. Dr. I. 
N. W. Irvine, the deposed priest of the 
Episcopal church, and Bishop Talbot 
of the diocese of central Pennsyl- 
vania, indicate that toe case of Irvine 
against the bishop has entirely col- 
lapsed. Counsel for the presenters is 
said to be about to ask leave to with- 
draw the presentment against Talbot 
and request permission to make a new 
presentment. Vestrymen of Hunting- 
don demand the withdrawal of their 
signatures from the presentment on 
the ground that the signatures were 
procured through irregular methods. 


Killed and Thrown In Mud Hole 

Newark, N. J., Jan. 8.—The body of 
L. M. Mandeville, aged 19, whom the 
police believe to have been murdered, 
was found hiddén, except for the feet, 
in a mudhole near the railroad tracks 
here. There was a long cut on the 
side of the man’s neck, but no valuables 
in his clothing. The hole was so sur- 
rounded by a fence that the man could 
not have fallen in by accident. Mande- 
ville was employed as a clerk in the 
auditor's department of the Western 
Union Telegraph company in New York. 


Life Sentence For Gulimette 

Crookston, Minn., Jan. 3.—Joseph 
Guillmette of Woonsocket, R. L., con- 
victed of murdering his friend.

Safety Device For Railways. 

A double automatic block system has 
been installed on the Chicago Great 
Vestern road between St. Pau! and 
South St. Paul. The plan of the sys- 
tem differs materially from anything in 
the nature of block systems or safety 
devices in operation in the world, says 
a St. Paul dispatch to the Chicago 
Post. It departs from the old overlap 
idea used in many of the blocks of the 
country, and the mechanism makes it 
possible for an engineer to decide posi- 
tively whether or not either of the two 
seetions ahead of him is occupied by a 
train. Storage batteries, located at the 
foot of each pole of the block, furnish 
the power with which the arms are 
moved. It is said that the whole main 
line of the Great Western will be 
equipped with similar devices soon.

FALLEN FORTRESS | 


Conditions of Stoessel’s Sur- 


render Are Not Yet Known 


CAMPAIGN IN MANCHURIA| * 


Late Events Will Necessitate} 


Change of Plans, but to What 


Extent the Russian Reverse 


Wiil Make For Restoration of 
Peace Is an Open Question 


London, Jan. 8.—Port Arthur, whose 
hills have for months run red with the 
blood of the bravest of two warlike na- 
tions, has at last succumbed to the 
fierce tenacity of the Japanese attack. 
General Stoessel, most stubborn in 
carrying out the will of his sovereign, 
has seen the advance of the besieging 
army gain in momentum and energy 
until to hold out longer would have 
been a crime against humanity. The 


conditions of the surrender are bot yet ; 


known, but in all quarters it is antici- 
pated that they are such as au honor- 
able soldier may accept from a brave 
and victorious enemy. 

At 9:45 o’clock last night the com- 
missioners completed the signing of the 
capitulation agreement. Both armies 
had suspended hostilities five hours 
earlier. he city of Port Arthur will 
be oceupied by the Japanese today. 

No place in modern history has sus- 
tained and repelled such fierce attacks. 
No besieging army ever has thrown it- 
self with greater persistence or more 
reckless bravery against positions of 
such strength. 
strongest fortress ever attacked. It 
had every device that modern ingenuity 
could suggest to add to its strength. 

There was no possibility in the early 
Gays of the siege that the place could 
be taken by assault, yet the Japanese 
tried this method again and again. 
Given men, food and ammunition, Port 
Arthur wasimpreguable. Had it, like 
Sevastopol, an open line of communi- 
cations, it never could have been taken. 

The fall of 208-metre hill, North Keek- 
wan, Kiblung, Sungshu, “H” fort, New 
Panlung and Wantai in quick succes- 
sion clearly indicated that the garrison 
was losing its power of resistance. The 
dwindling of the number of the defend- 
ers made the proper manning of the ex- 
tended line of defenses impossible. 
Stoessel could not concentrate a suf- 
ficient force at threatened points to 
meet the overwhelming forces of an 
enemy who had the choice of the point 
of assault. As the Japanese extended 
their right down the Kwang Tung pe- 
ninsula on the west of the city, the 
Russians were unable to protect the 
lengthened line, and the end came. 

The fall of the fortress will have a 
direct influence on the campaign in 
Central Manchuria. Nogi’s veteran 
army and hundreds of pieces of artillery 
will be released for co-operation with 
Oyama against Kuropatkin’s force on 
the Shakhe. The influence of this, 
however, will not be felt immediately, 
for Nogi’s army will need rest, and the 
problem of transporting the men and 
guns northward will take time to solve. 

There are many who will hope that 
the opportunity which the fall of Port 
Arthur affords willbe seized by Russia 
or Japan to make a move looking toward 
peace. Japan could do it at this mo- 
ment without being open to the sug- 
gestion that she was afraid of the final 
outcome. It is too much to hope that 
Russia in the face of defeat, no matter 
how inevitable defeat in this case was, 
will initiate negotiations for a cessation 
or hostilities. But there appears to 
be no chance that Japan can Inflict a 
final defeat to the Russian armies in 
the north, while it is equally certain 
that Russia cannot, no matter what the 
size of her armies may he, drive Japan 
out of Port Arthur or out of Korea so 
long as she holds command of the sea. 

The authorities at St. Petursburg, in 
the absence of direct official news from 
Stoessel that Pert Arthur bas sur- 
rendered, have not permitted the news 
to become public. Emperor Nicholas 
is in the south of Russia and his min- 
isters are for the time being in the 
dark as to what dispatches have been 
sent to him from the front. 

Tokio is the scene of rejoicing, people 
of all ranks finding in the outcome 
compensation for all the sacrifice of 
life and money that was entailed in the 
10 months’ siege. 

The spirit of the Russians may be 
judged by the statement of the secre- 
tary of the embassy at London that the 
campaign will be renewed with fresh 
vigor in the spring, and that the nation 
will not be content to permit Port Ar- 


thur to remain in the hands of the

WARSHIPS’ VALUE 


Battleships’ Superiority Is Su- 
preme Over All 


THE OPINION OF EXPERTS 


Naval Department Madea Study 
of Achievements In the Far 
East and Makes Official Com- 
ment Thereon 


Washington, Jan. 4.—How absolute 
is the supremacy of the battleship and 
how completely its superiority over all 
other types of war vessels, as has been 
demonstrated in the war in the far east, 


is told in an official statement issued 
at the navy department which is likely 
to arouse international interest because 
ot its frankness and because it was 
prepared by a member of the general 
board of the nevy of which Admiral 
Dewey is president, and represents the 
views of that board as well as of the 
secretary of the navy. 

Although the Russian destroyers in 
Port Arthur numbered 24, the state- 
ment says not one has scored a hit 
thus far in the war, and that of the 
many torpedo boat attacks delivered by 
the Japanese “nearly all met with 
complete lack of success, although 
made, as usual, under the cover of 
darkness and against an enemy at an- 
chor and whose position was known.” 

In the opinion of high officials of the 
government the sentiment which has 
gained some credence in this country to 
the effect that the value of battleships 
has been discredited by the results in 
the far east is one which will prove 
a menace unless it is corrected, and 
the department has adopted the some- 
what unusual method of commenting 
officially on the achievements of the 
Russian and Japanese navies in the ef- 
fort to correct this impression. 

“Somewhat to the chagrin of stu- 
dents of the game of naval warfare,” 
says the report, “‘this war has afforded 
no field for the discussion of cruisers. 
Vessels of all types were present in 
both fleet actions, but the attention of 
both sides appears to have been de- 
voted exclusively to crippling each 
other's battleships. 

“The overshadowing importance of 
the battleship is nowhere more ap- 
preciated thanin Japan. Had they had 
at the outset 12, or even 10 battleships, 
iustead of six, the Russian fleet would 
have been destroyed on Aug. 10. The 
supreme incentive to holding out at 
Port Arthur being thus removed, that 
fortress would probably have fallen, 
the war correspondingly advanced and 
thousands of lives and millions of 
treasure saved. 

“Threatened now by the Russian sec- 
ond Pacific fleet, it is safe to say that 
they would gladly recover at several 
times their cost the Hatsuse and the 
Yashima, for well do they know that 
the loss of the command of the sea 
would mean the end of the campaign 
in Manchuria. Likewise, gladly would 
the Russians buy back the Petropay- 
lovsk, sunk in the same manner as the 
two Japanese—by mines skilfully 
planted by the enemy. 

“In summing up the lessons of this 
war one cannot do so more accurately 
o1 felicitously than was done by Lord 
Selborne, first lord of the Hritish ad- 
miralty, in the following words: ‘The 
lessons from the war in the far east are 
the importance of the personnel, the 
necessity for having a margin of 
strength and the fact that without bat- 
tleships no power cam hold, or win 
command of the sea.’”

BLIZZARD APPEARS 


Worst Storm of (he Season 
Sweeps Over New England 
Boston, Jan. 4.—The almost balmy 

conditions which prevailed in New 

England during the Christmus holidays 

were terminated by one of the worst 


storms so far of the winter. Blown by 
e high, northeast géle, snow, sleet, 
hail and rain swept over the entire sec- 
tion from Eastport, Me., to New York 
snd the cold wave over the lakes has 
made itself felt. ;

Memorial Here. 


Cherished Ambition of 
Many. 


Fund Now Being Raised for 
the Purpose. _ 


Editors of Daily Ledger: 

The statistician for population of the 
Census -bureau of the United States 
will enroll Quiocy among the fourth 
class cities (25,000—50,000 population) 
next census taking. Tbe honor was 
barely missed in 1900. Its decade and 
a half both in population and valuation 
is entirely satisfactory. 

Quincy as a suburban city in posses- 
sion of an inexhaustible natural in- 
dustry, and unsurpassed beauty of 
scenery, with transit almost rapid, and 
the stability of a ‘‘ temperance town,” 
offers inducements both to homes and 
industries rarely surpassed, Its social 
inducements keep pace with its growth ; 
schoolhouses with minor exceptions, 
the just pride of the city; Highways 
though extensive are on the whole in 
fair condition and rapidly being im- 
proved, to which the boulevard will 
add fine driving facilities; Public 
Library, Hospital and house for con- 
tagious diseases; public parks, (no 
Public Gardens! !) ; public playgrounds 
and reservation; City Hall, firm as the 
everlasting hills, are of the group use- 
ful and ornamental. 

To this group will soon be added the 
United States building, —the land being 
already secured. Nor should we forget 
to mention the first essential of a city, 
a good water supply and sewer drainage 
—the underground useful. 

A retrospect of the past decade and a 
half, convinces one thatthe city is not 
to remain in the fourth class but will 
advance to the third class, (50,000— 
100,000 population) within two decades. 
If the city is progressing in the direc- 
tion of 100,000 population at no distant 
day, is not the time opportune for the 
same.to secure such public lands at rea- 
sonable cost as will meet tne require- 
ments of the future? 

Cities have to secure land from time 
to time for the widening of business 
thoroughfares; for public buildings, 
and ornamental grounds. Cities of 
modern construction have an artistical- 
ly laid out centre, which imparts confi- 
dence to the surroundings. It is with- 
in the reach of Quincy, at a reasonably 
small cost, to make its centre attractive ; 
to have all thoroughfares leading from 
the same wide and attractive to com- 
merce, to have Public Gardens at or 
near the centre which cau be ornament- 
ed by private donations from time to 
time, 

The old historic city of Quincy will 
surely rise to the occasion one day and 
have a superb statue in honor of ber illus- 
trious dead statesmenandorators, And 
as the years go will come others, 
Quincy is abundantly blessed with the 
raw material of statuary which will 
find its way into her Pablic Garden. 
The parks of the city though valuable 

will be little more than playgrounds un- 
til the city increases in population over 
100,000. It is doubtful if they will ever 
be used for decorations. 

It has been a cherished ambition of a 
number of the people of Quincy to erect 
here a memorial in granite to the im- 
mortal bard, Robert Burns. This sen- 
timent crystalized into resolution some 
two years ago. Clan McGregor ap- 
pointed a committee of clansmen to 
take the initiative in establishing an 
association in Quincy with the above 
object. The same was duly organized 
with Francis Morrison as president and 
membership unlimited. Any one in- 
terested can become a member by ap- 
plication to Dr. McLennan, secretary 
and treasurer. 

The fund is raised principally from 
private donations and entertainments 
only a small membership fee being 
charged. The proceeds from the annual 
celebration of the birth of Robert 
Burns, under the auspices of both Clan 
McGregor and Loyal Ladies will be ap- 
plied wholly to the memorial fund. 
The respective committees of these 
orders will spare no pains in making 
the entertainment a success socially apd 
financially. 

Appreciation of Robert Burns is not 
confined to Scotland and its descend- 
ants, but is nigh universal. His genius 
was nowhere extolled higher than bere 
in America, who first discovered his 
title in the roll of fame:—‘‘Love’s 
greatest bard.”’

PANAMA HATS. 


They Are Made From the Undevelop- 
ed Leaves of the Bombonaje. 
The panama is a leaf hat made in 
Colombia, Ecuador and Peru from the 
undeveloped leaf of the “bombonaje,” 
which is a screw pine rather than a 
palm. The trunk of the plant is only 
a yard in height, but the leaf stalks are 

two yards long. 

The leaf before it bas opened is pre- 
pared for the manufacture of hats. It 
then consists of a bundle of plaits 
about two feet long and an inch in di- 
ameter called a “cogollo.” The green 
outside is stripped off, and by means 
of a forked instrument it is cut into 
narrow strips of uniform size. 

The cogollo is next boiled to toughen 
the fiber and hung in the sun to dry 
and bleach, when the strips shrivel into 
cordlike strands ready for use. It takes 
sixteen cogollos for an ordinary hat 
and twenty-four for the finest, and a 
single hat is plaited in from four days 
to as many months, according to its 
texture and quality —Mexican Herald.

Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 4.—The out-

To connect Tucker with the crime 
and prove his presence jn the Page 
house on the day the murder was com- 
mitted, Mr. Sanderson said that the 
government would attempt to show 
that a piece of paper which was found 
in one of the rooms of the Page house 
bearing the address “J. L. Morton, 
Charlestown, Mass.” was written by 
Tucker and forgotten by him. Mr. 
Sanderson also declared that a knife, 
the blade of which had been broken in 
three pieces and otherwise mutilated, 
and which Tucker admitted to be his, 
fitted the wounds in Miss Page's body, 
which caused her death. According 
to the district attorney the accused man 
also admitted, directly after his arrest, 
that he tried to destroy the knife in 
ortier that suspicion should not be di- 
rected toward him.

The 
importance of accuracy is shown in many cases 
where there is a question of descent, or inheri- 
tacce of property, or collection of life insur- 
ance or pensions. TheCity Clerk's copy of the 
record is accepted as conclusive evidence in a 
court of law. While great pains are taken by 
his office to have the records correct, experience 
shows that it is n that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact, the 
law requires that nts shall give notice to 
the City Clerk of the birth of their children, 
and provides a penalty for neglect to give such 
uotice for the space of 40 days. 

It often happens that only children or ser- 
vants are at home when the canvasser makes his 
call, and the answers to his questions are open 
to doubt. I therefore request all parents in 
whose household a birth has occurred in the 
year 1904, to place upon a paper or card the re- 
quired information, and keep it in a convenient 
place until the canvasser appears.

cipal year.”’

Attorney General Presents Case 
to Supreme Court 


PACKERS IN CONSPIRACY 


Have Merciless and Oppressive 
Control Over Production, Sale 
and Distribution of a Staple 
Commodity Necessary to Life 


jWashington, Jan. 5.—The brief of 
the government in the case of Swift & 
Co. vs. the United States, known as the 
Beef Trust case, prepared by Attorney 
General Moody, bas been presented to 
the supreme court of the United States. 
The brief is devoted principally to an 
argument to show that the packers are 
engaged in a conspiracy to monopolize 
interstate commerce in fresh meats. 
The attorney general says: 

“It may be remarked that judges

“But has a responsible voice yet been 
heard to justify, legally or economically, 
a conspiracy or agreement between 
nearly all the producers of a commodity 
necessary to life by which the con- 
federates acquire absolute contro] and 
dominion over production, sale and dis- 
tribution of that commodity through- 
out the entire territory of a nation, 
with the power at will to raise prices 
to the consumer of the finished product 
and lower prices to the producer of the 
raw material? Yet such is that now at 
the bar of this court. 

“That there is a conspiracy to con- 
trol the market of the nation for fresh 
meats; that it does control it, and its 
control is merciless and oppressive, are 
facts known of all men. The broad 
question here is, does the govern- 
ment’s petition, with its statements of 
facts standing unchallenged, discover 
tbat conspiracy to the court? We sub- 
mit that it does, and that the decree of 
the circuit court should in all things 
be confirmed.” 


Proposed Lawton Monument 

Washington, Jan. 5.—Two plans to 
raise funds for a monument over Gen- 
eral Lawton’s grave at Arlington Na- 
tional cemetery have been put forward. 
The grave is unmarked save for the 
simple headstone which the govern- 
ment provides for all its soldiers. Col- 
onel Edwards, chief of the insular 
bureau, is to issue a’call for contribu- 
tions to a monument fund to the sol- 
diers of Lawton's old Philippine com- 
mand. General Lawton was an Indiana 
soldier, and the legislature of that 
state will be asked to set aside a monu- 
ment fund. 


Will Not Discredit Jews’ Loyalty 

Washington, Jan. 5.—Colonization of 
east Africa by American Jews, in the 
epinion of Secretary Hay, will reflect 
no discredit whatsoever on the Amer- 
icanism or patriotism of the colonists. 
Some of the wealthy Jews in this coun- 
try have hesitated about joining the 
Zionist movement, fearing that their 
affiliation with it might discredit the 
genuineness of their American citizen- 
ship and patriotism. Secretary Hay 
gave permission to make public his per- 
sonal opinion in the matter. 


Statehood Billi Before Senate 
Washington, Jan. 5.—Upon recon- 
vening after the holiday recess, the 
senate plunged directly into the con- 
sideration of the bill for the admis- 
sion of two states to be composed of 
Arizona and New Mexico, and Oklaho-

SURRENDER OF FORTRESS | 


Came as a Surprise Even to 
Japanese, Who Thought That 
Struggle Would Be One to 
Bitter End--Japanese Official 
Circles Do Not Look For Early | 


Couxclusion of Peace 


(Tokio, Jan. 5.—The following report 
has been received from General Nogi: | 

“Order is maintained at Port Arthur | 
by the officers. The people are quiet. | 
Qur minute investigation was not fin- 
ished until Tuesday night. The total | 
number of inhabitants is about 35.000, | 
of whom 25,000 are-soldiers or sailors. | 
The total number of sick or wounded 
is 20,000.

There are no 
medical supplies at Port Arthur. The 


Japanese are strenuously succoring the | 
people. The capitulation committees 
are pushing their respective works.” 


The conferences between the Rus- 
sian commissioners at 
which the terms of surrender were ar- 
renged took place at the village of 
Shuishiying at 1 o’clock Monday after- 
noon aud lasted until 8 o'clock at night. 
Though the intimation that tie Russians 
were willing to surrender was known to 
the officers of the Jupanese staff last 
Sunday afternoon, it was not generally 
known to the hundred thousand of the 
investing army until Monday. 

The surrender of the fortress at the 
present time came as a surprise even 
to the Japauese, as the desperate ceter- 
mination and courage of the Russians, 
even in the last assaults, indicated that 
the struggle would be one to the bitte | 
end. 

It was evident, in view of recent suc- 
cesses that, despite the most deter- 
mined opposition, the investing army 
could in a week or 10 days closely in- 
vest and dominate Port Arthur city, the 
centre of the whole system of defense, 
so that the powerful forts on the east | 
and west would be isolated. 

This fact, however, did not warrant’ 
the assumption that the resisting power 
of the position was atanend. Though 
the Japanese hoped for the surrender 
of the fortress, they expected that an- 
other month would be necessary to re- 
duce it, the evident inten- 
tion of the garrison to fight to the bit- 
ter end. 

The tremendous effect of the explo- 
sions which wrecked Sungshu moun- 
tain fort, the last of the forts guerding 
the main defenses of the eastern forti- 
fied ridge, in which half of the defend 
ers were killed and the remainder en- 
tombed or made prisoners, completed 
the disorganization of the defense, 

The subsequent spirited assault by | 
the Japanese upon the principal line 
outer fortifications and the higher 
hills of the fortified ridges immediately 
after the capture of Sungshu moun-: 
tain fort was met with feeble opposi- | 
tion and the night of Jan. 1 saw the be- 
siegers in possession of the upper line 
of the fortified ridge from East Kek- 
Wan mountain to the western extrem- 
ity.

We are 
devoting all attention to them. We 
anticipate that the Russians will re- 
new more determinedly than ever the 
effort to drive Field Marshal Oyama 
back and that they will strive to gain} 
supremacy at sea. We are preparing 
to defeat both these objects. The sit- 
uation makes talk of peace futile.” 


Stcessel’s Despairing Message 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 5.—Ceneral 
Stoessel’s last dispatch prior to the sur- 
render of Port Arthur, dated Jan, 1, 
details the Japanese attack of Dec. 31 
and concludes as follows: 

“We shall be obliged to capitulate 
but everything is in the hands of God. 
We have suffered fearful losses. Great 
sovereign, pardon us. VWe have done 
everything humanly possible. Judge 
us, but be merciful. Nearly 11 months 
of uninterrupted struggles have er 
hausted us. Only one quarter of the 
garrison is alive and of this number 
the majority are sick and, being obliged 
to act on the defensive without even 
short intervals for repose, are worn to! 
shadows.”

The Use of Creams and Tonics With 
Massage and Steaming. 

The twentieth century is not condu- 
cive te reposeful or unlined faces, The 
atmosphere of crowded drawiug rooms | 
is in itself very bad, clogging the pores | 
of the skin and drying it up, and it is 
always therefore beneficial to cleanse 
the face at night, afterward applying a 
pure cream before retiring, though the 
morning is by rights the proper time 
for massage. All the movements must 
be very gentle, yet firm withal, never 
stretching the outer skin, but letting 
the pressure be felt underneath; also 
all the movements must be outward 
and upward, from the middle of the 
forehead and bridge of the nose to- 
ward the temples, from the nostrils to 
the tips of the ears, and then gradually 
working as far as the neck and throat, 
where the upward movements begin. 
The massage should be completed by 
gentle circular rubbing on the hollows 
of the temples, cheeks and underchin. 

Where it is possible I always advo- 
cate steaming in the Russian manner— 
that is to say, applying a pure grease 
to the face before the steam Is used— 
and I recommend this same idea before 
taking a Turkish bath or even an ordi- 
nary one, as it prevents the skin be 
coming too dry, or in some cases baggy. 
The massage completed, a good skin! 
tonic should be sprayed on and the face 
fanned to dry it, after which a dry or 
liquid powder can be applied, according | 
to preference. The great thing to re 
member is to be careful of the quality 
of everything used, as, for instance. 
certain undesirable ingredients in skin 
foods may cause superfluous hair.

Vermont Sons of rE Revrolu- 
tion to Erect a Tower, 

William. J. Van Patten of Burlington, 
Vt., has given the Vermont Sons of the 
American Revolution a part of the old 
Ethan Allen farm, known as [Indian 
Rock, in Burlington, for the purpose 
of the erection of a memorial tower to 
Ethan Allen, says the Boston Globe. 

At a recent meeting the gift was 
accepted and a vote taken to start a 
fund for the erection of such a tower. 
It is planned, if possible, to have the 
structure built ready to dedicate on 
July 4. The members of the commit- 
tee are Warren Peck of Waltham, H. 
P. McCullough of North Bennington, 
George H. Cross of St. Johnsbury, 
Fred S. Pease of Burlington, F. D. 
Hale of Lunenburg, N. W. Fisk of Isle 
La Motte, D. H. Waite of Hyde Park, 
J. K. Lynde of Williamstown, F. E. 
Alfred of Newport, F. D. Proctor of 
Proctor, A. G. Eaton of Montpelier, J. 
M. Flint of Bellows Falls, W. W. 
Stickney of Ludlow and ex-Governor 
E. C. Smith of St. Albans. 

It is estimated that the tower will 
cost about $8,000. Plans have been 
prepared under the direction of Mr. 
Van Patten. The design will be of a 
bold military order and will be fitting 
and appropriate for the purpose. The 
tower will be forty feet high and twen- 
ty-four feet square at the base, the bat- 
tlements being wide enough so that the 
top will correspond with the base. It 
will be built of marble, to be quarried 
near the spot. The tower will be erect- 
ed on a spot the elevation of which is 
200 feet, affording an extensive view of 
the surrounding country. 

The history of Ethan Allen farm is 
of much interest. Before the Revolu- 
tion it was owned by a Tory, who on 
account of his loyalty to Great Britain 
was forced to leave the country. His 
estate was subsequently confiscated by 
the state of Vermont and the property 
turned over to the land commissioner 
of Vermont. By him it was sold to 
General Ethan Allen, and he was living 
upon it at the time of his death in 1789. 
The farm then became the property of 
Governor Van Ness and was known for 
half a century as the Governor Van 
vass farm.

The name Indian 
Rock was given to the spot by reason 
of the legend that it was an outlook 
for the Indians for long ages before 
the white man came to the United 
States. The Indians of the Connecti- 
cut valley were wont to make long pil- 
grimages into this beautiful valley to 
forage and when near this spot would 
disembark and send their scouts to the 
top of Indian rock to keep an outlook 
for enemies. 

The Daughters of the Revolution have 
placed a bronze tablet on the rock, 
marking the site upon the roadside as 
being the residence of Ethan Allen at 
the time of his death, which came from 
a fall as he was driving a load of hay. 


HOTEL FOR BABES ONLY. 


Luxurious London Establishment For 
Children of the Rich, 

A luxurious hotel for the accommo- 
dation of babies only has been opened 
in the heart of the fashionable district 
of London, says a special cable dispatch 
to the New York American and Journal. 

It is intended for the care of babies 
of wealthy people who have to travel 
much and who do not care to drag 
along baby and a nurse. The rooms of 
the new hotel are luxuriously furnish- 
ed. The apartments are arranged in 
suits of two rooms, There are day and 
night nurseries, so that the sleepy 
guests shall not be kept awake by the 
noisy sleepless ones. 

There are six suits, providing accom- 
modation for some eighteen children. 
The babe of the bottle period can be 
put up at a cost of from $3.50 to $12.50 
aweek. When teething is past, the fees 
vary from $175 to $600 a year. 

The nurseries have names. The 
Forgetmenot suit corresponds to the 
bridal suit at the Savoy; Dawn, Free- 
dom, Joy, Daisy and Speedwell are 
graduated grandeurs, 

The three children who occupy a day 
and night nursery between them are 
atranged in family sequence—an in- 
fant, an elder and one in between. 
Each trio is under the care of two 
trained nurses. 


The Eye Miniature. 

The newest society craze is a picture 
in miniature of the human eye, and 
Many society women are now having 
the beauties of their eyes perpetuated 
in miniatures painted on ivory, says 
the New York Press. Mrs, John Jacob 
Astor is said to have introduced this. 
In the new style of picture the eye is 
painted life size. The natural color of 
the iris, the shade and curl of the eye- 
lashes, the shape of the eyebrow and 
the form of the lid are all indicated 
by the eye painters, who declare that 
no two eyes are ever alike.

The Baby Beetle's Cradle. 

If, at almost any time of the year, we 
walk through the woods where the red, 
scarlet, black or pin oaks are growing— 
that is, where we find those that ripen 
their acorns in two seasons and there- 
fore belong in the pin oak group—we 
shall probably find on the ground fallen 
branches that vary in size from that of 
a lead pencil to that of one’s thumb or 
even larger. These at the broken end 
appear as if cut away within the wood, 
so that only a thin portion fs left under 
Within the rather uneven 
cut, generally near the center of the 
growth, Is a small hole tightly plugged 
by the “powder post” of a beetle larva.

Burglar Given Chase by 
Store Keeper. 


Was in Store at Mid- 
night. 


An Arrest Made by the Boston 
Police. 


Albert Pierson, a Granite street dealer 
in gents’ furnishing goods, had quite an 
exciting chase fora burglar at midnight.

The police learned later that a strange 
team bad been seen on Gass place, and 
thinking possibly that it may have been 
connected with the robbery a descrip- 
tion was sent to the police of Boston 
aud adjoining towns. 

At 1.45 word was received from 
Station 11, Boston, that the team 
aoswering the description given had 
been held up by the officer at Neponset 
and the driver arrested. 

The man gave his name as Simon 
Stone, and his residence as Milton 
place, Boston. In the min’s clothing 
was a jimmy and a screw driver. 

Stone was turned over to the Quincy 
police. Mr. Pierson, who later saw the 
man, said he was not the party whom 
he chased. 

Stone denies that he had anything to 
do with the burglary. However, he 
was arraigned in court and was held in 
$1000 until next Thursday. 

Mr. Pierson says that the parties had 
filled two meal bags full of goods, and 
that there were twenty empty bags left 
on the floor ready to be tilled. They 
also took $20 in money from the casb 
drawer.

At that time the horse 
was feeding. He thought nothing 
Strange of itbowever. It is believed by 
the police that the driver of the team 
was an accomplice, and was waiting to 
take the goods away.

USE OF FRENCH WORDS. 


A Practice That Does Not Heip the 
English Language. 

Why do people persist in using 
French words when there are good old 
English words to serve the purpose? 
It is a habit that is growing daily. For 
instance, at dinner people give you 
“menu” instead of “bill of fare,” 
though the items are such English 

afSiies as boiled cod, roast beef and ap- 
ple tart. One is accommodated with a 
serviette instead of a napkin, an Eng- 
lish word, but originally of French or- 
igin, as is the Scotch word napery, 
used for household linen. When you 
enter a shop you are served with cor- 
sets instead of stays, costumes by a 
costumiere instead of dresses by a 
dressmaker. “Blouses” take the place 
of shirts or waists, and hose are of- 
fered for stockings. The former word 
is, however, English. At the theater 
we have programmes instead of play- 
bills and matinees in place of afternoor 
performances. Toques are adjusted 
with as much ease as hats, and we eat 
in a restaurant as cheerfully as in a 
dining room. There are, of course, un- 
translatable words which must be 
used, but our good old English lan- 
guage is rapidly becoming a_ hotch- 
potch of foreign words, while telegra- 
phy is doing its best to oust all the 
crisp and racy Saxon speech. When- 
ever possible let us determine to use 
an English instead of a French word, 
both in literature and conversation.— 
London Graphic. 


Fines For Church Shirkers. 

After being dormant for some years 
the act (3 Jas. I. c. 4, 1606) which pro- 
vided that any person absenting him- 
self from his church on a Sunday with- 
out sufficient excuse should be fined 
twelvepence for each absence and im- 
prisoned in default of distress on his 
goods until the fine was paid was re 
vived in 1838. A report of the inspect- 
ors of prisons contains a list of eleven 
persons in Lancasbire fined and im- 
prisoned under the act between Feb. 
12, 1839, and May 10, 1840. In one case 
a laborer was in prison for ten weeks 
(until released by order of the home 
secretary) after being convicted in a 
penalty of 1 shilling, with 14 shillings 
costs, for having been absent from 
eburch a single Sunday. This act was 
repealed, so far as regards Roman 
Catholics, in 1844, and wholly in 1846. 
—London Chronicle.

TOBACCO SECRETS. 


furkish and Virginian Leafs Are Va- 
rleties of the Same Plant. 

How many people eren among the 
most confirmed smokers know what Is 
the difference between Turkish and 
Virginia tobaccos? 

The smoker, of course, can tell you 
which is which at the first whiff, but 
if you ask him what the original dis- 
tinction is between the two he will tell 
you that one comes from Turkey and 
the other from the States, 

He is wrong. You could grow Turk- 
{sh and Virginia tobaccos in the same 
field, for they are merely two different 
varieties of the same plant. Turkish 
is the leaf of Nicotiana rustica, while 
Virginia is Nicotiana augustipolla. Of 
course the two are often blended by to- 
bacconists. 

Again, what constitutes the differ- 
ence between “strong” and “mild” to- 
baccos? It is simple enough. The strong 
product is so manufactured that it 
burns slowly, the result being that the 
contained nicotine is distilled In an un- 
altered state. Mild tobaccos are those 
which burn well, and thus their con- 
tained nicotine is consumed or decom- 
posed, with the result that a less nar- 
cotic smoke is formed. 

We often hear cheap cigars spoken of 
as “cabbage leaves,” and doubtless 
many people believe that these are ac- 
tually adulterated with other sub- 
stances than tobacco. Often in such a 
weed the outside wrapper is noticed to 
be patched with pale green, and this

London, Jan. 6.—Special dispatches 
from Tokio say that the Port Arthur 
garrison was marshalled yesterday at 
Yahutsui, in accordance with the terms 
of the supplementary agreement. 

The Standard’s Port Arthur corre- 
spondent reports that the town appears 
to have been little damaged by the 
bombardment.

FLAGSHIP STRUCK ROCK 


Paris Hears That One of Rojest- 
vensky’s Ship Is Sunk 

Paris, Jan. 6.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Paris edition of 
the New York Herald telegraphs that 
Vice Admiral Rojestvensky’s flagship, 
the battleship Kniaz Souvaroff, has 
struck a rock and foundered. 

London, Jan. 6.—There is no con- 
firmation here of the report of a disaster 
to the Russian battleship Kniaz Souva- 
roff. According to a dispatch from 
Mahe (about 1000 miles east of Zanzi- 
bar) Jan. 5, both divisions of the Rus- 
sian Baltic squadron were proceeding 
im the direction of Diego Suarez. 


The latest report from Rojestvensky's 
squadron was contained in a dispatch | 
dated Tamatave, Island of Madagascar, | 
Jan. 2, in which it was stated that the 
vice admiral’s division of the Russian 
second Pacific squadron, consisting of 
five battleships, three cruisers, two/! 
transports and a hospital ship, had an- 
chored on that day in the roadstead of | 
Sainte Marie, an island on the east! 
coast. 

The Kniaz Souvaroff was built at St. 
Petersburg in 1902 and was of 13,516 
tons displacement. Her length was | 
867% feet, her beam 76 feet, her. 
draught 26 feet and indicated horse- | 
power 16,0600. Her armament was of 
the Russian Krupp pattern and con- 
sisted of 4 12-inch, 12 6-inch, 20 3-inch, 
20 3-pounder and 6 1-pounder guns. 
She had 6 torpedo tubes. Her comple- 
went of men was 7490. 


An Army of Sick and Wounded 

Moscow, Jan. 6—A telerram from 
General Kuropatkin to Grand Duchess 
Sergius, who has been active through- 
out the war in aiding the sick and~ 
wounded, states that since the opening 


of the war 1000 officers and 19,615 men 
have returned to Russia, of whom 520 
officers and 5085 men were wounded 
and 570 officers and 14,730 men were 
sick. There are now 11,000 beds ~ in 
Moscow for the reception of wounded 
soldiers, of which 1813 are occupied. 


Spanish Attitude Correct 
Madrid, Jan. 6.—It is said at the for- 
eign office here that both Japan and| 
Russia filed complaints regarding 
Spain's attitude during the war. The 
Spanish government replied that Spain 
had observed strict neutrality through- 
out. This answer was accepted as sat- 
isfactory in every particular. 


Japan’s Big Submarine Fieet 

Victoria, B. C., Jan. 6.—Steamer Ka- 
nagawa, just arrived from Japan, took 
a cargo of submarine boats shipped in 
sections on her last trip from Seattle. 
It is understood that the Japanese gov- 
ernment has now about 80 submarine 
vessels.

New York, Jan. 6.—Held since last} 
Saturday on charges of burglary, be- 
cause the police found their apart- 
ments filled with packages of various 
kinds, Thomas Robinson, 81 years old, 
and his wife, Hannah, 71, were dis- 
charged by Magistrate Moss and the 
charges against them dismissed.

ROBBERY THE MOTIVE 


Boarder Suspecied of Having 
Murdered His Landlady 

Somersville, Conn., Jan. 6.-~ Her head 
battered in, her throat cut from ear to 
ear and her body covered by a cheese 
cloth bag, Mrs. Lugicious Kules, a 
Polish woman, was found murdered last 
evening in the kitchen of her home. 
As the result of an investigation made 
soon after the discovery of the body, 
Sheriff Hibbard sent out a general 
alarm over the state for the arrest of 
Frank Sheerel, a former boarder at 
Mrs. Kules’ house and who left his 
work with a manufacturing company 
about a week ago.

The murdered woman was 25 years 
old and was the mother of three chil 
dren, two of whom were found in the 
room with the body when it was found. 
It is stated that Mrs. Kules had in her 
house a fairly large sum of money, paid 
to her by boarders, and that this is 
missing. 

That robbery was the motive which 
prompted the murder there seems to be 
ne doubt, as the entire house had been 
ransacked, carpets being upturned 
and bureau drawers pulled out and 
searched. Just how much money the 
murderer got is not known. 

The husband of the woman was em- 
ployed in the Somersville Manufactur- 
ing company and it was be who dis- 
covered the body and gave the alarm.

A tragic incident of the battle of 
Liaoyang is thus described by a Man- 
eburian correspondent of the London 
Standard: 

I tell the story as it was told to me 
by an oflicer of General Kuroki’s staff. 
On a bare hilltop, strewn with the 
debris of war, lay fourteen wounded 
soldiers. Through the long, hot day 
they had fought, and now the tide of 
battle had swept past, leaving them

Eight were bearded men, and six were 
smooth faced Japanese. The golden 
mist that glowed among the giant mil- 
let was tinged with crimson.

Now, every 
man in that little group knew the risk 
of such an enterprise, for he was aware 
that the hill was in dispute and that 
Russians and Japanese were watching 
for any sign that might betray the 
presence of the enemy. The Russian 
soldier walked to the brow of the hill 
and looked cautiously about him. Noth- 
ing was to be seen save the forms of 
dead men and the blackness of the val- 
ley. Though he stepped warily, his 
feet often slipped in pools of blood and 
stumbled into holes dug by high ex- 
plosive shells. His comrades watched 
him disappear over the crest and wait- 
ed. The minutes passed with painful 
slowness. Not a sound broke the still- 
ness. He must have reached the foot 
of the hill. Even now he might be fill- 
ing the water bottles from the shallow 
stream below. Perhaps he was return- 
ing, and this terrible thirst would end. 
They strained their ears to catch the 
first sound of a footfall. What was 
that? A shot rang out and pierced the 
darkness like an arrow that quivered 
in their hearts. Then all was silence 
again. The wounded men held their 
breath and listened. No sound came 
from hill or valley, and they feared 
greatly for the brave man who had 
risked his life. Long they watched 
and waited, none daring to give voice 
to his fears. He would never return, 
for in the valley he lay close to the 
stream with a bullet through his heart. 

Kimura’s ravings had lapsed into un- 
consciousness, and Sato moaned aloud. 
From the little group rose another fig- 
ure, stalwart and bearded. Without a 
word or a sign he departed. His com- 
rades seemed unconscious of his move- 
ment, yet they felt that he had taken 
upon himself the agony of their thirst. 
He passed from the hill and vanished 
in the darkness, following the steps of 
his comrade. . Again that terrible note, 
sharp and clear—the note of a Russian 
rifle. He, too, would never return. The 
bullet of a comrade had dyed the 
stream with his blood, and the half 
filled water bottles floated by. The 
survivors on the hill watched no more, 
and night hid their suffering and their 
sorrow. At dawn some Japanese scouts 
moved cautiously up the slope and from 
the brow of the hill saw the six Rus- 
sian soldiers. T’wo shots whistled over 
their heads—three, four! The Japanese 
knew the sound and shouted to their 
comrades. The firing ceased, and the 
story was told. Two nameless Russian 
soldiers rest in one grave, and on a 
wooden cross is written in Japanese, 
“Comrades at last!”

The City Council will do well if it 
heeds the advice of Mayor Thompson, 
who recommended immediate action 
to provide High school accommoda- 
tion. His Honor admits that the con- 
sensus of publicopinion is in favor of | 
an addition to our present Highschool | 
and that beiog the case he favors a} 
complete job ; not the addition of the} 
north wing now; and the south wing 
later or never, but all additions now. | 
The indications are that all will be 
needed soon after completion, and the! 
suggestion of a complete job is aprac- 
ticalone. 

The financial condition of the city is 
such now that this can be done, al- 
though it was pot possible last year 
within the debt limit. The margin 
within the debt limit is now $163,560. 80 | 
several thousand more than will be 
necessary for the complete job. The 
margin within the debt limit will be 
further increased this year by the pay- 
ment of maturing debt to the amount 
of $77,942.09,so0 that afterthe High 
school loan there will be a big margin 
within the debt limit for any emer- 
gency. Itis an opportunity to makea 
needed improvement which should be 
promptly accepted. Plans which are 
very satisfactory to the School Com- 
mittee and teaching corps at the High 
school have been approved by the 
Swate authorities, and there should be} 
no delay. 

Mayor Harvey of Waltham in his 
inaugural address reported the High 
school building in that city to have 
cost $132,000 exclusive of equipment. 

The report of the Superintendent of 
Schools iu another column shows that 
the cost per pupil in Quincy in 1904 
was but $21.59, which was much below 
the average in the state and in the 
county. Really a very low cost consid- 
ering the requirements of today. In 
Lynn the cost is about $27 per pupil 
which is regarded as economical, as 
will be seen by the recent inaugural 
address of Mayor Eastham, who said: 


‘The School Department of Lynn is 
constantly growing, and each year re- 
quires a larger appropriation. In 
most respects, however, the manage- 
ment of the department is economical, 
and during the past fiscal year, although 
the dep: urtment expenses ‘increased 
$4,263.20, the cost of educating each 
pupil, based on the average member- 
ship of the schools, decreased from 
$27.02 to $26 76.

Phoebe Bown Was Famed. 

Phoebe Bown died something over 
half a century ago, aged eighty. This 
extraordinary woman, who lived with

| the High Tor, at Matlock Bath, Eng- 
land, could walk nearly forty miles a 
day when young, could lift a hundred- 
weight in each hand and carry fourteen 
stone. She undertook any kind of man- 
ual labor, as holding the plow, driving 


| the team, thrashing wheat with the 
} fafl and thatching the stacks. Her 


| chief avocation was breaking horses at 
a guinea a week. She always rode 
without saddles and was considered 
the best judge of horses and cows in 
the peak. 

But Phoebe had also a liking for 
sport and for art. She was a good shot 
| and carried her gun on her shoulder. ; 
She was fond of Milton, Pope and 
Shakespeare and performed on several 
instruments, including the flute, violin | 
and harpsichord, and played the bass , 
viol in Matlock church. She was a car- 
penter, mason and smith and mainly by 
| her own hand labor built another room 
to the cottage for the reception of a 
harpsichord which a lady presented to | 


her. At her own request a local cler- | 
| gyman wrote her epitaph, and here 
it is:

TREATING A SPRAIN. 


Perfect Rest and Hot Fomentations 
the First Requisites. 

The question of how to treat a sprain 
is often raised. Everybody under- 
stands the nature of a sprain; that 
wrenching of a joint whereby some of 
the ligaments (those very useful bands 
which unite the bones forming the 
joint) are violently stretched or per- 
haps even ruptured. This kind of in- 
jury is rarely, except through unusual 
complicatiofis, dangerous in its nature, 
but it is certainly very painful and 
when of a serious nature may result in 
the permanent impairment of the joint, 
Such an injury, if at all severe, is im- 
mediately followed by marked swell- 
ing of the parts, and prompt attention 
should be given anticipating the sur 
geon’s coming. The very first item in 
the treatment of a sprain is perfect 
rest of the limb until a doctor can be 
summoned. Reduce the swelling by 
applications of hot fomentations as hot 
as can be endured, changing about 
once in every three hours. If a piece 
of oilskin be not at hand use common 

newspaper. Wind it carefully outside 
the hot cloth. This will prevent the 
escape of the steam and prevent the 
cloth from cooling. A good way to 
save the hands from being scalded is 
to place the hot, dripping flannel in a 
towel, then, taking hold of each end of 
the towel, to wring it until the flannel 
is dry enough to apply.

at Japanese Meeting 


FALL OF PORT ARTHUR 


Consul General Uchida Says It 
Does Not Mean End of War, 
but His Country Will Be Gen- 
erous When Peace Does Come 


New York, Jan. 9.—The fall of Port 
Arthur was celebrated here at a mass 
meeting of Japanese residents of the 
city. ‘The affair was intended to be 
solely for the Japanese residents, 500 
of whom attended, and the only in- 
yited guests were General Woodford, 
former minister to Spain, and Alex- 
ander Tison, both of whom spoke. 

General Woodford: said that the 
American people loved the Japanese 
because they were as generous in vic- 
tory as they were brave in battle; and 
when he followed with the statement 
that during the war of the revolution 
Catherine of Russia came to the rescue 
of America with men and money, the 
entire audience burst into applause and 
ended the demonstration with cheers. 

fin his address, General Woodford 
said in part: “I want to congratulate 
you on something higher than success 
in arms. In all the conduct of this 
great siege Japan has set in example 
to the nations and soldiers of the 
civilized world by the humane conduct 
of her armies. You have been as gen- 
erous in victory as you were brave in 
battle. 

“It is difficult for some of you to 
understand why America watches the 
war with so much interest. For a 
century and a half this nation has been 
on terms of the greatest friendship to- 
ward Russia. Our independence is the 
result of a revolution from Great 
Britain. In the hour of the revolution 
Catherine of Russia was our friend. 
She lent us invaluable aid and when we 
needed it most. 

“Our national existence was threat- 
ened by secession 40 years ago and 
was saved after four years of bloody 
warfare. In that hour of need and 
darkness Russia was ageln our friend. 

“Japan, as the war has progressed, 
has loomed up in a certain sense, an 
older sister and a young sister. She 
and America are great friends. A lit- 
tle more than 51 years ago an Amer- 
ican naval officer sailed Into Yokohama. 
He was received by your people with 
every evidence of friendship. Through 
his instrumentality treaties were made 
between Japan and America. America 
was thus able to introduce Japan to the 
modern world.” 


The meeting was presided over by 8. 
Uchida, consul general of Japan. Ad- 
dresses were made in their native 
tongue by 15 Japanese merchants and 
professional men, and Uchida, Wood- 
ford and Tison spoke in English. 

“A few weeks ago,” said Uchida, in 
opening the meeting, “the remnants of 
the Russian army were completely 
smashed when 203-Meter hill was 
taken, and now Port Arthur, the Gib- 
raltar of the far east, has at last been 
taken by the undaunted bravery of our 
victorious army. Our country was 
forced to this war by the aggressive- 
ness of the Russians. We Japanese are 
a peace-loving nation and we would not 
have entered upon this war if we had 
not been forced into it. 

“We are quite williag to make peace 
if Russia is willing. From the press 
reports that have come from St. Pe- 
tersburg it seems to me the Russian 
government, instead of making peace 
is determined to carry on the war. It 
is our turn to impose peace upon the 
Russian government by keeping up the 
fighting as long as the Russians want 
to carry on the war. The fall of Port 
Arthur does not necessarily mean the 
end of the war, but we all hope that it 
will bring Russia to meeting our terms 
of peace. We will be generous, not 
selfish, in such an hour. 

“Our purpose in meeting here is to 
celebrate the great victory of Japan- 
ese arms by raising funds for the re- 
lief of the families of the brave sol- 
diers and sailors who died during the 
siege of Port Arthur. We have no 
band of music here to celebrate the 
great victory. The victory is itself 
enough music to make us all happy. 
And then we have the harmonious 
music of the entire press of America 
chanting in chorus the bravery of our 
people in battle.” 


Missing Watch Boats Located 

Providence, Jan. 9.—The anxiety 
concerning the fate of the two oyster 
watch boats and their captains was 
dispelled when an oyster steamer sent 
out to search found the boats ashore 
at Kingston, with the captains safe and 
well. The boats had been swept about 
15 miles out of their positions by the 
ice. 


Bishop Spals'nz Improving 
Peoria, Ills., Jan. 9.—There is a no- 
ticeable improvement in the condition 
of Bishop John L. Spalding, who was 
stricken with paralysis. He has re- 
gained the use of his left arm and 
speaks with more freedom. The re- 
mainder of the left side of his body, 

however, he is unable to use at all.

Italians Engage in a Duel and One 
is Missing. 


Word was received at the police sta- 

7 o’clock Sunday 

evening that there had been a revolver 
duel near the corner of Field and Canal 
streets. Inspector McKay went to the 
scene and arrested Stefono Libertino, 
who it isalleged was one of the parties. 

From what Inspector McKay could 
learn it appears that a gang of Italians 
were having a drunken row ina house 
near the Electric Light plaut. The 
gang, five in pumber, left the house 
and started toward Quincy. Libertino 
is said tu have had a revolver, and a 
mao who is known as Tony Lanzi, also 
had a shooter. 

It is said that Tony wanted to fight 
everybody. When the gang reached a 
@ point near Canal street the shooting 
began and fourshots were fired in quick 
succession. Whether any of the shots 
found their mark no one seems to know 
and Inspector McKay was unable to 
learn particulars, 

Libertino was found at his boarding 
house and was placed under arrest for 
drunkenness. Tony the second man in 
the case could not be found, although 
the police searched every place where 
it was thought he might be. 

Whether any of the bullets found 
Tony no one seems toknow. Libertino 


was arraigned in court for drunkeness 
and was held in $500 until Tuesday 
morning. 


In the mean time the police will make 
another effort to find Tony.

Granite Shipments from Quincy 
During the Year. 


Returns from the granite shipments 
from the three railroad terminals for 
December show the amount shipped to 
have been 10,584,650 pounds. Of this 
amount South Quincy forwarded 6,001, - 
985 pounds; West Quincy, 4,638,025 
pounds, and the Quarry railroad 1,944, - 
640 pounds.

MY CAPTIVITY. WATER EXTENSION. 


Told by Madame Tsilka 
at Bethany Church. 


To a Very Large Au- 
dience.

‘*The story of my captivity’’ was told 
by Madame Katerina Tsilka at Bethany 
church on Sunday before aa immense 
audience, who came from all parts of 
the city, andalso from Milton, Braintree 
and the Weymouths. The people were 
not disappointed, either, in what they 
heard. Mme. Tsilka was accompanied 
by her husband and baby Elentcha, and 
a young lady. 

The story of the seizure of Miss Stone 
and Mme. Tsilka by brigands, and 
their captivity in the Balkian mountain 
in the winter of 1900-1901 is familiar to 


many, bot it had new interest when 
told from the platform by one of the 
captives, 


Mme. T’silka was introduced by the 
pastor, E. N. Hardy, and related 
graphically in a fluent and interesting 
manner the particulars of their capture ; 
their imprisonment in Balkian Moun- 
tain; the efforts of the brigands to se- 
cure ransum, treatment at the hands of 
their captors, the birth of the daughter 
on Jan. 4, 1901; its influence on the 
brigands; their superstitions; the 
initiation of members into the band of 
brigands; their appreciation of a little 
successful doctoring by Mme. Tsilka; 
the extension of time for payment ef 
ransom; and their daily peril for 
months. 

The baby was not prominent until 
near the close when Rev. Mr. Hardy 
stood her on the Bible and afterwards 
seated her there. She was very 
and atthe same timo a 
miss. 

Monsieur and Madame Tsilka and 
little Elentcha held an informal recep- 
tion at the close, and it was the pleasure 
of many to meet them.

rhe plan as now arranged is to lay an

From this point a six inch main will 
be laid to Nut Island, which will re- 
quire 1200 feet. 

From Nut Island to Peddocks Island, 
a six-inch submarine pipe will be laid, 
and nearly 4000 feet will be required 
for this section 

A meter will be connected wi the 
mains at Nut Island and all the water 
used by the governitient will be metered. 

The charges for water used by the 
government will probably be llected 
by the Metropolitan Commissioners, al 
though this has not been fully decided 
as yet. 

Commissioner Knowlton says that 
the pipes must be laid by the middle of 
May and that work laying them will 
have to be commenced as soon as the 
frost is out of the ground.

Tokio, Jan. 9.—The transfer of pris- 
oners at Port Arthur has been com- 
' pleted. The total number of officers 

transferred was 878; men, 23,491, a total 
| of 24,396. 

The Japanese intend to establish a 
| naval station at Port Arthur. Vice 
Admiral Shibayama will probably be 
| placed in charge of it. 
| The military administration at Port 
Arthur will retain only a small garri- 
son as soon as the prisoners are with- 
drawn and order is restored. ‘The fleet 
is busily engaged in clearing mines, 
but owing to their great number navi- 
gation will be unsafe for a long time. 
Only government craft will be allowed 
to enter the harbor. 


It is probable that Dalny will soon 
be opened up to neutrals. Japanese 
| companies are preparing to establish 
weekly services to that port.

Bettina Gerard had been married 
| seven times and on various occasions 
ithin the past seven years had been 
| a patient in the hospitals of this city 
| suffering from troubles due to her 
; mode of life. From a convent, in her 
| early life, she was sent to a finishing 
| school in Washington. She was a 

musician and linguist, beautiful of 
| face and figure, could ride with the 
best and excelled in all outdoor sports. 

The career of Bettina Girard was one 
of contrasts. Her life began amid the 
refined surroundings of a wealthy and 
distinguished family in Washington. 
One week upon the stage showing 
flashes of brilliancy and with features 
and form little impaired, she would 
appear only to be found next week ill. 

Bettina Girard was 85 years of age. 
She was the daughter of General Albert 
Ordway, a famous soldier. Soon after 
hed debut in Washington Arthur Padel- 
ford, member of a wealthy Baltimore 
family, met her and following a short 
wooing they were married. They at 
once went abroad and three months 
later came the report that in Austria 
; the young husband had applied for 
and obtained a divorce. Soon after- 
wards she went on the stage. 

The list of husbands Bettina Girard 
had is interesting. They were A. J. 
Padelford, a millionaire; J. J. Raffael, 
a singer; H. J. Wolfe, an actor; W. G. 
Beach, an actor; Philip Schuyler, the 
theatrical agent; Frank Turner, a 
vaudeville performer, and F. C. Witter, 
vaudeville performer. Witter, her hus- 
band, was with her at her death. By 
his direction the body waa sent to 
Washington for burial.

WRITTEN IN HASTE 


Witness 
Says of Morton Address 


THREE EXPERTS TESTIFY 


| All Agree That Writing on Scrap 


of Paper Found Near Miss 
Page’s Body Agrees With That 
on Sales Slips Said to Have 
Been Made Out by Tucker 


Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 10.—Three 
bandwriting experts testified yesterday 
‘Tucker, 
charged with the murder of Miss Mabel 
Page, that, in their opinions, the per- 
son who filled out certain sales slips, 
alleged by the prosecution to have been 
made out by the prisoner, wrote the 
address of “J. L. Morton, Charlestown, 
Mass.,” which was on a piece of paper 
found beside the body of the murdered 
woman. 

The greater part of the proceedings 
seemed to weary everyone in the court- 
room, with the possible exception of the 
attorneys conducting the direct and 
cross-examination. The prisoner made 
no attempt to conceal the fact that he 
was bored; the spectators yawned fre- 
quently and the jurymen shifted un- 
easily in their seats. 

The three experts who testified re- 
garding the handwriting of the dis- 
puted address as compared with the 
sales slips, which have been entered 
as standards of comparison, were Pro- 
fessor Marshall D. Ewell of Chicago, 
Charles French of this city and David 
N. Carvalho of New York. Both Pro- 
fessor Ewell and Mr. Carvalho testified 
at the Dr. Kennedy and Roland Moli- 
peux murder trials in New York, in the 
latter case being : rayed on opposite 
sides. Professor Ewell finished his tes 
timony in the afternoon, after having 
occupied the stand during court ses- 
sions since Friday afternoon. 

Mr. French went further in his de- 
ductions than did Professor Ewell, de- 
scribing to the jury the state of mind 
of the author of the disputed address 
at the time it was written. “This writ- 
ing shows,’ said the witness, “that at 
the time the author was laboring under 
neryous pressure; he was evidently in 
haste, and did not exactly know what 
to write or how to write it.” 

The direct and cross-examination of 
French occupied the greater part of the 
day, and it was not until nearly 3 
o'clock that Carvalho took the stand. 
There was a great deal of interest in 
Carvalho’s testimony and for the first 
time since the handwriting experts 
were called the witness had the atten- 
tion of all in the courtroom. Wit- 
ness detailed his methods of studying 
disputed handwriting. He said that in 
making investigations of certain stand- 
ards he looked for eccentricities. 

“If the letter ‘a’ is written correctly 
in 20 different places,” he said, “it does 
not follow that the 20 ‘a's’ were written 
by the same person. On the other hand, 
if there is a peculiar, distinguishing 
feature, or a combination of peculiar 
features appearing in a number of 
‘a’s’ it is fair to assume that one per- 
son wrote them.” 

Mr. Carvalho, in concluding his di- 
rect testimony, said that he was of the 
opinion that the same person who wrote 
the standards also wrote the Morton 
address. He said further that he had 
examined the writing on a postal card, 
which will be introduced later, and that 
a portion of this writing was iaentical 
with the writing on the standards and 
on the disputed address. This postal 
ecard, the prosecution alleges, was 
found in a pocket of Tucker's overcoat 
on the night he was arrested. 

Mr. Carvalho, in order to illustrate 
his testimony, had prepared a series 
of photographic reproductions of the 
standards and the disputed writing. 
These were arranged in a composite 
form. In one column appeared a letter 
tuken from the disputed address and in 
an opposite column were corresponding 
lettera taken from the standards. In 
addition to this Carvalho had clipped 
from the photographic reproductions of 
the standards sufficient letters to make 
the address “J. L. Morton, Charlestown, 
Mass.” These he pieced together, and, 
so far as possible, followed the allign- 
ment of the disputed address and then 
photographed the result. 

This composite photograph was 
shown to the jury after Attorney Vahey, 
of counsel for the prisoner, had made 
a spirited objection. The court, how- 
ever, overruled the objection, Judge 
Sheldon saying that for purposes of il- 
lustration the composite photograph 
was nothing more than a chart and 
was no more incompetent than would 
be blackboard representations. 

When court adjourned Carvalho was 
being cross-examined by Vahey. He 
said that the handwriting in the dis- 
puted address was disguised, but did not 
believe that the disguise was inten- 
tional. The two other experts testified 
that the disputed handwriting was in 
a disguised hand, and was of the opin- 
ion that it was disguised intentionally. 

The surprise in the expert testimony 
has been the rapidity with which it 
has been presented. When Carvalho 
concludes his testimony there will re- 
main only one handwriting expert to 
be called hy the prosecution.

always more or less unsatisfactory, owing 
to the fact that the canvasser finds difficulty in 
etting the necessaiy information. Names and 
are frequently given incorrectly. The 
importance of accuracy is shown in many cases 
where there is a question of descent, or inheri- 
tance of property, or collection of life insur- 
ance or pensions.

|come. The horses drawing the trans- 
| port carts were suffering with.fatigue,

procession were many lean !ooking pet 
| dogs belonging to the officers. 

In many cases officers refused to 
| wear their swords, but had had them 
| carried behind by orderlies. The officers 

saluted the European and American 
correspondents with the Japanese army 
and appeared to be both pleased and 
astonished at seeing the Europeans and 
| Americans there. 

The prisoners were treated with the 
greatest respect and kindness. The sol- 
|diers were given food, cigurets and 
| beer, and even Japanese soldiers yol- 
| untarily carried the effects of the pris- 

eners when they were overcome by 
fatigue.

Woman Long Identified With 
Revolutionary Agitation 

Paris, Jan. 10.—Louise Michel, prom- 
| iment as a communist and revolution- 
ary agitator for the last 85 years, died 
at Marseilles, aged 75 years. Death 
followed an attack of double pneu- 
g.onia, contracted while Mile. Michel 
was on a lecture tour in southern 
France. 

Louise Michel first came into proml- 
nence during the Franco-Prussian war. 
She had previously been a frovincial 
schoolteacher and had formed a ro- 
mantic admiration for Charlotte Cor- 
day and other characters of the French 
revolution. When the war between 
Prussia and France broke out she 
joined an ambulance corps and took 
part in the defense of Paris, later siding 
with the commune and advocating the 
burning of Paris to prevent the entry 
of the Versailles troops. She was ar- 
rested and tried for treason and sen- 
tenced to transportation to New Cal- 
edonia, where she remained until 1880, 
when she was allowed to return to 
Paris under the amnesty act. 

Three years later she was again im- 
prisoned for three years for her ac- 
tivity in communist movements. She 
then removed to England, where she 
continued her advoeacy of communistic 
and aparchistic doctrines.

Fisherman’s Body Found In 
His Isolated Hut 


HIS HEAD BATTERED IN} 


Bloodstains on Walls as High as 


Ceiling Indicate Fierce Strug-| 
gle With Murderer--Victim | 


Had Displayed His Savings 


Ellsworth, Me., Jan. 10.—Evidences 
of murder, with robbery as the prob- 
able motive, developed with the dis- 
covery of the body of William W. Rob- 
bins, a fisherman, in an isolated hut 
three miles from Deer Isle and where 
he had long lived alone. The head was 
crushed in and the body covered with 
blood. The authorities are investigat- 
ing and an inquest will be held. 

Robbins, who was 46 years of age, 
had few callers, his nearest neighbor, 
J. E. Baton, living a quarter of a mile 
distant, and his home being a mile 
from the Mountainville postoffice. 
From BHaton’s home a light at Robbins’ 
place was usually seen at night, and 
when this light was missed for several 
nights in succession it occurred to Ea- 
ton that his neighbor might be ill, and 
he sent his son to Robbins’ home to in- 
vestigate. Looking into a window of 
the hut, the boy saw the body of the 
fisherman lying in a pool of blood on 
the. floor within. Believing it to be a 
case of suicide he so reported the mat- 
ter to Judge Spofford at Deer Isle. 

Judge Spofford, accompanied by Dr. 
Wasgatt and George L. Beck, began an 
examination. They found the only en- 
trance unlocked. The kitchen, one of 
three rooms of which the structure 
consisted, plainly revealed the fierce 
struggle Robbins must have had with 
his assailant. Bloodstains were upon 
the door and walls as high as the ceil- 
fxg and ali over the furniture. The 
clothing was saturated with it. 

The man’s head was beaten in and 
cut almost beyond recognition. The 
stock of a gun which the murderer un- 
doubtedly used was found near the 
body and its broken barrel was in a cor- 
rer of the room. The broken end of the 
barrel was matted with blood and hair. 
Dr. Wasgatt gave it as his opinion 
that Robbins had been dead nearly a 
week. 

Every fact indicated that robbery was 
the motive for the crime. Robbins 
was known to have had considerable 
money usually and he frequently 
showed it. In fact, it is believed his 
fondness for displaying money was re- 
sponsible for his death. 


No New States Wanted 

Washington, Jan. 10.—Senator Mor- 
gan spoke for two hours against the 
statehood bill, mentioning particularly 
the character of the population of New 
Mexico and Indian Territory and de- 
claring that the framers of the consti- 
tution did not intend that Mexicans. 
Indians, negroes and half-breeds should 
be brought into citizenship. The sena- 
tor said that if Arizona and New Mex- 
ico were admitted into the union this 
ciass of citizenship would control the 
elections and said bribes and whisky 
might control them. 


Millionaire eae as Clerk 

White Plains, N. Y., Jan. 10.—The 
report of the state <ecee tax ap- 
praiser shows that the estate of the 
late Oliver Harriman is estimated at 
$4,216,301. The bulk of the estate is 
divided among Harriman’s eight chil- 
dren. Herbert H. Harriman, a _ son, 
who inherits nearly $500,000 of his 
father’s estate, is working as a clerk in 
a railroad office, learning the railroad 
business. Besides the fortune left him 
by his father, he is a millionaire in his 
own right. 


To Seek Annulment of Marriage 

New York, Jan. 10.—Laurence Duke, 
son of Brodie L. Duke, recently com- 
mitted to a sanitarium on the order of 
a magistrate, has taken initial steps to 
secure the annulment of his father’s 
marriage to Miss Alice Webb. What 
turn the investigation may take is yet 
uncerfain, but matters have not reached 
a stage where a criminal prosecution 
inyolying an arrest is possible.

Upon 
learning that the woman, who is. a 
widow of 65 years, was living alone, he 
installed himself in the home, where 
he remained until 10 o'clock the follow- 
ing night. 

At the point of a weapon and under 
threats that failing to obey she would 
be killed, Mrs. Ward served food. 
waited upon, and otherwise submitted 
to indignities at the command of the 
desperado. The details of the woman's 
cxperience while the stranger was in 
her home are shocking. 

Before leaving Mrs. Ward’s the man 
thoroughly frightened the woman by 
threatening to return and kill her if she 
made any complaint to the authorities. 
For this reason her story was not 
known until confided to neighbors. 


Charged With Wife Murder 
Boston, Jan. 10.—John J. Sheehan, 
the husband of Mrs. Annie Sheehan, 
who died at the city hospital as a re- 
sult of injuries said to have been in- 
icted by him, was brought into court 
on the charge of murder. His case was 
continued until Jan. 12, the prisoner 
being committed to jail without bail. 
The woman was found nearly uncon- 
scious, with several ribs broken, and 
cther injuries.

To Simplify Canal Zone Affaire 

Washington, Jan 10.—Mr. Karrett, 
American minister to Panama, has 
recommended that his functions be con- 
solidated with those of the governor 
of the canal zone and it is probable 
that the reeommendation will be 
adopted. The immediate result of such 
action would be the vacation by Barrett 
of his post as minister and the assump- 
tion of duties of that place by General 
Davis, governor of the canal zone.

The suit must 
now be tried before a jury. 


Money Pouring Into Banks 

New York, Jan. 10.—New year reso- 
lutions and an advance from 8% to 4 
percent in the interest rate have re- 
sulted in an unpreeedented rush to de- 
posit money in some of the larger say- 
ings banks in this city. Eight police- 
men were necessary to preserve order 
among the great crowd waiting yes- 
terday at one of the big banks to de- 
posit their savings.

Berlin, Jan, 10.—Lieutenant General 
VonTrotha, commanding the forces in 
German Southwest Africa, cables that 
Major Meisler estimates the losses of 
the Witbois in the fights on Jan. 2, 3 
aud 4 as 80 dead.

PAGE'S HALL GLOGK!: 


It Figures In the Testimony 
at the Tucker Trial 


EXPERTS HAVE FINISHED 


All Agree That Handwriting on 
Morton Address Is Same as 
That on Certain Sales Slips-- 
Defendant In Good Spirits 


Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 11.—-Expect- 
ing that Amy Roberts, the servant in 
the Page family, woulg be valled to the 
witness stand, bundreds of men and 
Women beseiged the East Cambridge 
court house yesterday in an attempt 
to gain admission to the roo iu which 
Charles L. Tucker of Auburndale is 
being tried for the murder of Miss 
Mabel Page, who was stubbed to death 
at her father’s home in Weston on 
March 31, 1904. ‘Those who were for- 
tunate enough to gain admit‘ance were 
disappointed because Miss Roberts was 
not called, but all breathed a sigh of 
relief when the last of the handwriting 
experts for the prosecution finished bis 
testimony. 

The feature of the proceedings was 
the endeavor of District Attorney San- 
derson to learn all we facts concerning 
a tall, old-fashioned clock that stood in 
the corner of the living ivom of the 
Fage house. All the persons who tes- 
tified that they were in the house after 
the murder was examined in regard to 
the time indicated by the tall clock. 

It was brought out that soon after 
8 o'clock on the afternoon of the 
murder persons in the house noticed 
that the clock had stopped. Mr. Page 
then set the clock. It was also brought 
out that on the day of the funeral the 
clock was several minutes slow. Ed- 
ward Page, the father of the murdered 
woman, testified last week that the 
clock lost one or two minutes every 
day, and that on account of some de- 
fect in the mechanism, the weights fre- 
quently got tangled, thus causing the 
timepiece to stop. It is believed the 
prosecution intends to show that the 
murderer of Miss Page had more time 
in which to do his work than js generally 
conceded. 

Another feature of .he testimony was 
the rapidity with which disposition was 
made of the handwriting experts for 
the prosecution. David Carvalho, the 
New York expert who was on the stand 
when court adjourned Monday, finished 
his testimony. He was followed by 
William J. Kingsley, another New York 
expert. Mr. Kingsley was on the 
stand but a few moments, and by agree- 
ment between counsel he was not sub- 
jected to a cross-examination. He 
agreed with the other experts that the 
author of the “J. L. Morton” address, 
which was found near Miss Page's 
body, was the same person who filled 
out certain sales slips, which, the prose- 


cution contends, were made out by 
Tucker. 
Other witnesses were Hénry S. May- 


nard, the laundryman who is the last 
person known to have seen Miss Page 
alive; Samuel C. Bennett and his wife, 
neighbors of the Pages; Miss Susie 
Cutter, another neighbor, and a number 
of persons who were in the vicinity of 
the Page house at or about noontime 
on the day of the murder. 

The courtroom was crowded with 
spectators all day long, and hundreds 
of disappointed persons were turned 
away because there were no seats for 
them. Prominent among the specta- 
tors was Mrs. Freeman, sister of the 
murdered woman. 

Tucker was in better spirits than on 
any day since the trial began. He 
joked with the deputies who guard him, 
winked at the newspaper men who sat 
near him and seemed amused at many 
portions of the testimony. 

It is expected that Amy Roberts will 
be called to the stand today.

Denver, Jan, 11.—Alva Adams was 
yesterday afternoon inaugurated as 
| governor of Colorado. 
| office was administered by Chief Jus- 
tice Gabbert. At the side of Governor 
| Adams stood the athletic form of re- 
| tiring Governor Peabody, who today 
begun what will ve a bitter contest for 
| the governorship. 

Arm-in-arm Governor Peabody and 
Governor-elect Adams entered the 
capitol, which was packed by senators, 
representatives and visitors. Lieu- 
tenant Governor Haggott, presiding 
over the joint session of the legisla- 
ture, greeted both men with a hand- 
Shake as they stepped upon the ros- 
trum. Chief Justice Gabbert stepped 
forward and in a few seconds the oath 
was tuken and Alva Adams became 
governor of Colorado. 

Governor Adams in 
address said: 

“During the last two years Colorado 
has had many incidents to regret, many 
deeds to deplore, but much of our evil 
fame is due more to our own exaggera- 
tions than to facts. The truth has been 
bad enough without partisan color. 
| Lies need no press agent. It is not true 
that half the voters of Colorado are 
dynamiters and anarchists, nor is it 
true that the other half are shylocks 
{and oppressors. We cannot complain 
|if the world takes us at our own esti- 
}mate. Hereafter when we paint our 
; own picture let us use a brush that will 
inot hile all our virtues and intensify 
| our faults. 

“While-strikes may not be forbid- 
'den, we may dream of the reign of jus- 

tice, we may hope for conditions and 
‘laws that will make strikes unneces- 
jSary. First among these enactments 
in obedience to the expressed mandate 
| of the people should be an honest eight- 
|}hour law. This both parties promised 
, the people. Let that promise be kept. 
| “Next, an amendment to the arbitra- 
tion law which shall require submis- 
sion to arbitration of any grievance or 
difference between employers and em- 
ployes. Where the parties to an indes- 
| trial conflict honestly confer a settle- 
| ment is almost certain. 
| “The election scandals in Denver, 
| Teller, Pueblo, Puerfano, Las Animas 
and some other counties indicate a 
needed change in our election laws, and 
| I demand the enactment of an honest 
| and efficient primary law. No assault 
| upon free government is as serious as 
a corrupt ballot. The pure ballot is 
the very heart of our governmenta} 
system, and where that fails Democracy 
{fs a failure and a free republic a de- 
lusion. 

“In framing your election laws see 
that their meshes are strong enough to 
hold the big election thief as well as the 

‘small. The orainary ballot crook at 
the polls is bad enough, but back of 
him, responsible for him, is some one 
infinitely stronger and more danger- 
ous.”

| PROVISIONAL PEACE 


Russian Admiral’s Prediction as 
to Events In the Far East 
| Paris, Jan. 11—Vice Admiral Dou- 
bassoff, the Russian member of the 
| North sea commission, is quoted by The 
Echo De Paris as having stated in an 
interview that he had submitted to Em- 
peror Nicholas a program for a reor- 
guaization of the navy, which is abso- 
lutely indispensable for success in the 
war against Japan. Twenty months 
will be necessary for its execution. 
Admiral Doubassoff thought the pros- 
pect for Vice Admiral Rojestvensky’s 
squadron was hopeless. He unhesitat- 
ingly declared that he considered a pro- 
visional peace would shortly be prob- 
able, Japan retaining Port Arthur and 
| other territories which she has occu- 
pied. Russia, meanwhile, the admiral

The prince’s 
retirement soon, however, is regarded 
as certain, and M. Witte apparently is

The officers got a tip late yesterday 
afternoon that the young desperado 
was in a lumber camp, four miles from 
Bellows Falls, inthe mountains. They 
left the city at Svo'clock, reaching the 
lumber camp after dark. They went to 
a stable and found their man. Deputy 
Sheriff Rice stepped up to the oddly 
dressed young man and said: “You are 
under arrest.” 

The young fellow hesitated a moment 
and then replied: “Yes, I guess I am 
the much-wanted fellow.” 

He did not offer any resistance and 
was driven to Bellows Falls with the 
officers. On the way he admitted be- 
ing in Petersham and when asked 
what he did at the home of Mrs. Ward, 
he replied, “Well, I don’t know; I sup- 
pose I was foolish.” 

He is now in the Bellows Falls lock- 
up. He says he 1s willing to go to Mas- 
snchusetts without extradition papers, 
He will be brought to Athol, Mass., 
where he will be arraigned in court.

THE CRIMINAL SQUIRREL. 


He Is a Thief and a Murderer and 4 
Forest Destroyer. 

I wish to take away for all time the 
character of the squirrel. He is a 
thief and a murderer. Admired by ig- 
norant city people and by journalists, 
he devotes his life to eating the eggs 
and killing the young of harmless and 
useful birds, which, if permitted to 
live and increase, would protect the 
forests from harmful insects. By kill- 
ing these birds the squirrel takes rank 
as a forest destroyer. Moreover, the 
red squirrel is not the only sinner. In 
my opinion the gray {s almost, if not 
quite, as bad. 

I have killed many squirrels caught 
in the act of eating eggs of young 
birds. Any bird that selects a nesting 
place which is also adapted to the use 
of squirrels is almost certain to be 
ejected. When a forest has been de- 
stroyed by fires, lumbermen or insects, 
it is almost impossible for natural re- 
foresting to take place if squirrels are 
abundant in an adjoining tract, because 
they eat the seeds. Fifty seeds per 
head each day would be a low esti- 
mate. Yet even this would make 18,- 
And seeds are not the 
In winter the ground is 


only thing. 


stripped of buds by squirrels. The 
trees attacked are generally situated 
at the border of a dense forest and 
would, if left alone, yield the greatest 
seed crop. A single squirrel thus de- 
stroys in one day thousands of seeds in 
the germ. In Montana I have seen 
the grays rob birds’ nests.—Country 
Life In America.

Stone Held for the Pierson 
Burglary. 


Another Man Is Now 
Wanted. 


Clever Work by the Police on the 
Case. 


Inspector Bradley who has bosen 
working on the Albert Pierson burglary 
case has succeeded in connecting 
Simon Stone, the man arrested on 
suspicion, with the affair. Ia one of 
the bags found in Stone’s team was a 
jimmy which has been found to fit the 
mark on the window sash of Pierson’s 


store, and the mark on the money 


drawer. 

Upon visiting Stone’s homein Boston, 
Inspector 
Bradley learned that the man, who was 
with Stone the night he visited Quincy 
was Solomon Rosenthal. He is believed 
by the police to be the man who was in 
the store, and who skipped, when Mr. 
Pierson entered. 

Stone’s wife volunteered to locate 
Rosenthal for the police, and started 
out to do so. She found him io a 
barber shop. Instead of getting the 
police and taking them to the man she 
took hold of Rosenthal and undertook 
to take him where the police were. 
The result was that the man pullel 
away from her and made his escape. 

As the Boston police have a good de- 
scription of the man wanted it is prob- 
able he will soon fall into their clutches. 
Since then Stone has admitted that 
Rosenthal hired him to come to Quincy. 

The case against Stone came up in 
the district court this morning when he 
was given a hearing. 

Mr. Pierson testified that be visited 
his store on the morning in question 
about ten minutes past midnight. As 
he entered the store he heard a noise. 
He tried to light a lamp. As he lit ic 
he saw the form of a man going through 
the side window. He chased the man 
as far as Fort street. Here he met the 
prisoner leading bis horse by the bridle. 
Witness asked him if he had seen a 
man go by. No answer was made to 
this query, but he asked the way to 
Brockton. 

Pierson said he then went to the 
police station and tuld the police. He 
went back to the store and found the 
wiodow had been pried open. There 
were marks on the window that the 
jimmy shown fitted. The money drawer 
was on the floor and $20 in silver gone. 
He also found a numberof bags, one 
of which was full of goods. There was 
also a candle on the floor and marks 
on the money drawer. He identified 
the prisoneras the man he had met 
with a team on Granite street. 

Offiver Gallagher of Boston testified 
to the arrest of Stone, and to finding a 
number of bags in the wagon, in one of 
which wasa jimmy. Stone said when 
questioned that he had been to Brock- 
ton with a load of bags. 

Officer Johnson testified to seeing the 
team about 11.30. At that time the 
horse was feeding. 

Sargeant Barry testified to searching 
Stone and finding a screw driver anda 
candle in his pocket. 

Stone first denied all knowledge of 
the jimmy and then said it had been in 
his possession two weeks. \Wednesday 
night, in reply to questions, Stone 
denied that any one was with him, but 
later said that Rosenthal came oat 
from Boston with him, and that they 
brought the bags with them. That 
Rosenthal took the bags from the wagon 
and that he stayed with the wagon 
near a stone shed. Officer tried the 
jimmy oo the store window and it fitted. 
Also fitted it to mirks on the money 
drawer. 

Inspector Bradley testified to fitting 
the jimmy to the store window, and to 
finding the piece of candle in the store. 
Was present, when Stone was questioned 
by Sergeant Barry at both times, told 
him had seen his wife. He then 
acknowledged that Solomon R septhal | 
had hired him to come out, and do the! 
job. 

The court found probable cause to be- | 
lieve Stone guilty, and held him in $1000 
for the grand jury. ra

A LOSS OF $200,000 


Academy of Music and Stores 
Burned at Chelsea, Mass 

Chelsea, Mass., Jan. 12.—A loss estl- 
mated at $200,000, caused by a fire 
that broke out at 12:15 o'clock this 
morning on the stage of the Academy 
ef Music hall, gutted that building and 
the Savoy hotel, adjoining; badly dam- 
aged the Park hotel, and burned three 
small wooden buildings. 

Three men, two of them firemen, 
were caught by falling walls, and | 
Harry Giggey, a hoseman, was prob- 
ably fatally injured. He was picked 
up unconscious and removed to a hos- 
pital. Both legs were fractured, and 
he probably sustained internal injuries. 

The Academy of Music was a hand- 
some four-story structure of brick and | 
stone, owned by Reuben Bloomfield 
and leased by the Jewish Dramatic 
company, The first floor was occupied 
by stores. 

There were Many narrow escapes, & 
dozen families being removed with 
much difficulty from the top floor of a 
tenement block, which was in danger 
of destruction. 

The fire was discovered by the at- 
tendants at a Knights of Columbus 
meeting, who saw the blaze from their 
hall, across the street. These men, | 
after giving the alarm, helped the tene- 
ment families to safety.

The two raids, followed by the re- 
port that Jerome was prepared to carry 
on an unrelenting warfare on gam- 
bling, created a general panic among 
gamblers, especially in the Tenderloin 
district, and during yesterday van- 
loads of gambling furniture were re- 
moved from reputed gambling houses 
and hurried across the ferries to Jer- 
sey City for security. Last night, with 
the exception of a few smal! and 
obscure places, not a gambling house in 
the city was doing business. 

The Ludlam statement was obtained 
under the Dowling law, which exempts 
the gamblers from punishment when 
they give evidence against themselves. 

It was reported that District <At- 
torney Jerome bas issued subpoenas 
for several other gamblers and a mys 
terlous man spoken of as “the man 
higher up,” or “the real captain of the 
‘Lenderloin,” who Its alleged to have 
collected money from gamblers and to 
| have induced the police to allow the 
| gamblers to do business undisturbed 

“There is no power in New York city 
nor anywhere else, for that matter, 
which can be used at police headquar- 
ters to the detriment of any police offi 
cer who does bis duty,” says Police Com- 
missioner McAdoo in a statement, in 
| which he discusses recent gambling 
| raids in the Tenderloin precine? which 
have been made by order of Jerome. 

“As to the allegation that there is ‘a 
man higher up’ who is interfering with 
| my authority as the head of the police 
|and the operation of the force,” says 
| the commissioner, “I emphatically and 
upreservedly state that I have not the 
slightest knowledge or suspicion that 
‘anyone is interposing between them 
and these officers in the performance 
of their duties.” 

McAdoo says that his effort to sup- 
| press gambling has been continuous and 
| that he has received no direct informa- 

tion to indicate that any of the higher 
officials have failed in their duty. If 
| such information is given him, either 
against Inspector McLaughlin or Cap- 
tain Cottrell of the Tenderloin, or any 
other official, he will make a full in- 
| vestigation and take any action that is 
justified by the conditions as he finds 
them. Some of the plain-clothes men 
who have been assigned to watch gam- 
bling houses have proved faithless, the 
commissioner says, and several are 
now awaiting trial on that charge. 

The commissioner says he has de 
‘tailed men especially to secure evi- 
| dence for the assistance of Jerome, and 
| he adds that he has been waiting anx- 
| icusly to see what use the district at- 
torney would make of “the powerful 
| law passed last winter and which arms 
the district attorney with such ex- 
traordinary powers in getting evidence 
against these places.”

proof that the child has passed some 
stated grade of school instruction.

bone from the knee to the joint. Still 
Reverte never flinched, but remained 
kneeling, exultant in victory, but calm- 
ly contemptuous of applause, till he 
was carried away to heal him of his 
grievous wound.

fucker’s Blood-Stained Trous- 


ers Are Produced 


POLICE CHIEF TESTIFIES 


Defendant Destroyed Knife For 
Fear Crime Would Be Fast- 
ened Upon Him--FurtherjQues- 
tioning Concerning Stick Pin 


Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 13.—The trial 
of Charles L. Tucker, charged with the | 
tmourder of Miss Mabel Page, developed 
two interesting features yesterday. 
These were brought out in the testi- | 
mony of Chief of Police Shaw of the 
Massachusetts district police and 
Henry C. Bourne, Tucker's friend and 
companion on the day of the murder. 
The testimony of each related to im- 
portant exhibits presented in the case 
by the government, the blood-stained 


trousers worn by Tucker on the day of | 


the murder and the stickpin found ina 
pocket of his overcoat after Lis arrest. 

To the testimony of Chief Shaw par- 
ticular attention was paid for the rea- 
son that it was he who closely ques- 
tioned Tucker immediately after the 
murder and subsequently placed him 
under arrest. On the direct examina- 
tion by District Attorney Sanderson, 
Chief Shaw related every incident 
which occurred from the moment he 
went to Tucker's house until he placed 
him under arrest at the station house, 
formally charging him with murder. | 

The witness said that Tucker told 
him frankly of his movements on March 
81, the day of the murder. Upon the 
witness expressing a desire to closely 
examine the trousers worn by the de- 
fendant, Tucker, as he removed the 
garments for inspection, volunteered 
the information as to how they became 
blood-stained. 

In response to a question by the chief 
as to why he destroyed his hunting 
knife Tucker replied that he feared the 
crime would be fastened upon him 
were the officers to search him and 
find the knife. Chief Shaw then told 
Tucker he considered him guilty of the 
murder of Miss Page and felt certain 
he knew how he did it. Tucker de- | 
nied having been at the Page home 
on that day, but Shaw considered tne 
evidence in his possession was strong 
enough to hold the man and he formally 
charged him with the murder. 

The pin found in Tucker's coat after | 
his arrest and alleged to have belonged 
to Miss Page furnished the second 
sensation of the day. Henry Bourne, 
who testified that he had known Tucker 
all his life, when shown the pin said 
that he had seen Tucker wear a pin of 
that design while he was employed at | 
RoDertson’s boat house in 1902. 

District Attorney Sanderson, on re- 
cirect examination, showed the witness 
a class pin and asked him if that was 
the pin worn by Tucker in 1902. Bourne 
replied that it was not; that the one 
worn by Tucker at the time he men- 
tioned was smaller than the one shown 
him by the district attorney. Mr. | 
Sanderson then handed the witness the 
pin of Canadian design identified by 
Amy Roberts Wednesday as the prop- | 
erty of Miss Page. 

“Is that the pin you saw ‘Tucker 
wear?” he asked. 

“IT don't know; I think it is smaller.” 

The witness added that the pin shown 
him was very similar to the one worn 
by Tucker in 1902, but he was not sure 
that they were the same. 

For the purpose of fixing definitely 
Tucker's movements on the day of the 
murder several witnesses were called, 
but the most definite information on 
this point was given by two railroad 
men, John J. Murphy, towerman and 
telegraph operator at Riverside, and 
Walter J. Cilley, section foreman on , 
the Boston and Albany railroad, sta- 
tioned at Riverside. Murphy saw 
Tucker pass his tower at about 12:50 
o'clock on the day of the murder. Ques- 
tioned as to how accurate his method of 
placing the time was, he said he could 
not be more than two minutes out of 
the way, Tucker having passed be- 
tween trains due within four minutes 
of each other. 

Cilley testified that it was about 
12:45 when he saw Tucker near the 
Riverside yard. Both witnesses stated 
that Tucker was neatly dressed and 
appeared to be in no great haste at the 
time they saw him. 

During the cross-examination of 
Miss Fitzgerald, the stenographer of 
Chief Tarbox of the Newton police, 
Mr. Vahey brought out the fact that the 
woman remained away from the | 
Waltham hearing to avoid heing sum- 
moned as a witness. Her answer to | 
Vahey’s question on this subject was 
objected to by Attorney General Par- 
ker, but the witness had replied be- 
fore the prosecuting attorney could stop 
her. No request was made to the 
court, however, to have the answer 
stricken from the records. Counsel for 
the defense appeared pleased at the an- 
swer given, and their faces were 
wreathed in smiles when tiie witness 
stepped down from the stand.

action suggested by anyone present. 

' When the conference broke up, the 
labor men came out quick!y, and, 
jforcing their way through the knot of 
hewspaper men gathered at the door, 
weferred all inquirers to Drake and the 
Refusing to talk, they disap- 
peared. Mr. Drake made this state- 
ment: 
| “The meeting could hardly be called 
a conference. It amounted to nothing 
but an informal talk. We discussed the 
ituation in all its phases. No propo- 
jsition was presented to the union men 
and, as far as any result of the after- 
noon’s meeting was concerned, the 
strike situation has not changed.”

KILLED, BUT NO WOUNDS. 


Mere Concussion of Japanese Shells 
In Port Arthur Often Fatal. 
According to the London Mail's cor- 
respondent at Chefu, a Russian naval 
officer, Baron Kleist, says lack of am- 
munition was the main factor in deter- 
mining the surrender of Port Arthur. 
Since September, when the first gen- 
eral order was issued announcing a 
scarcity of ammunition and directing 
that the greatest economy be exercis- 
ed, Baron Kleist says, the Japanese 
fire on the forts was so accurate that 
the men regarded the order to serve 

in the forts as a sentence of death. 

Many died, without visible wounds, 
from the mere violence of the concus- 
sion of huge Japanese shells, which 
made blood burst from the eyes, mouth 
and nostrils of those standing near. 
Early in the siege the ranks of the 
Russian artillery were so depleted that 
infantrymen had to be employed to 
serve the guns.

Servatoire to be called l’Ecole Dra- 
matique Independants, says the Lon- 
don Telegraph’s Paris correspondent.

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RUSSIAN SPY'S PLUCK 


Spirit In Which a Young In- 


fantryman Met Death. | 


OOURAGEOUS TO THE VERY END. 


| 

Qnliy the Thought of His Wife and 
Children Made Basil Ryaboff Shed 
Tears, but Not Those of a Coward. 
High Tribute Paid to His Bravery 
by a Japanese Officer. 


It was recently my fortune to wit- 
ness the execution of a young Russian 
private of the infantry who had been , 
captured within our lines near Yentai 
disguised as a Chinese, says K. Anda, 
a special Japanese correspondent of 
Leslie's Weekly, writing from Liao- 
yang, Manchuria. I was so favorably 
impressed with the incomparable con- 
duct of the ill fated man during his 
captivity and up to the last moment of 
his life that I have decided to set down 
here the story so that others beside the 
few who gathered on the execution 
ground may know how bravely a Rus- 
sian can meet death. 

It was while a portion of our Man- 
churian army was encamped near the 


| Yentai colliery and chating under the re- 


| straint that kept it back from Mukden 


that this young Russian, Basil Ryaboff 
by uame, volunteered to reconnoiter 


| our lines within ten versts to the north- 


, east of Yentai station. 


Being unusual- 
ly short for a Russian and having a 
skin burned a deep brown on the face, 
hands and neck by the Manchurian 
sun, there was nothing incongruous 
about his Chinese disguise. He suc- 
ceeded in eluding our guards, sentries 
and patrols for many days, and it was | 


| only by chance that he was finally ap- 


preliended. At the time of his capture 
he was in possession of information 


| which, had it ever reached General Ku- 


ropatkin, would have placed us at, 


' great disadvantage in the movements 


of the immediate future. 

One evening the spy was making his 
way through a millet field when he 
chanced upon a Japanese soldier cook- 
ing supper. The latter, being in need 
of water, ordered the spy to fetch a 
pailful from the river near by. Fear- 
ful of betraying himself, however, the 
Russian appeared not to hear the com- 
mand and continued on his way. The 


| soldier, becoming incensed, sprang up

from his pots and pans and started in 
pursuit. The spy took to his heels and 
would doubtless have outdistanced the 


| soldier had not a gust of wind carried 


away his Chinese hat and false cue 
and betrayed his nationality to other 


soldiers who were watching the race. 


At sight of the spy’s shock of yellow 
hair, such as no Chinese might claim, 
a shout went up from a_ hundred 


| throats, and a hundred men joined in 


the chase. The Russian ran until he 
fell prone upon the earth completely 
out of breath. His captors hustled 
him into the presence of our com- 
mandant, who after submitting him to 
a brief examination, in which he frank- 
ly admitted that he was a spy of Kuro- 
patkin, ordered him confined pending 
trial by a military court. 

The court assembled on the thirtieth 
day of the ninth moon. It consisted of 
three Japanese officers, a major and 
two captains. When the prisoner en- 
tered he bowed respectfully to the 
judges and stood at attention. As a 
mere matter of form several witnesses 
were called, but their examinations 
were brief, the prisoner having already 
confessed the purpose of his visit to 
our lines. Major Fukuwara read the 
allegations in a low, distinct voice. 
The prisoner listened with calm coun- 
tenance. Then Judge Hamano arose 
and read the sentence. It was a short- 
ly worded document and very much to 
the point. It ended with these words, 
“I therefore sentence Basil Ryaboff to 
death.” 

There is a peculiar fascination about 
the play of a man’s features when he 
knows he is near to death. Every spec- 
tator morbidly searches them, attribut- 
ing this, that and the other thing to 
every tremor of nerve or muscle. Al- 
though the words of Judge Hamano 
must have sunk into his heart like 
knife thrusts, Ryaboff’s countenance 
gave not the slightest indication of in- 
ward perturbation. When it was over 
he said very distinctly, “I am satis- 
fied.” 

A few days later the execution took 
place. Ryaboff took his stand by a 
nara tree in a “certain” valley studded 
with great rocks. Four soldiers—the 
execution squad—were drawn up facing 
him. The judges of the court were 
present to see that their sentence was 
properly carried out. There were also a 


| number of curious soldiers and civil- 


ians, all intent on seeing a Russian die. 
The condemned man was piaced by | 
Lieutenant Fugita of the gendarmes 
in a kneeling position in front of the 
nara tree. The ropes binding his wrists 
were then unbound, and two gendarmes 
tenderly rubbed the chafed parts with 
a soothing ointment. “May I pray to 
my God?’ asked the kneeling man of 
Lieutenant Fugita. The latter readily 
granted the request, and there and then 
the Russian uttered a brief and fervent 
prayer to the God in whom he believed 
so well. 

“Have you a wife?’ asked Judge 
Hamano. “Yes,” replied the con 
demned, “I have a wife and two little 
children.” He hesitated, his lips quiv- |

back. Even the stony hearted gen- 
darmes had a way of looking at the 
toes of their big boots that Suggested 
that they were ashamed of them. 
Taking the Russian’s hand, Captain 
Hamano said: “In my opinion you are 
one of the bravest and most honorable 
of Russians. I admire you from the 
bottom of my heart and in my unofficial 
tepacity seriously regret the unkind 
fate that has cut your days so short, 
ulthough I am at the same time one 
of its agents. Imperial Japan claims 
your life for her own best interests, 
and her word is my law. It may 


ehance that you have property to leave. | 


If so I will be glad to do what I can 
toward communicating your wishes to 
your family.” 

These kind words so affected the 
prisoner that he was again forced to 
tears, great sobs shaking his frame. 
Then, remembering this to be a wo- 
manish action, he gnashed his teeth in 
a vain effort to control himself. Final- 
ly he said: “When I was arrested I 
was prepared in mind for this fate. 
I am ashamed of my tears and pray 
you to laugh at them. Unfortunately 
I have no property to leave my family, 
but hope that my government will care 
for them. I thank you for your sym- 
pathy and now state my readiness to 
go before my Maker.” 

Captain Hamano shook the prison- 
er’s hand and withdrew. A gendarme 
stepped forward and bound a white 
cloth over the prisoner's eyes. A 
young officer drew his sword. The 
Osaka rifles clicked once, twice, three 
times. ‘he fatal word was spoken. It 
was all over before any of us appre- 
ciated the fact. The doctor ran to the 
side of the prostrate body and pro- 
nounced life extinct. So died Private 
Ryaboft of the Twenty-fourth Cham- 
barsky regiment for his czar. 


NARROWING THE ATLANTIC. 


Value of Wireless Telegraphy For 
Furnishing News to the Mariner. 
Coasting down the Atlantic coast has 

come to be almost like walking down a 

street with a news bulletin on every 

corner, says H. C. Gauss in Harper's 

Weekly. Under the businesslike ar- 

rangements made by the bureau of 

equipment of the navy department the 
mariner who is equipped with a wire- 
less telegraph outfit may gossip his 
way from Portsmouth, N. H., to Hamp- 
ton Roads without more intervals of 
loneliness than may be caused by some- 
body else being “on the wire,” and 

even then he can “listen in” like a 

neighbor on a barbed wire telephone 

circuit. 

Passing the time of day with the op- 
erator at Portsmouth, it will not be 
long before the Thatcher's island oper- 
ator can offer a bit of current news 
that will furnish a topic of conversa- 
tion across Massachusetts bay until 
news is received from the Highland 
Light station on Cape Cod. There can 
be a three handed game of repartee 
with the Nantucket lightship crew on 
the third corner, which may be contin- 
ued with the Newport operator, whose 
parting word will be still ringing when 
the “crick cra-a-c-k” of the Montauk 
Point station is heard. There will be 
lively work passing the time of day 
with the New York navy yard and the 
Navesink Highlands stations, and then 
the mariner will have leisure to think 
and smile over the quips and sallies of 
the passage before he picks up the 
Cape Henry station and rounds into 
Hampton Roads.in full conversational 
tide with that station and the one at 
the navy yard at Norfolk. 


Muskrat Season In Maryland. 

The season for trapping muskrats, 
mink and other in Dorchester county, 
Maryland, opened the other day, says 
a Cambridge correspondent of the Bal- 
timore American. Old trappers living 
along the great marshes of the Black- 
water and Transquakin rivers are ex- 
pecting to have a big catch this season 
if weather conditions prove favorable. 

The value of the furs secured by 
hunters in Dorchester county for a sea- 
son usually amounts to between $50,- 
000 and $75,000, depending largely up- 
ou prices obtained. The men engaged 
in this business do little else, and in 
the three months they are allowed to 
trap usually earn enough money to 
support themselves throughout the 
year. 


Novelty In Water Pipes. 

During the past year wooden pipes 
wound with wire have come into use 
by mill owners and mining engineers 
in western Canada. It is said that 
this form of pipe is superior to iron 
pipe, since it weighs much less, costs 
only half as much and is less liable to 
burst in freezing weather. When used 
in place of flumes it saves water and 
needs little repairing.

named Plestcheyeff told the following 
story: 

“We call Takushan ‘Tobacco hill.’ 
When the soldiers in the trenches were 
relieved the new men found on the 
parapet an enormous box of cigarettes. 
This happened twice last week. Evi- 
dently some one is looking after our 
poor men. One man suddenly exclaim- 
ed, ‘Look! and dropped dead, and as he 
was a bad liver and a master of evil 
words we took that as a punishment 
from heaven. Now we are certain that 
the fort is sacred and will never be 


! taken, eyen though the Japs send a 
million men against it.” 


A picturesque word painting of the 
fight to the northwest of the town in 
mid-August is given by Private Zele- 
noff: 

“The Japs at one place rushed our 
trenches by night, never uttering a 
word unti] they were among us. They 
looked like giants in the darkness, and 
when one jumped at me I was more 


afraid of his weight than of his bayo- | 


net. However, I followed out Captain 
F.’s advice and held my bayonet firm. 
His butt end was coming on my head, 


but my bayonet went right through | 


him, and he gave a squeal, bent down 
my rifle and slipped off. 

“Many of our men were 
worms, seizing their legs and toppling 
them over. Then each yellow man, 


with a horrid bellow, stuck in his bay- | 


onet, which he had not fixed. It was 
like being stabbed with a knife. After 
the enemy cleared off one who was left 


behind dead, as we thought, jumped | 


up and drove a knife into Galakhoff’s 
back, and this so enraged us that we 
caught the Jap by the head and body 
and twisted his head until his neck 
gave a crack, and he was dead in ear- 
nest.” 

How harmless and at the same time 
how terrible shell fire is is shown by 
the following extract from a letter 
written by a Sergeant Semionoff: 

“All Aug. 6 the Japs bombarded the 
forts and the town. About two men 
were killed in the forts and not one in 
the town, though about a hundred 
shells fell in the most crowded places. 
But the next day, when every one was 
laughing at the shells and offering to 
catch them, one burst in a shop where 
seven sick men lay. I was passing and, 
seeing the explosion, ran up. The roof 
was gone completely. The wounded 


'men were all lying in a heap on the 


floor, one without his head, another 


crushed by a timber beam and three | 


killed from shock. One man, doubled 
in two, squealed like a snared rabbit 
and was so shaken that he took me for 
a Jap and cried: ‘Yes, stick me! It’s no 
worse than this.’ 

“There was a big hole in the wall 
near the window, and when I looked 
down I saw anothep shell exploding 
close to a man, but without doing him 
any damage.” 


“Our sergeant, Ilin, who fought the |

garrison, “says that cowards used to be 
shot.

at them, two men ran away. A soldier 
near me turned around and put a bul- 
let through the arm of one.

their backs and were made to march 
around the town first and then along 
the forts. Every one who the 
placard shouted, ‘Coward!’ so I can tell 
you they felt sore.

But 
the third one stood like a rock, swing- 
ing his rifle around, and every time the 
Japs got near he clubbed one. A little 
Jap officer hopped about ex« itedly wav- 
ing a handkerchief in sign to our man 
to surrender.

SELF DEFENSE. 


What the Art Comprehends and How 
It Is Used In Japan—The Policemen 
of the Mikado’s Empire Find It 
Valuable In Giving Aid to Injured. 


The war between Russia and Japan 
oas naturally directed attention to 
Japanese customs, and Americans have 
discovered numerous things about them 
to admire of which they were but im- 
perfectly aware before. Among Japa- 
nese institutions that are exciting at- 
tention and study is jiu jitsu, pronounc- 
ed “jewjit.” Much misconception ex- 
ists as to what jiu jitsu is. It has 
sometimes been described as a system 
of wrestling, but, though used in 
wrestling, it comprehends more than 
that and is an art in itself. The name 
signifies in English “subjugation by 
gentle means”—that is, while valuable 
in self defense, it is not the intention 
that it should be used in a brutal way.

Higashi is one of 
twenty Japanese who have received 


degrées for proficiency in the art of jiu j 


jitsu. Japanese youths study it in their 

schools and colleges. Every Japanese 
| policeman is trained in it. But emi- 
| nence in this art, just as in others, is 
comparatively rare. 

Higashi is a graduate of the Univer- 
| sity of Doshisha at Kioto, has studied 
| at Yale and has been a student of jiu 
| jitsu since he was nine years of age. 
He does not look like a strong man and 
in fact is not exceptionally muscular. 
| Nevertheless his skill makes him the 
superior of men twice his weight and 
of much greater height. He weighs 120 
| pounds and stands five feet three inch- 
| es high. When he undertook to throw 
Tom Sharkey, the pugilist, who weighs 
| 240 pounds, it seemed like a contest be- 
tween a pygmy and a giant, but the 
prize fighter was on his back so quickly 
he did not know what had happened. 
“Ajax” Whitman, once a professional 
“strong man,” who makes nothing of 
| pushing a freight car, also had to ac- 
| knowledge himself outclassed by Higa- 
shi. 

Jiu jitsu is based on physical and 
anatomical facts that are comparative- 
ly little known in the western world 
outside of the medical profession. Ex- 
perts in the art may teach its elements, 
but the tricks which seem most re- 
markable are only learned by years of 
study. In Japan the art of breaking 
bones and “knocking out” an opponent 
is only imparted to those whose char- 
acter is believed to be such that they

lean safely be intrusted with secrets 
' that would be dangerous if in the pos- 
session of unscrupulous persons. But 
jiu jitsu can be used not only in put- 
ting an opponent “out of business,” but 
in restoring to consciousness persons 
who have been injured. The expert in 
the art can “knock out” his antagonist 
by a well directed blow and then re- 
store his senses by the antidotai blow. 
Not long ago a lady was supposed to 
| have been drowned while bathing in 
/the ocean at Bristol, R. I. Efforts of 
| physicians to restore her to conscious- 
/ness failed. A Japanese student train- 
|ed in jiu jitsu ran to the scene and, 
pulling off her bathing slipper and 
| stocking, examined the blood vessels 
in her ankle. Then he straightened her 
| mp and gave her a sharp blow upon a 
certain place in the spine. She came to 
and survived. 

Japanese policemen are able by use 
lof jiu jitsu both to defend themselves 
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}and to give first aid to the injured. 
| None but adepts in jiu jitsu know all of 
|the many movements used in the sci- 
lence. The secrets pertaining to the art 
have been carefully guarded by the 
Japanese for centuries.

| nificent spectacle. Their speed is some- 
‘ times so great that trees alongside are 
| overturned by the swamping force of 
the air which the slide has violently

There are many well authenticated 
-instances where miners have beer 
' caught on the surface of a slide and by 
| dexterous use of their skees have kept 
|on top af the engulfing surface of the 

slide and come out uninjured. John 
! Muir once rode down from the high 
| Sierra on a snowslide. He was swish- 
, ed back down in a minute over a dis- 
tance that had taken all day to elimb. 
| One day while climbing up a steep 
| snowy slope a slide started beneath 
| me, and for a time I was on the sur- 
| face of its upper edge, where the snow 
| was about two feet deep. Wading a 
torrent will give some idea of the sweep 
of the coasting snow. The snow dust 
steamed and boiled up around me, and 
each time I struggled to my feet the 
rushing snow simply jerked my feet 
| from beneath me. At last, almost 
| smothered, I was dropped off the back 
!end upon bare ground.—Enos A. Mills

You are all aware that there are 
coming from the presses all the time 
excellent pictures relating to every- 
thing under the sun and especially to 
the scenes and characters of well 
known books. The suggestions we 
would make is that you preserve such 


of these as may come in your way and | 


then use them to illustrate your own 
books. It will be easy, for instance, 
to secure portraits of the authors in 
whom you delight, and it often is not 
at all hard to find pictures of noted 
places referred to in the text of the 
book. Do not be in too great a hurry 
about pasting in what you find. It is 
wiser to keep an_ envelope—large 
enough to hold the pictures without 
bending them—and collect whatever 
comes rightfully to hand and is thought 
fit for the purpose. After you have a 
fair amount of material you can sort 
out the best and prepare it for the 
book. Some grownup people who give 
a great deal of time, thought and mon- 
ey to this “extra illustrating,” as it is 
called, are very finical about the work 
and have the pictures so prepared as 
to seem made for the volume. But 
this would not be worth your trouble. 
It is to be hoped that you all have 
something better worth your time and 
effort. It will be best for you to mount 
your pictures on thin paper cut to the 
size of the book, and then fix these in 
their places with just a touch of paste.

Trees That Whistle. 

The musical or whistling tree is 
found in the West Indian islands, in 
Nubia and the Sudan. It has a pecul- 
lar shaped leaf and pods with a split 
or open edge. The wind passing 
through these sends out the sound 
which gives the tree its peculiar name. 
In Barbados there is a valley filled 
with these trees, and when the trade 


winds blow across the islands a con- | 


stant moaning, deep toned whistle is 
beard from it, which in the still hours 
of the night has a weird and unpleas- 
ant effect. A species of acacia which 
grows very abundantly in the Sudan 
is also called the whistling tree by the 
natives. Its shoots are frequently by 
the agency of the larvae of insects dis- 
torted in shape and swollen to a glob- 
ular bladder from one to two inches 
in diameter. After the insect has 
merged from a circular hole in the side 
of th's swelling, the opening, played 
upon by the wind, becomes a musical 


instrument equal in sound to a sweet 


toned fiute. 
The Fog Wagon.

There is such a wag- 
on, and it is used in Califernia. Great 
fruit orchards there would be almost 
spoiled by a heavy frost. So when the 
trees are in bloom and there is danger 
of a frost the fog wagon is driven 
through the orchards. The fog machine 
is a big wagon with a grate in the bot- 
tom, where tar is kept burning. Above 
this.there is a tank of wet straw and 
water. The heat from the burning tar 
passes through the straw, and a great 
fog rises and protects the trees from 
frost.

Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dept and second President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution.

Professor Wood was on the stand for 
four hours and a half explaining in 
great detail i microscopic examina- 
tion he made 6f the various garments 
worn by both Tucker and Mabel Page. 

There were blood spots found on va- 
rious articles of wearing apparel owned 
by Tucker, but with the exception of the 
stains found on the trousers and over- 
coat, Professor Wood considered them 


of such little importance that they could | 


be eliminated from consideraticgg in the 
present case. 

Upon the knife blade which has been 
a prominent exhibit in the case and 
which was taken from Tucker’s home 
previous to his arrest, Professor Wood 
testified that he found evidences of hu- 
man blood. He could find no trace of

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 14.—The pre- 


liminary steps taken by Governor 


Douglas to bring about an end of the 


textile strike in this city bave met 
with success. At meetings held here 
last night both manufacturers and op- 


eratives chose committees to represent 


them at a conference to be held at the 
state house in Boston today and dele- 
ated to them complete power to cffect 
a settlement of the strike. 

The striking operatives will be rep- 
resented by President Golden and Sec- 
retary Hibbert of the United Textile 
Workers of America, and two dele- 
gates from each of the five unions, and 
the Manufacturers’ association will be 
represented by five of their number. 

It is understood that one of the essen- 
tial agreements to the proposed con- 
ference imposed by Governor Douglas 
Was that the representatives of both 
sides must come to the state house em- 
powered to accept the proposition to be 
submitted. An adoption of this pro- 
viso caused a radical departure from 
the custom of the unions, where each 
has formerly retained the right to over- 
throw any action of the Textile coun- 
cii. This power was, however, voted 
last night by all the unions. 

The news of the action of the unions 
was eagerly awaited by the thousands 
is idleness throughout the city and 
was joyously received, for the strikers 
believe that the end of the struggle is 
ait hand. With equal expectancy they 
looked for word of the deliberations of 
the manufacturers, but the mill own- 
ers were reticent and refused to give 
out the desired information. Superin- 
tendent Drake, Governor T)ouglas’ per- 
sonal agent, said, however, that the 
manufacturers had voted to co-operate 
in the effort to effect a settlement and 
would be represented before the goy- 
ernor by a committe of five. 

Superintendent Drake left for Boston 
in good spirits late last night. To a 
representative of the press he said: 
“The situation looks very bright and I 
am very much pleased with the results 
so far obtained. Both sides seem dis- 
posed to effect a settlement and I have 
met with the heartiest co-operation on 
the part ef both manufacturers and 
cperatives.”

4 Famous New England Woman, ' 
Poet, Sculptor and Reformer. 


Miss Anne Whitney of Massachu- 
Setts, poet, sculptor and advocate of 
the industrial and educational emanci- 
pation of woman, is one of that splen- 
did group of New England women who 
are destined to leave their impress on 
the sands of time by reason of the 
Prominent part they played in the 
movement for the advancement and 
uplifting of their sex, especially at a 
time in the past when that movement 
Was not so popular as it is today. 

Anne Whitney was born in Water- 
town, Mass., Sept. 2, 1821, educated by 
private tutors and early evinced a love 
for poetry and sculpture. Several! vol- 
umes of poetry were published up to

the time of the civil war. 
when she was over fifty years of age, 
she opened a studio in Boston and be-

gan her career as a sculptor. All her 
great work has been done since. Her 
statue of Sam Adams stands in Adams 
square, Boston; Roma and Harriet 
Martineau are at Wellesley college, 
Lief Erikson is on Commonwealth ave- 
nue, Boston, and Charles Sumner is at 
Cambridge. 

Miss Whitney makes her home in 
Boston. 


Kitchen Time Savers. 

Though not homemade, except to 
the use to which they are put, there 
are three little time savers no kitchen 
should be without. These are a knit- 
ting needle, a pair of shears and a 
package of new hairpins. The latter 
are for cherry time, for there is no 
patented article on the market that 
equals a hairpin for stoning cherries. 
The rounded end is used and brings the 
pit out perfectly clean. The knitting 
needle is better than any tined fork 
for trying potatoes and other boiling 
vegetables, especially beets, which lose 
their sweetness if pierced to the bleed- 
ing stage with a fork. It is also good 
for testing eake and bread. A pair of 
large scissors or shears, in addition to 
being handy for cutting twine, paper, 
ete., is indispensable and much easier 
to use than a knife in trimming meat, 
cutting round steak for an Irish stew 
or cutting fins, tail, head, etc., from a 
fish. Try all three, and you will be 
convinced that your kitchen table 
drawer is incomplete without them. 


Tinting Dress Goods. 

A secret worth knowing is how to 
tint laces, chiffons, silk or crocheted 
buttons, feathers, slippers, gloves, etc., 
to a gown shade. The process is vouch- 
ed for by the National Dressmakers’ 
association, from whose journal it is 
taken. The materials required are oil 
paints in tubes and gasoline. The gas- 
oline is placed in a porcelain bow! and 
the paint is dissolved in it. The work 
has to be done quickly and, of course, 
in a fireless room. Mix the paint to 
the required shade in a saucer, com- 
paring it with the goods till the right 
color. When the exact tone is reached, 
mix with the gasoline and dip the lace 
or whatever is to be dyed quickly be- 
fore the paint falls to the bottom. Do 
not let the goods touch the bottom, as 
there might be a spot of paint there. 
A hairpin comes in handily to hold the 
edge of the goods. Shake out quickly 
and pin up to dry. It is well to make 
a few experiments befare risking cost- 
ly material, but the process is really 
not at all formidable. 


Dressing Quickly. 

From the point of view of the hus- 
band and father one of the sterling 
qualities of the woman or girl is to 
dress quickly. She can be just as 
prettily attired; the prettier the bet- 
ter. There is such a thing as dressing 
well and dressing quickly. Let her get 
the habit as the boy has it, and it can- 
not be said of her when she grows up 
to be a wife and mother that her hus- 
band will need a fresh shave while 
waiting for her to accompany him for 
the evening. Mothers make a mistake 
in dressing or helping to dress children 
after a certain age. If for no other 
reason than discipline, training in self 


reliance and drilling the child to take | 


eare of itself are of enough importance 
to deserve the attention of any moth- 
er. Watching the fireman get from his 
bed to his place on the hose cart or 
ladder truck will show what can be 
dlone in the way of quick and thorough 
‘dressing.—Youth’s Companion.

front door and do the waiting and 
work upstairs. If the cook cannot

jin the family done outside, as they 
take so much time to do well.—Har- 
per’s Bazar.

Why does not the average bright wo- 
man know that it is actual economy to 
Possess a few handsome objects, such 
as a jeweled belt clasp, a few old sil- 
ver buttons, a point lace collar or two? 
Such things wear forever and may be 
used on dozens of garments. Often a 
very simple and inexpensive gown or 
coat can be made into a distinguished 
garment by the addition of something 
rare and handsome. Women spend on 
fragile passementeries and fancy trim- 
mings in one season the price of a real- 
ly beautiful ornament that would wear 
a lifetime. 

Charming Old Chairs, 

Among the most fascinating chairs to 
be found in the shops are the English 
easy chairs, after both Chippendale 
and Hepplewhite models. The backs 
are high and square, the wings—or 
ears, as they are sometimes called— 
form a tempting resting place for the 
head, and the hospitable upholstered 
arms complete 2 delightful whole. Most 
of these are entirely covered with 
chintz or rep, a deep flounce reaching 
to the floor, but many of them have a 
buse and feet of mahogany or walnut. 


Those Useful Broom Bags. 

For the impossible places to dust— 
walls and room corners—a broom bag 
is invaluable. Make it of canton flan- 
nel, with the nap inside, and make it 
just big enough to slip over the whole 
“head” of the broom. Run a drawing 
string of tape in to hold it in place at 
the handle. A couple of these bags 
will be enough for ordinary usage. 
They should be washed each time after 
using to keep them always ready to 
pass over delicate colored papers in 
search of dust and cobwebs. 


One Way to Cook Chicken. 

A Good Housekeeping correspondent 
says that chicken cooked after the fol- 
lowing recipe closely resembles prairie 
chicken: Large fowls are slowly steam- 
ed until tender. In a deep skillet place 
a heaping tablespoonful of butter, sev- 
eral slices of bacon, half a dozen pep- 
percorns and half a dozen whole 
cloves. Roll the pleces of chicken in 
Salted flour and fry until brown. At 
the last moment add a cupful of cream, 
allow it to heat and serve at once. 


To Launder Laces. 

In laundering battenburg and renais- 
sance laces it is better not to iron 
them. Instead pin a white flannel 
cloth to the ironing board, and over 
this put a clean white piece of cheese- 
cloth. Pin the lace down carefully at 
all the scallops and points and stand 
the board near a radiator or register, 
where the heat will dry it quickly. 
The results are far more satisfactory 
than using an fron, and the lace will 
last twice as long. 


Children and Promises. 

Many a woman who would not think 
of lightly breaking a promise made to 
a& grownup person is utterly careless 
about keeping her word with her chil- 
dren. She promises whatever is con- 
venient at the moment and apparently 
thinks that the breaking or keeping of 
those promises is a matter in which she 
can please herself and that her chil- 
dren have no right to consider them- 
selves aggrieved if she does not do so.

Teach Girls to Work. 
Every daughter, no matter in what 
class she is born, ought to be taught

first two days were occupied with the 
selection of a jury, a visit by the jury 
te the scene of the crime, and the out- 
line of the prosecution's Ten 
days have been given over to the pre- 
sentation of the prosecution's evidence. 

If is understood that the counsel for 
the defense intend to establish an alibi 
for the prisoner, showing that he was 
not within a quarter of a mile of the 
Tage house on the day of the murder; 
that evidence will be introduced to 
prove that the pin of-Canadian design 
found in his pocket had been in his 
possession more than two years and 
was given to him by his wife; that the 
biood on his coat will be satisfactorily 
explained, and that his supply of 
money after the murder will also be 
explained. 

Four handwriting experts have been 
summoned by the defense to give testi- 
mouy to show that Tucker did not 
write the disputed address. It has not 
yet been decided whether the prisoner 
will take the stand in his own defense. 
A great many witnesses have been 
summoned by the defense. 

During its presentation of the case 
the commonwealth has attempted to 
establish robbery as a motive and to 
prove that the prisoner’s own state- 
ments regarding his movements on the 
cay of the murder were untrue.

The 
prosecution also has introduced  evi- 
dence to show that Tucker was in need 
of money before the time of the tragedy 
and had a plentiful supply of money 
immediately afterwards. 

A knife found in the prisoner’s 
pocket is alleged to exactly fit the 
wounds in Miss Page’s body and gar- 
ments, and blood stains were found up- 
on the knife and upon the overcoat 
which Tucker told the police he wore 
on the day of the murder. A pin of 
Canadian design, found in the prison- 
er’s clothes, was identified by Amy 
Roberts, a servant in the Page house 
hold, as the property of the murdered 
woman. Miss Roberts said that this 
pin was on Miss Page’s bureau on the 
day before the murder, but was miss- 
ing afterwards,

IGE GATHERING. 


The farmer makes hay while the sun 
shines and the ice man cuts ice while 
the weather is cold. It has been ideal 
weather for the ice men the past few 
weeks and they have improved the 
Opportunity to fill their houses with 
the crystalized water. The being 
cut this winter is of unusual good 
quality, and there will be no danger of 
an ice famine next summer. 

Sunday was a bitter cold day yet 
this did not keep the gang of men at the 
Meadow Brook company's pond from 
working all day. The result was that} 
by nighta large amount of ice had 
been stowed away, andit is expected 
that the houses will be filled by to- 
night. 

There is a kind of fascination about 
ice cutting, and one never 
watching the big cakes being floated 
down the sluice way from the upper end 
of the pond by the use of picks, to the 
endless chain elevator by which they 
are hoisted to the run at the top of the

ice bouses. 
So it was Sunday. The wind from 
the southwest was bitter cold, yet in 


spite of this a large crowd of man and 
quitea few ladies stood about unmindful 
of the cold, watching the men at work. 

As a long line of cakes entered 
enclosure near the house a man with a 
pick would break them apart with a 
single blow while another man 
guide them onto the elevator. 

As they began to rise they passed be- 
neath a plane which 
or foreign substance that may have ac- 
cumulated on the top of the cake.

can be called handsome. The almost 
steady cold weather has kept it from 
being filled with air holes, the snow 
bas been scrapped off as fast as it fell, 
so that one could almost. see through 
the forty-eight inch square cakes, they 
were so transparent,

Mrs Chadwick Bought Them 


on Extensive Scale 


LARGE QUANTITY TRACED 


Innocent Persons Into Whose 
Hands Much of It Has Fallen 

Notified That Their 

Claim Is to Be Protested

Cleveland, Jan. 16—The Plain 
Dealer says: Investigation into the 
charge that Mrs. Cassie L. Chadwick 
smuggled large quantities of diamonds 
gems and other precious stones into 
this country has developed the fact 
that the woman dealt in precious stones 
tv an almost fabulous extent. 

In order to make a case on the 

| charge of smuggling it was found neces- 
sary for the government authorities to 
trace all the deals for diamonds and 
jewelry made by Mrs. Chadwick, both 
in this country and Europe. ‘Thestate- 
ment has been made by Collector of Cus- 
toms Leach that considerably more 
than $250,000 worth of jewelry and 
precious stones handled by Mrs. Chad- 
wick has been traced and positively lo- 
cated. It is added that this great 
amount of jewelry has been uncovered, 
with the investigation still incom- 
plete. Of this amount the government 
is directly interested in about one- 
third. 

While the government is attempting 
simply to collect any unpaid duties on 
diamonds brought from Europe, it is 
said that all the information secured 
through the investigation will be 
placed at the disposal of Receiver 
Loeser and that he will be able to 
realize thousands of dollars for the 
creditors of the woman. The investiga- 
tion had led to the discovery that only 
a very small portion of the precious 
stones and jewelry was put up as col- 
lateral for loans made by Mrs. Chad- 
wick, and that by far the greatest por- 
tion were as gifts to friends and ac- 
quaintances. 

The regular custom rate of duty on 
diamonds and jewelry brought to this 
country is 10 percent of the value of 
the goods. Figuring on this basis, the 
government authorities expect to real- 
ize between $8000 and $10,000. The rest 
of the proceeds from the sale of any 
jewelry on which duty has not been 
j paid will be turned over to Loeser to 
be distributed among the Chadwick 
creditors. 

It is simply the truth to say that 
Mrs. Chadwick handled pearls, rubies, 
sapphires, emeralds and garnets al- 
most literally by the peck, said a goy- 
ernment official. Testimony of experts 
shows that the woman did not handle 
anything but the finest article and 
there is s¢arcely a penny’s worth of 
cheap jewelry in the entire lot that has 
been traced. 

According to government cflicials, by 
far the greater portion of the jewelry 
is in the hands of innocent persons 
Scattered all over the country. The 
work of informing these people that 
their claim on the jewelry is to be pro 
tested is going on. The anticipation is 
that practically all the people who have 
the jewelry will agree to a settlement 
without taking the matter into the 
courts. As the same time the govern- 
meut authorities, as well as Receiver 
Loeser, are taking steps to enforce 
their demands in the matter if neces- 
gary. 

The statement is made that a seizure 
of diamonds is not anticipated at once. 
The persons holding the diamonds do 
not care for notoriety and it is unlike- 
ly that seizure will have to be 
sorted to in any instance.

| Admits Attempting to Blow Up YOu know what you want; the 


Steamer Umbria and Statue «f 
Frederick the Great--His Keal 
Identity Is Unknown 


Philadelphia, Jan. 16.—‘Gessler Ros- 
seau,” who was arrested in this city 
with an unloaded infernal machine in 
his possession, has admitted to the po- 
| lice that he is the man who attempted 
te destroy the statue of Frederick the 
Great in Washington last Tuesday and 
also that it was he who sent the trunk 


containing an infernal machine to the 
British steamship Umbria, at New 


Bank Building, Quiney, Mass, | York, in May, 1903. 


The prisoner, whose right name is | 


pot known, made these admissions in 
the office of Captain Donaghy of the 
Philadelphia detective bureau, after he 
had been identified by persons brought 
i from New York and Washing- 


ton for that purpose. He gives no rea- 
sous for the attempted outrages, except 
that “there are too many foreign af- 
fairs in this country.” 

After having Rosseau under fire all 
Sunday afternoon the police classed 
him as an “American patriotic fanatic.” 
‘he prisoner gave no information vol- 
untary to the police, admitting only 
those things which the police had 
fastened on him. Both the Washing- 
ton and New York authorities want the 
man and it is probable that he will be 
turned over to the police of the latter 
city. 

The apprehension of Rosseau was 
due to the disappearance of Owen 
Kelly, who is prominent in Irish-Amer- 
| ican societies in this country. Kelly 
| disappeared on Oct. 25, and from time 

to time the newspapers have published 
articles on the mysterious disappear- 
|ance. These, the police believe, un- 
| doubtedly attracted Rosseau’s atten- 
tion. 

On Thursday he called on Patrick 
Kelly, the brother of the missing man, 
and offered to take him to his brother 
fn New York for $500. He said he and 
Owen Kelly belonged to a secret society 
that was organized for the purpose of 


| 


blowing up British ships in American | 


ports. The valise he carried, he said, 
contained explosives. Patrick Kelly 
notified the police and Rosseau was 
taken in custody. 

The valise contained an infernal ma- 
chine of the clock arrangement variety, 
but no explosives. About the machine 
Was wrapped a Washington news- 
paper. This gave the police the clue 


| 


that he might kuow something of the | 


explosion at the statue of Frederick 
the Great and his picture was taken 
and sent to both Washington and New 
York authorities. In the meantime 
he was also suspected of knowing 
something of the steamship Umbria in- 
cident. 

In his admission of the attempted 
outrage of the statue the prisoner said 
he had manufactured the infernal ma- 
chine himself and that it consisted of a 
candle, fuse and “dynamite engine.” 
Where he made it he would not say. It 
was his intentign, he said, to blow up 
the statue at night, because he did not 
want to hurt anybody. Because of the 
ice in the Potomac river he failed to 
find anyone who would row him from 
Seventh street wharf, Washington, to 
the arsenal, which is on one bank of 
the river, and he had to change his 
plans. This failure to destroy the 
statue, he said, must have been due to 
the melting tallow spoiling the fuse 
o1 interfering with tne dynamite. 

Rosseau then gave the police the in- 
teresting information that he had in- 
tended making a second attempt to 
blow up the statue, this time with a 
time clock machine. As it was diffi- 

cult to get past tne sentries after night- 
full, he intended going to the arsenal 
at about dusk, arrange the infernal 
machine so that it would explode at 
about midnight and then hang it on 
the statue. 

Regarding the sending of an infernal 
machine to the steamship Umbria, Ros- 
seau said that he made part of the ma- 
chine in Chicago and then took it to 
New York in a trunk. The trunk, he 
said, was not strong enough, so h 
purchased one better suited for the ma- 
chine. In New York he finished the 
work of making the machine. Rosseau 
admitted obtaining the dynamite found 
ir the trunk on the strength of the 
name of a contractor. 

The prisoner was closely questioned 
regarding the motive for blowing up the 
| Umbria, but to all questions he made 
,& non-committal reply. Having learned 
all they could regarding his attempts 
on the Umbria and the statue, the po- 
| lice then turned their attention to learn- 

ing something of the antecedents of 

the man. He said he was born in Amer- 
fea and that he was a farmer. Where 
in America he was born and where his 
present home is, he would not say. He 
admitted his name was not Gessler 
Rosseau. He said he had read much 
and that he was a student of social 
economy. He took the name of Gessler 
| Rosseau because two of his ideals had 
those names—Albrecht Gessler, the 
Swiss dictator, who died in 1307, and 
| Jean Jacques Rosseau, the French 
philosopher and writer, who died in 
| 1778. 

Rosseau would not say anything of 
the Owen Kelly affair, and the police 
believe he knows nothing about it. He 
was also silent regarding mysterious so- 

| elieties he spoke of for dynamiting

The police express the belief that he 
is what they term an “American 
patriotic fanatic,” that he is sane on 
every subject except those of an inter- 
national character. They belieye he 
wants to figure in all matters where the 
American government is criticised for, 
or accused of, being too friendly with 
foreign countries, especially England. 

Rosseau will be kept here for the 
present. He is ueld for attempting 
to extort money from Patrick Kelly un- 
der false pretenses. His picture has 
been sent to Scotland Yard, London, as 
well as to nearly all American cities. 
Kosseau says he has travelled all over 
the United States and the police feel 
they will learn more about bim in the 
next few days. 

The New York police do not believe 
tosseau had anything to do with tae 
sinking of the steamer Naronic about 
a dozen years ago. 


FAMILY SUFFOCATED 


Lawyer, Wife, Two Children and 
a Servant the Victims 

New York, Jan. 16.—William T. Ma- 
son, a lawyer, and his whole family, 
consisting of wife and two 
with a servant, Annie Wells, lost their 
lives in a fire which partially destroyed 
the dwelling occupied by them at 133 
West 130th street. 

Although neighbors who heard their 
cries for help and their attempts to es- 
cape told of cries of “murder” and 
“burglars,” the police found nothing to 
indicate that the fire was other than 
accidental. The whole family appeared 
to have been suffocated. The bodies of 
the father and youngest child were un- 
touched by the flames, and those of the 
others were probably burned after 
they had died. 

A policeman and a neighbor who 
heard the cries from the house at 
tempted to get in by breaking win- 
dows of the parlor floor, but were 
driven back by the smoke.

INDEXING BOOKS. 


The Custom Is an Old One That De- 
veloped Rather Slowly. 

The custom of indexing books devel 
oped gradually. Cicero used the word 
“index,” but in the sense of a table of 
contents, Seneca provided some works 
which he sent to a friend with notes of | 


| 
particular passages, “so that he who} 
only aimed at the useful might be}

spared the trouble of examining them 


entire.” This was at least a partial 
“index” in the modern sense. Anno- 
tated, or at least explanatory, tables of 
contents seem to have preceded the in 
dex proper. 

Such tables followed the order of ap- 
pearance of the subjects in the book 
itself, Alphabetical arrangement, 
which was the beginning of the real in- 
dex, appears not to have been thought |} 
of until the invention of printing, and 
even then it spread but slowly. Eras- 
mus was one of the first to provide his 
The 
custom did not become universal un- 
til well into the sixteenth century. 

The first index to an English book is 
said to be that printed in Polydore 
Vergil’s “Angliae Historiae,” in 1546. 
An edition of this work published ten 
years later has an index of thirty-seven 
pages. 


The Hungarian Crown. 

The Hungarian crown worn at their 
accession by the emperors of Austria 
as kings of Hungary is the identical 
one made for Stephen and used at his 
coronation over 800 years ago. The 
whole is of pure gold, except the set- 


tings, and weighs nine marks six 
ounces, almost’ exactly fourteen 
pounds. The settings above alluded to 


consist of 53 sapphires, 50 rubies, 1 em- 
erald and 338 pearls. It will be noticed 
that there are no diamonds 
these precious adornments. This is ac- 
counted for by the oft quoted story of 
Stephen's aversion to such gems be- 
cause he considered them “unlucky.”

CASE OF MUTINY.

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GREAT TIMBER CUTTING 


Features of a Gigantic Task In 
Arkansas and Missouri. 


LARGE NUMBER OF MEN AT WORK 


How Six Thousand Trail Blazers In 
the St. Francis Valley Forests Are 
Furnishing an Enormous Amount 
of Timber and Paving the Way 
For Agriculture. 


Six thousand men are now engaged 
in the gigantic task of blazing a trail 
through 5,000,000 acres of timber land 
in the famous St. Francis valley of 
northeast Arkansas and southeast Mis- 
souri, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. At the present rate of clearing 

| away the timber it will require thirty 
years to rid the valley of its tall syca- 
mores, cypress and gum trees, al- 
| though !t is estimated that if the en- 
| tire United States were dependent up- 
on this section for its lumber and wood 
supply the valley would hold out for 


| ten years, with 18,000 men at work 


hewing down the trees and sawing 
them into lumber suitable for all pur- 
poses. 

At the present time the annual out- 
put of lumber from the St. Francis val- 


ley is estimated at 1,500,000 feet per | 


day, and the average run of the mills 
is about 200 days. The lumber is 
worth an average value of $15 per 1,000 
feet, or $5,000,000 per annum. The 
6,000 men who are engaged to clear 
away the trees and turn them into 
lumber work almost entirely upon a 
contract basis, but it is claimed the 
average wage scale is $2.50 per day, 
making an annual output of about 
$8,000,000 for labor. The contractors, 
of course, earn a great deal more, but 
even at that rate the owners of the 
timber land are making a goodly profit 
on the clearing away. They have the 


is fully cleared it is valued at from 
$25 to $50 and even $100 per acre. 

Until a few years ago the valley was 
subject to overflow, and the lumber 
companies then operating in the coun- 
try found it difficult to get at the 
large tree timber even during the sum- 
mer months, as the land was wet 
through and through from overflows 
from the Mississippi river. But since 
the levee has been bullt for 175 miles 
along the Mississipp! banks the lands 
have been drying up, and the building 
of drainage ditches through the coun- 
try has also had ua good effect in mak- 
ing the country inhabitable, and the 
sawmills have found time to work 
through the spring as well as the fall. 
Overfiows are now entirely unknown. 

The 5,000,000 acres are now all sub- 
ject to cultivation, just as soon as the 
woodmen have cleared the forests, and 
the farmers of all parts of the United 
States have cast envious eyes upon 
the country. 

Most of the timber is cut during the 
fall and winter. The work is done en- 
tirely with steam saws, and stationary 
engines running these saws are found 
every mile or so throughout the great 
forest. The great saws gnaw into the 
trees like so many rats into cheese, and 
a great monster of the forest is hewn 
to the earth so quick that the old time 
woodchopper would wonder at the 
methods. Great trees are not allowed 
to fall with a crash, as in other times, 
for the reason that in falling they often 
split and ruin several thousand feet of 
lumber. Before a tree is sawed down 
ropes are attached to the top of the 
monster, and by a pulley arrangement 
it is allowed to fall to the ground, by 
means of the steam engine directing its 
course through air, gently and without 
so much as breaking its limbs. 

The tree, once to the ground, is 
pounced upon by the timber crew and 
sawed into logs of from ten to twelve 
feet in length. These logs are marked 
on the ends with the initials of the com- 
pany owning them and are either cast 
into the drainage canal or nearby 
slough or else they are loded upon a 
tram road and sent direct to the lum- 
ber yard or the barge on the river to 
be shipped away to a lumber yard. 

Many of the lumber companies are 
today shipping their trees to the yards 
by the water route. In that case the 
logs are not shipped out until the 
spring rains, when waters in the 
creeks, canals and sloughs rise and en- 
able the river men to bring them down 
to the yards situated on the banks of 
streams. The river men are a peculiar 
kind of lumbermen, and they come 
from the far northwest, where logging 
is carried on almost entirely by the 
water way of getting logs to market. 

These men paddle around in canoes 
hewn out of logs and follow the logs 
downstream until] they reach their des- 
tination, when they are brought into 
the yards and sawed into timber. In 
the basin there are a great many bay- 
ous, and these bayous are often fifteen 
or more miles in length. Here the riy- 
er men thrive; and here logs by the 
hundreds of thousands are dumped 
during the fall and winter, and in the 
spring they are towed in to the mills. 

There are a great many forest sec- 
tions in the United States, but none 
Perhaps where so much interest js be- 
ing taken in the final clearing of the 
land as in the St. Francis valley. The 
soil is rich alluvial land, caused by the 
silt overflowing from the rivers, and 
now, since the drainage has been per- 
fected, the crops grown are enormous, 
and the farmers are correspondingly 
anxious for a great development in the 
agricultural resources; hence the eyes 
of the agricultural department and the 
farming class are upon the trail of 
these timber choppers, with a view of 
hurrying them along in their task of 
Producing the timber supply for this 
country.

HISTORY OF SHEEP. 


Associated With Mankind From the 
Earliest Known Days. 

Of all domesticated animals the 
sheep has from time immemorial been 
most closely associated with mankind, 
writes R. Henry Rew in Outing. An 
erudite author sixty years ago, having 
laboriously collated an assortment of 
allusions to sheep made by sacred and 
profane writers, concluded that “the 
history of these animals is so inter- 
woven with the history of man that 
they never existed in a wild state at 
all. Biblical history from the time of 
Abel is full of allusions to the flocks 
which formed the chief possessions of 
the Jewish people and their neighbors. 
The spoils of war and the tribute of 
vassal kings largely consisted of sheep. 
Thus we read that Mesha, king of 
Moab, was a sheep master and render- 
ed unto the king of Israel a hundred 
thousand lambs and a hundred thou- 
sand rams with the wool. Moses after 
his victory over the Midianites obtain- 
ed as loot no less than 675,000 sheep, 
and long before the Christian era sheep 
were cultivated in western Europe. 

Spain and Italy possessed them from 
an unknown period, although long after 
Rome was founded the inhabitants had 
not learned to sheer the fleece, and un- 
til the time of Pliny the practice of 
plucking it from the skin was not whol- 
ly abandoned, so long that the humble 
shepherds of Syria preceded in their 
knowledge of necessary arts the future 
conquerors of their country.

terday. He told the jury that the 
whereabouts of the defendant would be 
accounted for from the moment he left 
his house at noon on the day of the mur- 
der until he returned to his home the 
same afternoon. He would prove that 
a knife other than Tucker’s was the 
weapon used. The defense would not 
attempt to account for all the bloed 
stains found on Tucker's clothing, but 
if the government wished to prove 
Tucker guilty it should have established 
that the blood was from the body of 
Miss Page. The handwriting on the 
note addressed to “J. L. Morton” would 
be shown to have been written by Miss 
Page herself. The stickpin found in 
Tucker's coat, and said to be the prop- 
erty of Miss Page, was owned by Tucker 
two years before the murder. The 
testimony of the medical experts called 
by the commonwealth was attacked, 
and Mr. Vahey said other experts would 
be called to disprove statements made. 

The address of Mr. Vahey was given 
close attention and Tucker Jeaned for- 
ward in his seat, glancing alternately 
at Mr. Vahey and at the jury. 

An important decision was rendered 
by the court during the afternoon ses- 
sion, the objections which have been 
made by the defense every time Tuck- 
er’s knife was shown in the courtroom 
being overruled. Judges Sherman and 
Sheldon ruled that the introduction of 
the knife as evidence was competent 
and all evidence in relation to it 
brought out by the prosecttion would 
stand. It bas been the contention of 
the defense that the knife was -ecur2i 
in violation of the constitutional rights 
of the defendant, in that it was secured 
during a search of the Tucker home on 
a search warrant which called for a 
graphophone, 

The appearance of Tucker’s mother 
on the stand was a feature of the day. 
‘The eyes of her accused boy remained 
riveted on her from the moment she 
entered the courtroom until she left 
the witness stand 20 minutes later. 
When she took the stand Mrs. Tucker 
was composed and smiled reassuringly 
at her son, who leaned forward in the 
cage to watch her. Mrs. Tucker, under 
the cross-examination, became il] at 
ease, observing which Mr. Parker 
treated her with greatest consideration, 
at the same time insisting that direct 
answers be given to his questions. 

Mrs. Tucker's testimony referred only 
to the visit of the officers to her house 
for the purpose of searching it pre- 
vious to her son’s arrest. She will be 
called later to testify as to the move- 
ments of ber son on March 31. 

The ordinary monotony of the testl- 
mony of handwriting experts was re- 
liéved by the word battle between At- 
torney General Parker and Professor 
Frazer. The latter wished to answer 
the attorney general's questions in his 
own way, and his answers were always 
lengthy and complicated. The court 
finally ordered the witness to answer 
the questions of the attorney general 
as concisely and briefly as possible, 
Professor Frazer then admitted that he 
did not, in testing the handwriting sub- 
mitted to him, use every means possible 
in his tests, and that instead of being 
certain that Tucker did not write the 
Morton address it was “only his belief.” 

Edward B. Hay, another handwriting 
expert, was the last witness of the day, 
and he had not finished his testimony 
when court adjourned for the day. 

The largest throng that has yet 
gathered at the courthouse clamored 
for admittance and hundreds remained 
at the doors until late in the afternoon, 
awaiting a possible chance to get inside.

It is with profound regret that the 
announcement is made of the death of 

Capt. Thaddeus H. Newcomb, who 
'| passed away at his humeon Washington 
street, Monday night. Capt. Newcomb 
has been iu failing health for several 
years, but his death came as a surprise 
to his large circle of friends. 

Capt. Newcumb was born in Quincy 
March 15,1826. He was educated in 
the public schools, then learned the 
granite trade and entered the firm of 
James Newcomb & Sons, Later he en- 
tered the employ of Churchill & Hitch- 
cock as foreman. 

When the Civil war broke out he en- 
listed in the 42d Mass. Vols. for three 
years as a first lieutenant. He was 
taken prisoner at the battle of Galves- 
ton and confined ina rebel prison for 
nineteen months. He was mustered 
out of service as captain. 

He has always taken an active interest 
in public affairs and often served on 
town committves in the old Whig days 
and later in the Republican party. He 
also served under the town government 
as constable and a member of the 
volunteer fire department. 

He took an active interest during the 
time the form of government was 
changed from a town to a city and was 
elected a member of the first City 
Council in which he served continuous- 
ly for four years. 

While in the Council be served on im- 
portant committees, and was chairman 
of the Committee on Sewers and Drain 
aud Water Supply. 

In 1895, he was elected a member of 
the General Court from the Fifth Nor- 
folk district, and served during the 
years 1896, 1897 and 1898. 

He was chairman of the Commission 
appointed in 1898 to mark the site of 
the Andersonville prison with @ memo- 
rial to the Massachusetts dead, and was 


Boston in December i901 to attend the 
dedication of that memorial. 

He wasa member of Paul Revere Post 
88, G. A. R., the Union Prisoners of 
War Association and Delphi lodge, 
K. of P. 

Since that time he has led a quiet 
life although he took an aetive part in 
the matter of selecting a site for the 
new school building at Quincy Point, 
being an advocate of having the build- 
ing located on the old lot. 

Of late Capt. Newcomb’s health has 
failed rapidly confining him to 
home. He leaves a widow.

gu NOTE FROM HAY 


China Asked to Aid In Pre- 
serving Peace of the World 


CHARGES MADEBY RUSSIA 


Chinese Neutrality Said to Have 

Been Repeatedly Violated-- 
« Far Reaching Complications 
Would Follow Extension of 
Zone of Hostilities 


Washington, Jan. 17.—China's atten- 
tion has again been indirectly invited by 
the American government to the neces- 
sity for a faithful maintenance of her 
neutrality, not only in her personal in- 
terest but in the interest of the world’s 
peace. Secretary Hay, on the receipt 
of the full text of Count Lamsdorff's 
note expressing Russia’s belief that 
China's neutrality had been repeatedly 
violated, has prepared instructions for 
the American charge at Pekin, directing 
him to make inguiry of the Chinese goy- 
ernment regarding the situation. 

It is specifically declared that this 
action cannot in any way be construed 
as indicating that this government as- 
sumes responsibility for the charges 
made by Russia. Indeed, this gov- 
ernment has received no information 
through its legation at Pekin nor 
through the various American consul- 
ates in China that the Chinese are vio- 
lating the rules of neutrals. 

Nevertheless, in view of Russia’s ex- 
pressed anxiety over the situation in 
China which her investigation discloses, 
the American government is ready to 
do what it can to save China and the 
other neutral powers from the far- 
reaching complications which it is 
feared would follow an extension to 
Chinese territory of the zone of hos- 
tilities. 

This the second time Secretary Hay, 
in a friendly spirit, has urged on China 
the advantages which a strict observa- 
tion of neutrality olds, not only for her 
people, but the remainder of the world. 

China is one subject of conversation 
in diplomatic circles. At the state 
department yesterday, Sir Mortimer 
Durand, the British ambassador, was 
among thecallers. He had a long con- 
versation with Mr. Loomis, who is act- 
ing secretary of state while Mr. Hay 
is confined to his house by a cold. 

Shortly before Sir Mortimer left, 
Baron Bussche, the German charge of 
affairs, saw Loomis for a few moments 
on the same subject. As the repre- 
sentative of the government from 
which emanated the suggestion that the 
American government invite the powers 
concurrently to urge on Russia and 
Japan the respecting of China’s neu- 
trality, his visit was naturally signifi- 
cant. Later in the day came the Jap- 
anese minister. He brought, however, 
no communication from his govern- 
ment, although he was enabled to say 
very positively that Japan desired sin- 
cerely to adhere to her agreement re- 
garding China's neutrality. 

The Chinese minister called on Sec- 
retary at his home. Although suffer- 
ing from a cold, the secretary is keep- 
ing in close touch with the situation, 
and it can be stated that this govern- 
ment by no means has abandoned the 
hope that China may yet be sated 
from an extension of hostilities across 
the borders of Manchuria. 

The long-heralded Russian note 
reached Secretary Hay from the Rus- 
sian embassy direct. It was in French 
and its substance was given the secre- 
tary several days ago by Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian ambassador, during a 
call at the state department. 

The text of the Russian note is re- 
garded as confidential and for this rea- 
son the state department has not made 
it public. 


3 Servian Revolution Predicted 
Vienna, Jan. 17.—The same Servian 
newspaper correspondent who foretold 
the murder of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga three days before it hap- 
pened now predicts a revolution arising 
from dissatisfaction with King Peter's 
government for its failure to get rid of 
the regicides. A pamphlet threatening 
the massacre of the regicides and the 
dethronement of King Peter has had a 
tremendous circulation in Servia. 


Widow Fieischman Gets $2,500,000 

New York, Jan. 17.—An order of set- 
tlement which puts an end to the litiga- 
tion of the estate of Maximilian 
Fleischman, the millionaire baker, has 
been signed by Justice Scott in the 
state supreme court and declares that 
Johanna F. Fleischman, the widow, is 
entitled to receive from the profits and 
good will of the business of the Fleisch- 
man firm the sum of $2,500.000. 


Congregationalists’ Good Work 

New York, Jan. 17.—By the expendi- 
ture of $195,160 during 1904, the Con- 
gregational Church suilding society has 
built 120 churches and 45 parsonages, 
according to the annua! report of that 
society. In 52 years the society has 
built 3603 churches and 923 parsonages. 
The report says the legacy account 
shows a strange shrinkage, as in the 
other benevolent societies.

The Best for Years 
says Report. 


Receipts and Expenditures for the 
Year. 


The annual meeting of the incorpora- 
tors of the City Hospital of Quincy was 
held Monday evening in the Unitarian 
chapel. Hon. W. B. Rice, the presi- 
dent, presided. 

Timothy Reed reported for the trustees 
and showed these facts. Number of 
patients admitted 307, the largest num- 
ber in any one year. There were 102 
medical and 205 surgical cases. The 
latter included 28 cases of appendicitis, 
all but one being successfully treated. 
There are six puplls in the training 
school for nurses, all that can be accom- 
modated, but more are needed. The 
graduates of the school the past year 
were Miss Jean Allen, Miss Mary Lind-

KITCHEN HELPS. 


Coarse salt and vinegar will clean 
enameled ware that has been burned or 
discolored. 

Do not drop dirty, greasy dish tow- 
els in hot soapsuds. It only sets the 
grease. Wash them first in lukewarm 
water. 

An old bookcase set on the kitchen 
table, back to the wall, makes a very 
respectable imitation of a kitchen cabi- 
net and saves many steps. 

The range should be so located as to 
escape a draft sweeping over it. A 
gas range should always have a firm 
connection. A hood placed over the 
range is a great ventilator. 

When tins are hard to wash, where 
food has burned on, like baked fish or 
oatmeal, put the dish on the stove, 
filed with cold water and half a tea- 
spoonful of baking soda, and let it boil, 
and your dish will wash, and the odor 
of fish will be gone. 


The Uses of Responsibility. 

Every mother should remember that 
the making of her daughter is of far 
greater importance than the adminis- 
tration of things in her house, and ey- 
ery daughter should realize that she 
can learn to avoid mistakes only when 
she sees them. She enjoys most see- 
ing her mother’s mistakes and resoly- 
ing that when she has a house she will 
“never do so.” A beginning may be 
made with a small and comparatively 
unimportant responsibility, suggests 
Woman's Life, and it is to be remem- 
bered that responsibility and not mere 
work is the great thing. The very lit- 
tle girl may have the care of one plant, 
a hardy one, to begin with, but system 
and neatness may be practiced in its 
care to great advantage. If the plant 
should be a blooming one a small vase 
for the breakfast table would give an 
additional bit of care and pleasure to 
both child and parents. 


Coffee, Chinese Style. 

The Chinese method of infusing cof- 
fee in cold water is said to eliminate 
the tannic element. This method may 
be tried as a culinary experiment. The 
coffee will be found very strong and of 
a rich flavor. Put the usual amount 
of coffee, ground very fine, into cold 
water in a glass fruit jar. Cover tight- 
ly and let stand overnight. In the 
morning loosen the cover and set the 
jar in a vessel of hot water. Let the 
water boll until the coffee is piping 
hot, when strain into a hot coffeepot 
and send to the table. If wanted for 
after dinner coffee make the infusion 
early in the morning. 


The Kitchen Table. 

A zine covered table is a convenience 
in the kitchen, as hot things can be set 
directly on to it, and it is easy to keep 
clean. Pine top tables look spick and 
span when they are scrubbed carefully, 
but that means a constant expenditure 
of strength and time. Tables with 
hardwood tops covered with kitchen 
Ollcloth save a great deal of time and 
labor,

| too far forward. Cooks should be will- 
ing to eat their own dishes, and chair- 
| makers should be compelled to sit in 
their own chairs—or at least to “try” 
them before sending them out into the 
| world. Some of the mission pieces are 
built on dimensions that would doubt- 
less afford comfort to a race of giants, 
but they scarcely meet the needs of 
ordinary mortals. As a rule, the seats 
of the chairs are too high and those of 
the davenports and settles too wide 
and often too low. The colonial furni- 
ture makers were masters of comfort. 
Their chairs, with few exceptions, are 
| perfectly proportioned and extremely 
‘ comfortable. The old sofas and daven- 
| ports are so constructed that pillows 
| to brace the human back are not nec- 
essary. The wooden back is in its 
right place and meets every require- 
ment, Reproductions of old pieces are 
not always exact in their dimensions. 
A free colonfal copy is usually a poor 
thing, having none of the grace of the 
original and little of its comfort. Avoid 
reproductions unless they reproduce.—

Table Embroideries. 

Table embroideries, such as center- 
Pieces and doilies, should never be al- 
lowed to become very much soiled be- 
fore being washed, as they ought nev- 
er be rubbed very hard to remove 
spots. Wash such articles in warm 
soap lather. Never rub the soap on 
the linen, as it will ruin the colors of 
the embroidery, but pat gently and 
after rinsing squeeze them as dry as 
possible without wringing. Then 
Spread out smoothly on a clean cloth, 
lay another cloth over them and while 
wet iren with a hot iron, keeping the 
cloth between the iron and the em- 
broidery until the latter is nearly dry 
to prevent the colors from running, 
and even then the iron should never 


touch the right side of the embroidery 
piece.

China’s Probable Answer to 
the Russian Complaint 


WELCOMES OPPORTUNITY 


Japan Preparing a Note In 
Which She Will Comment Up- 
on Alleged V.olation of Neu- 
trality by Some of the Powers 


Washington, Jan. 18—The note of 
Secretary Hay relative to the Russian 
charge of violation by China of the 
laws of neutrality which is to be pre- 
sented to the Pekin authorities by Mr. 
Coolidge, the secretary of the American 
legation at Pekin, will, it is expected, 
be rather welcomed by the Chinese gov- 
ernment, as affording it a proper oppor- 
tunity to make forma] reply to the Rus- 
sian charges. 

It is certain that there is nothing in 
Secretary Hay's note in any degree 
menacing, or calculated in any way to 
touch the pride of the Chinese. It is 
further believed that the Chinese gov- 
ernment, in anticipation of such action 
by the secretary of state, has prac- 
tically prepared its defense. This will 
amount to a sweeping denial of the ac- 
curacy of the Russian charges upon 
many points and a declaration that 
where the Russian statements are 
founded on facts they do not constitute 
violations of the laws of neutrality as 
accepted by the powers. 

The Japanese government has been 
informed of the Russian complaint, and 
it is stated here that it ie preparing a 
complete and categorical denial of the 
Russian charges. Besides this denial 
it is understood the note will make 
sharp comment upon alleged violations 
ol neutrality by some of the powers in 
favor of Russia. 

Secretary Hay has addressed a note 
to the Russian ambassador here ac- 
knowledging the receipt of the Russian 
complaint of violation of neutrality by 
China. The secretary availed himself 
of the opportunity to call the attention 
of the Russian government to certain 
cardinal principles of internationa! law 
relative to neutrality which seemed to 
apply to the present case. It is be- 
lieved that he particularly directed at- 
tention to the formidable difficulties 
sure to be encountered by a neutral pow- 
er near the theatre of war in its efforts 
to carry out in letter and spirit the obli- 
gations of neutrality in the presence of 
two such enormously powerful belliger- 
ents as are now engaged in hostilities. 

Through interviews with the Chinese 
minister here the secretary was ac- 
quainted with the Chinese position in 
this matter and of the purpose to enter 
a general denial of the Russian charges, 
which is probably also known now to 
Count Cassini. 

Following the practice he has so far 
observed in connection with the far 
eastern negotiations, Mr. Hay has 
caused to be sent to each of the Amer- 
ican embassies and legations in Europe 
and Japan a copy of the note he has 
addressed to the Chinese government 
touching the Russian complaint, 

This is done primarily for the infor- 
mation of the powers, though of course 
one effect of the communication to them 
of the nature of the action taken by 
the United States might be to induce 
some of them at least to second the sec- 
retary’s efforts to preserve in force the 
agreement entered into by the belliger- 
ents at the beginning of that war to 
restrict the field of operations to Man- 
churia &nd Korea. 

In the opinion of the officials here the 
reasons for maintaining this agreement 
now are even stronger and more im- 
portant than they were at the beginning 
of hostilities, in view of the repeated 
intimations from Russia that the Chi- 
nese populace is in a state of ferment 
and likely to any moment, upon the in- 
troduction of the slightest disturbing 
element, to enter upon an anti-foreign 
campaign. 

Russia, through Count Cassini, has 
expressed her thanks to the American 
government for its prompt action in 
calling to China's attention the charges 
that her neutrality was being violated. 

Secretary Hay had another confer- 
ence with the Chinese minister yester- 
day, the latter calling at the state de- 
partment soon after Count Cassini's de- 
parture. The minister reported that he 
had received a telegram from his goy- 
ernment asking for the charges in de- 
tail. 


Chinese Complaint Against Russia

Chinese Turkestan if China con-| 
tinues to discriminate against Russian | 
contraband in favor of Japan.

For Relief 


CAUSES OF CAPITULATION 


Capture of Forts, Deadly Marks- 
manship of Japs and Disease 
All Contributed to Surrender-- 
Alexiefi’s “Cowardly Flight” 


London, Jan. 18.—The correspondent 
at Nagasaki of The Express Las had an 
interesting interview with General 
Stoessel, in the course of which the 
general said: 

“The capitulation occurring on New 
Year’s day was merely a coincidence. 
The loss of 203-Metre hill and the sub- 
sequent capture of forts, combined with 


the deadly marksmanship with the ter- 
rible 11-inch shells, the depressing ef- 
fect of the death of General tondra- 
tenko and the fearful increase of 
scurvy, really fixed the time of capitu- 
lation. 

“It is quite untrue that I dissented 
from the unanimous decision of the 
final council of war. Our final urgent 
requests for relief were wuever an- 
swered. As regards parole, I distinctly 
discouraged any concerted action. 
Every officer decided for himself. Gen- 
erally, commanding officers stuck with | 
their men and chose imprisonment. 
Most of the naval officers also chose 
captivity, many probably being influ- 
enced by the fear of impending court 
martial.” 

The correspondent adds that con- 
versation with other Russian officers 
reveals great bitterness against and 
denunciations of Admiral Alexieff for 
his failure to properly fortify Port Ar- 
thur and “his cowardly flight” by the 
lust train from the fortress. hey say 
the torpedo boat destroyers that es- | 
caped before the surrender carried all | 
the regimental and naval colors to 
Chefoo. 

The junior officers denounce the in- 
capacity and folly of the government in 
entering upon the war, ahd declare that 
all the men who return to Russia from 
Port Arthur are reyolutionists in spirit. 

These opinions 


were openly = ex- 
pressed in the presence of General | 
Stoessel, who remarked: “Let them! 
talk; they have earned the right to! 


think as they please by braving untold 
deaths for our country.”

Boston, Jan. 18.—Three men were 
injured, one of them probably fatally, 
by a falling derrick at the Common- 
wealth docks. Edward Haiter, who 
will probably die, had his neck and 
back broken, and also sustained a com- | 
pound fracture of the left leg. James 
Keating received compound fractures ! 
of the left thigh and right ankle and 
had several ribs on the right side 
broken. Raymond Torres sustained 
fractures of the right leg and right 
ankle. 


Captain Waish's Long Hunt 

Pittsburg, Jan. 18.—After a search 
of almost 10 years, Captain Walsh of 
the secret service bureau arrested wv. 
H. Souser in this city. The prisoner is 
wanted in Minneapolis, where he was 
arrested in September, 1895, on a 
charge of impersonating a United 
States secret service officer and obtain- 
ing credit for jewelry on the strength 
of his {mpersonation. He gave bail, 
but forfeited his bond. Since that time 
Walsh has been on his trail. 


Buffalo Bank Experiences a Run 

Buffalo, Jan, 18—A run was started 
on the Citizens’ bank, due, according 
to President Block, to the sending out 
of ananymous letters stating that ‘‘de- 
positors would serve their interests by | 
withdrawing their deposits” and pos- | 
sibly to the withdrawal of large sums 
of money by brewers which they sent 
around to saloons for the purpose of 
cashing pay checks of railroad men. 
The withdrawals during the day 
amounted to about $100,000.

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EXPERTS UNEASY 


Subjected to Sharp Inquiries 
In the Tucker Trial 


DISPUTED MORTON NOTE 


Assertions That {it Was Written 
by Miss Page Modified Some- 
what Under Rapid Ques‘tioning 
by Attorney General Parker 


Cambridge, Mass., 18.—The 
sharp cross-examination of Attorney 
General Parker relieved the monotony 
of an uninteresting day of expert hand 
writing testimony at the trial of 
Charles L. Tucker, charged with the 
murder of Mabel Page. 

For six hours handwriting experts 
were on the stand, illustrating their 
points on a blackboard, pointing out to 
the jury on many of the exhibits what 
they considered important chbaracter- 
istics of the handwriting of either Miss 
Page or Tucker and answering or at- 
tempting to answer sharp and sarcastic 
questions put to them by Parker. 

This questi®ning by the attorney gen- 
eral was the only thing which kept the 
spectators in the courtroom, the long 
and tedious analysis, letter by letter, of 
the many specimens of handwriting in 
the case being extremely tedious. The 
discomfort of the witnesses when under 
cross-examination, however, keptevery 
ove attentive. 

Colonel Edward B. Hay, who occu- 
pied the witness stand a portion of the 
time Monday, was recalled yesterday 
by the defense and he said that from 
his investigations of the handwriting 
submitted to him for examination he 
could reach but one conclusion, viz., 
that Mabel Page was the person who 
wrote the disputed Morton address, and 
not Charles L. Tucker, as has been 
claimed by the prosecution. Mr. Par- 
ker, on cross-examination, having se- 
cured from the witness the information 
that a break between letters in the 
Morton address was one of the signifi- 
eant characteristics connecting Miss 
Page with the writing of the note, and 
that such breaks were unusual, pre- 
sented for the inspection of Colonel Hay 
two envelopes which had been re- 
ceived in the morning mail and which 
showed numerous breaks between let- 
ters to prove that such breaks were not 
unusual, 

On direct examination Elbert H. Win- 
man, another handwriting expert, also 
expressed the opinion that Maoel Page 
wrote the disputed Morton address, and 
he illustrated on a blackboard why he 
reached such a conclusion. When ques- 
tioned by Mr. Parker, however, Hin- 
man admitted that the conclusions he 
arrived at were merely his “opinion” 
on the matter. 

The attorney general then pointed out 
to the witness several specimens of 
Tucker's handwriting in which existed 
certain characteristics which Hinman, 
in his direct examination, had stated 
was of great significance in indicating 
that Miss Page wrote the Morton note. 
The fact was further brought from the 
witness, with considerable difficulty, 
that his method was to search for sim- 
ilarities and that, although he found 
characteristics of Tucker’s handwrit- 
ing in the Morton note, he did not men- 
tion them to the jury. 

Both of these experts were so con- 
fused by Parker's rapid questions and 
exaggerated politeness that very fre- 
quently it became necessary for the 
court stenographers to repeat the ques- 
tions more than once. 

The answers made in a number of in- 
stances caused much merriment to the 
spectators who crowded the room, and 
even while rapping loudly for order it 
was observed that the faces of the 
deputy sheriffs were wreathbed with 
smiles. Tucker exhibited great interest 
in the questioning of Parker and his re- 
sentment of the attorney general's treat- 
ment was very apparent.

If the bridge must be closed there is 
no reason why Sagamore street should 
be closed at the sametime. Nothing 
is now being done on Sagamore street, 
and it is said that the railroad has or- 
dered Contractor Cashman to stop work 
there. 

There was introduced into the City 
Council early in November an order for 
the taking of abutting slopes on Saga- 
more street, Old Colony street, Madi- 
son street aud Hancock street. The 
order was referred to the Committee on 
Streets who never reported except to 
refer to the City Council of 1905. 

It seems the plans accepted by the 
parties at interest—the N. Y., N. H. & 
H. R. R., the Old Colony street railway 
and the City of Quincy—are defective 
in that they did not provide for retain- 
ing walls on the streets mentioned or 
the taking of slopes. 

Near the bridge Hancoek street has 
never been constracted t» its full width. 
Wheo this is done the retaining wall 
will be on the inside of the trees on 
what is known as the Mahoney estate. 
In fact it will be quite close to the 
house and above the first story windows. 
Either the hvuuss should be raised or 
moved back, and the latter seems better 
for the occupants. If it could be loca- 
ted on Old Colony street or Madison 
street so much the better. 

Then arrangements might be made to 
fill in the slope satisfactory to the 
owner, and no ugly retaining wall 
would be necessary. 

But the street railway is worse off 
than Mr. Mahoney, for it is donbtful if 
they have any location for tracks over 
the bridge. Itis said that the centre 
girder of the new bridge takes the place 
formerly occupied by the tracks, and 
tracks can be located only as permitted 
by the City Council. 

Last November the Old Colony street 
railway petitioned the City Council for 
a location for a second track over the 
bridge. At the hearing Dec. 5, Mayor 
Bryant and James F. Burke opposed the 
petition, hoping that no more locations 
would be granted the company until 
they lived up to agreements. They 
hoped Council would give petitioners 
leave to withdraw. 

At the same meeting the Council 
granted the petitioners leave to with- 
draw. 

The west side of the new bridge is 
now in place and the girders are ready 
for the planking. The street railway 
company would like to lay rails on 
these girders before the planks are 
laid, but they have no location on this 
side of the bridge, which is mostly on 
the newly widened part of the street. 

Had a location been granted, cars 
would probably bave been running over 
the west side of the new bridge this 
mooth. It would also be possible for 
teams to use this section early in Feb- 
ruary. 

Now it will be several weeks perhaps 
months before any part of the new 
bridge is open to travel to the great in- 
convenience of many. 

If the work should be pushed, it is 
up to the Mayor and Commissioner of 
Public Works to act. 

If legislation is necessary on the part 
of the City “-uncil as to slopes and 
street railw., location, the people 
would like to know it. 

There is no reason why the City of 
Quincy should stand the whole expense 
of retaining walls, or taking slopes, or 
damiges because of house raising or 
house moving. All these things should 

| have been provided for in the plans for 
the improvement.

Fall River Strikers to Return 
to Work at Once 


AGREEMENT UNTIL APRIL 


Governor to Look Into the Mat- 
ter of Margins In the Mean- 
time and Submit Conclusions-- 
Close of Greatest Disturbance 
In History of Textile Industry 


Boston, Jan. 19.—The Fall River 
strike is settled and the operatives 
are to return to work in their former 
places as fast as they can be employed. 
A proposition offered by Governor 
Douglas was accepted and signed by 
both parties after a conference at the 
state house lasting less than two hours. 
It is virtually an unconditional surren- 
der by the men, as they are to return 
on the reduced scale of wages against 
which they struck, and they depend up- 


| on the governor's finding as to the justi- 


fication of increased wages. What- 
ever increase the governor may decide 


| upon shall be binding on the manufac- 


turers only up to April 1, 1905. His 
excellency’s proposition is as follows: 

“The strike is to be declared off, and 
the operatives to return to work at once. 
All operatives are to be put to work inthe 
mill in which they were employed when 
the strike began, as fast as practicable, 
and no discrimination to be shown on 
account of the present strike. After 
resumption of work I will take up and 
investigate tne matter of margins, and 
submit to you my conclusions as to what 
average margin suall prevall on which 
the manufacturers shall pay a dividend 
of 5 percent on wages from the pres- 
ent time to April 1, 1905. Itis agreed 
by both parties that the margin fixed 
by me shail in no way prejudice future 
wage schedules.” 

This was signed on behalf of the 
manufacturers’ committee by Nathan- 
iel B. Borden, chairman, and on behalf 
of the Fall River Textile council by 
James Tansey, president. 

The cotton mill strike, which began 
on July 25, 1904, was the greatest dis- 


| turbance the textile industry of Amer- 


ica has ever known. When the mills 
involved were obliged to close their 
gates, about 25,000 operatives were 
thrown out ef work. Seventy-one mills, 
controlled by 38 corporations, stopped 
the machinery and it remained idle un- 
tli the middle of November, since whick 
time most of the factories have been 
running, generally with about one-half 
the usual force. The strike was di- 
rectly due to a reduction of 12% percent 
in wages by the 83 corporations. 

The mills had reduced wages 10 per- 
cent elght months previously. Under 
the second reduction the standard price 
for weaving was 17.82 cents a cut. 
The last cut-down was not met by the 
#ix mills of the Fall River Iron works, 
a concern conducted independent of the 
Fall River Manufacturers’ association 
The yarn and thread mills, the Barnaby 
gingham and Stevens quilt mills were 
elso out of the wage reduction agree- 
ment. 

The mills affected by the strike have 
a combined capital of $25,000,000, and 
have 2,800,000 spindles. During the 
months the 71 mills were shut down 
the operatives lost nearly $150,000 
weekly an the corporations about $28,- 
600. The aggregate direct losses to all 
interests, including corporations, op- 
eratives, business men, transportation 
companies and unions up to the close 
o’ the strike is estimated at fully $5,- 
000,000. The direct losses were also 
considerable, 

Thousands of persons left the city. 
Among the hundreds of families which 
remained suffering has been intense. 
especially since the appearance of cold 
weather. The United Textile Workers 
of America, whose stronghold is in Fall 
River, devoted their resources to sus- 
taining the idle hands, and assisted 
needy non-union as well as union strik- 
ers. The local unions have expended 
more than-$200,000 and have received 
about $50,000 from unions outside of 
the city. A large number of other con- 
tributions were also received. 

A notable feature of the great 
struggle was the absence of disorder 
and lawless acts. The strikers re- 
frained from interfering with persons 
entering t he mills, and at no time were 
the police called upon to make arrests 
by reason of the strike, except in two 
or three instances of malicious mis- 
chief, in which small boys were the per- 
petrators. 

Previous to the Fall River strike the 
last important cotton mill disturbance 
in the north was in Lowell, where about 
17,000 hands were out 12 weeks in 
1902, fighting for higher wages. The 
last big strike against a cut-down was 
in New Bedford, about seven years Ago, 
where 9000 hands stopped work. The 
manufacturers won both in Lowell 
and New Bedford. Now ther have 
virtually won in Fall River,

man who acted as godfather at the 


christening of her child received a pres- | 


ent of $1000, and when the child died 
it was placed in a mausoleum which 
she erected at a cost of $6000. It ap- 
peared from the testimony also that 
John R. Platt had paid Nanz $3500 in 
connection with one of the Elias suits 
in which the lawyer was interested. 

Patrick W. Dugan, an upholsterer, 
who did much work for Mrs. Elias, 
said that Platt made him a present of 
a $500 bill every Christmas for three 
years “because he had been good to 
Dolly.” He explained that “Dolly” 
was the name by which Platt always 
addressed Mra. Elias. She called him 
“papa.” Platt had offered him more 
money when he called at his office to 
tell him about Mrs. Elias, but he de- 
clined it. He said that on the ocea- 
sion of those visits Platt had told him 
that he thought a great deal of Mrs. 
Elias. 

On cross-examination Mrs. Elias said 
that she drew $160,000 from the bank 
when she heard that suit was to be 
brought against her. After her arrest 
she said she gave this money to Patrick 
Dugan and took no receipt forit. She 
had since received $15,000 from him. 

When the defense rested a lawyer 
representing the banks that were 
brought into the case by an order of 
court directing them not to dispose of 
moneys in their possession belonging 
to Mrs. Elias asked for a dismissal of 
the order, and the justice granted the 
request.

COOKING OLD FOWLS. 


Dishes For Which They Are Better

that if properly cooked an old bird is 
much better in some dishes than a 
young one.

bread. At the same time, as the 
Gazette pointed out yesterday, the 
problem of the strike hasn't been solved, 

and the ‘‘ settlement” is only a make- 
shift, agreeable as that may be. There 
is still the tendency on the part of the 
manufacturers to figure a margin be- 
tween the cost of the material and the 
selling price of their product upon 
which they will be able to pay a five 
percent dividend to their stockholders, 

and to insist that labor shall make up 
the deficit in that margin by reduced 
wages, and shall only profit by prosper- 
ity when the margin goes above the 
limit fixed.—Haverhill Gazette,

Could Not Select Pin Worn 
by Him From Others 


DEFENSE SEEKS AN ALIBI 


Prisoner Did Not Take a Short 
Cut Through Swamps From 
Page Home--Got Blood on Coat 
and Knife While at Theatre 


Cambridge, Mass,, Jan. 20.—With 
the expert testimony disposed of, the 
defense in the trial of Charles L. Tucker, 
charged with the murder of Male! Page, 
yesterday called witnesses to testify as 
to the prisoner’s whereabouts on the 


cay of the murder, his personal appear- 
arce on that day, the manner in which 
the blood came upon his knife, and the 
ownership of a pin claimed by the com- 
monwealth to have been stolen from 
the Page house, but which the defense 
claims was owned by and in the pos- 
session of Tucker over two years ago. 

The question of the ownership of the 
pin occupied a considerable portion of 
the day, and, although the witnesses in- 
variably during direct examination se- 
lected the alleged Page pin as one sim- 
ilar to that worn by Tucker, not one of 
them when cross-examined by At- 
tcrney General Parker would make the 
positive statement that it was Tucker's. 

More than one of the witnesses were 
considerably confused by the question- 
ing of Mr. Parker, especially so when M 
he placed before them several pins in 
addition to the disputed one, and asked H 
them to select the one which had been 
worn by the prisoner. 

On Tucker's lap at the time lay the 
defendant's overcoat in such a position 
that blood from the cut could have 
dropped on the spot where Dr. Wood 
found blood stains. Fish admitted that 
ke would not be able to identify the 
knife. Neither could he identify posi- 
tively the pin he had seen Tucker wear 
on several occasions. 

Tucker was seen on the Weston 
bridge at about 12 o’clock on the day 
of the murder by Miss Sarah J. Con- 
nolly and Edward G. Frost, and the 
former testified that she saw him again 
on the same day between 5 and 10 min- 
Frost thought 
Le saw Tucker again at about the same 
time. The attorney general read from 
& statement by Frost made some time 
ago in which he said that he did not 
see Tucker again, but the witness said 
he did not recall having made the state- 
ment. 

A map showing the route traveled 
by Tucker on the day of the murder, 
the Page home, and other places which 
have been mentioned in the case was 
shown by Henry S. Adams, a civil en- 
gineer. The most significant feature 
of his testimony was the statement 
that there were swamps between the 
Page house and the pojnt at which 
Tucker was seen on East Newton 
street. The commonwealth had sought 
te show that Tucker took a “short cut,” 
and as witnesses have testified that 
Tucker looked neat and did not wear 
muddy shoes after the supposed hour 
of the murder, the fact that there was 
a swamp is considered important by 
counsel for the defense. 

The attempt of the counsel for the 
defense to account for the human blood 
found on Tucker’s knife and possibly 
on the bottom of his overcoat resulted 
in the calling to the witness stand of 
ryan Fish, a friend of Tucker's, who 
testified that the defendant cut his 
finger with a knife while in a Boston 
theatre on the Saturday preceding the 
murder. 
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Indictment Against Rosseau 

New York, Jan. 20.—Gessler Ros- 
seau, charged with sending an infernal 
machine to the Cunard dock, was in- 
dicted by the grand jury under the sec- 
tion of the penal code which makes ita 
felony to send explosives to a steam- 
ship or railroad without label or other 
sign of its character.

The incident illustrates in an em- 
phatic way the volcano upon which 
the Russian government is sitting and 
incidentally the foreign diplomats ac- 
credited to the Russian court. Ambas- 
sador McCormick and Secretaries Eddy 
and Bliss of the American embassy 
were present and shared the peril of 
the Russian monarch. 

In spite of the official statement that 
the cannon shot was the result of care- 
lessness in leaving a shotted cartridge 
in the breech of a gun after target prac- 
tice, the mysterious case is still under 
the combined investigation of the mili- 
tary and police and the public seems 
as little inclined as the authorities to 
accept the published version. The of- 
ficers and men of the battery have not 
been arrested, but are confined to bar- 
racks. 

The general belief is that a wide- 
spread plot did not exist, but evidences 
of design are so apparent that the 
statement attributing the presence of a 
loaded shell to previous target practice 
evoked smiles in many quarters. It is 
pointed out as being highly improbable 
that the gun had not been cleaned for 
two days and it is impossible that a 
second cartridge could have been in- 
serted for saluting purposes behind 
the first; and it is certainly a startling 
coincidence that the gun containing 
this missle should have been trained 
directly on the imperial pavilion. 

Whatever may be the solution, it is 
a strange fact that the shot came 
from the Bourse esplanade, where was 
stationed the First Horse Artillery of 
the Guard, the premier artillery or- 
ganization of the empire and one of the 
most noted regiments in the whole

HAD PROFOUND BELIEFS 


Would Have Gone to the Stake 
Rather Than Yield Them--Of 
Tender Yet Fearless Disposi- 


tion--Address Before Massa- 


chusetts General Court 


Boston, Jan. 20.—At the state house 
Senator Lodge delivered his eulogy on 
his deceased colleague, George Frisbie 
Hoar, before the legislature, the gov- 
ernor and a distinguished gathering of 
citizens, These were some of bis; sen- 
tences: 

Mr. Hoar belongs to the class which 
is illustrated in such a high degree by 
Franklin, for he has won and will hold 
lis place in history not only by what 
he was and what he did, but because 
he was a yery representative man ina 
period fruitful in great events and con- 
spicuous for the consolidation of the 
| United States. 

Mr. Hoar inherited certain deep- 
rooted conceptions of duty, of char- 
acter, and of the conduct of life which 
were as much a part of his being as 
the color of his eyes or the shape of 
his hand. 

Mr. Hoar, by nature, by inheritance, 
by every influence of time und place, 
an idealist, had also the strong good 
sense, the practical shrewdness and 
the reverence for law and precedent 
which were likewise part of his birth- 
right. 

Mr. Hoar woul? have gone to the 
stake socially, politically and physically 
rather than yield certain profound be- 
liefs. But if he had made this last 

great sacrifice, he would have known 
just what he was doing and would have 
been under no misapprebension as to 
tr e facts. 

His country rose before his imagina- 
tion like some goddess of the infant 
| world, the light of hope shining in her 
| luminous eyes, a sweet smile upon her 
lips, the sword of justice in her fear- 
less hand, her broad shield stretched 
out to shelter the desolate and op- 
pressed. Before that gracious vision 
he bowed his head in homage. His 
| family and friends—Massachusetts, 
Concord, Harvard college—he loved 
and served them all with a passion of 
affection in which there was no shadow 
o? turning. His pride in the senate, in 
its history and its power, and his af- 
fection for it were only excelled by his 
jealous care for its dignity and its 
prerogatives. 

It is impossible to follow him through 
those eventful years when freedom and 
siavery clinched in a death struggle 
far out in Kansas and the black clouds 
of civil war were gathering darkly 
on the horizon. But there are two in- 
cidents of that period which illustrate 
Mr. Hoar’s character so strongly that 
they cannot be passed over. 

In 1854 the Knownothing movement 
broke out with all the force of a 
tropical hurricane. To men painfully 
struggling to bring a great cause to 
Judgment against the resistance of the 
old and dominant parties it offered 
many temptations. But Mr. Hoar, un- 
moved by the storm, believing in free- 
dom of conscience as he believed in 
political freedom, set himseif in stern 
opposition to a party which rested on 
the principle of discrimination and 
ostracism against all men of a certain 
race or of a given creed. No public 
clamor then or ever was able to sway 
him from those ideals of faith and con- 
duct which were the guiding stars of 
his life. 

The other incident was widely dif- 
ferent and even more characteristic. In 
| 1854 a deputy marshal connected with 
the work of slave catching arrived in 
Worcester. His presence became 
known and an angry mob, utterly un- 
controllable by the little police force 
of the town, gathered about the hotel. 
‘The man was in imminent danger and 
stricken with terror. 
siave catcher more than Mr. Hoar, bu | 
the idealist gave way to the lover of | 
law and order and liberty. 
went out and addressed the crowd, 
then gave his arm to the terrified man, 
walked with him down the street, sur- 
rounded by a few friends, and so got 
him to the station and out of town, 
brulsed by blows, but alive and In 
safety. 

Beneath a manner sometimes cold, | 
sometimes absent-minded, often indif- 
ferent, beat one of the tenderest hearts | 
Ir the world. He was a fearless and 
ready fighter; he struck hard and did} 
not flinch from the return His tongue 
could utter bitter words, which fell | 


, no grudges. 

As the shadows lengthened he soft- 
ened, and grew even gentler and more | 
tolerant. The caustic wit gave place | 
more and more to the kindly humor 
which was one of his greatest attri- 
butes. In the latter days he would fain | 
be at peace with all men, and he sought 
tor that which was good In everyone 
about him. He died in the fulness of 
years, with his affections unchilled, his 
fine intellect undimmed. He met death 
| with the calm courage with which he 
| had faced the trials of life.

Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
3681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Patriotic societies admitted free, although con- 
tributions are welcome to defray expenses of 
keeping house open and in repair. Small fee 
asked the genera! public. 

Birthplace of Jubn Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Franklin street, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons from 2 to 5. Admission charged. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 

by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born.

MOTHER TESTIFIES 


Mrs Tucker Fails to Identify 
Her Son’s Stick Pin 


DEFENSE DISAPPOINTED 


Prisoner Completely Cnnerved 
by Emotion Displayed by Pa- 
reut on Witness Stand--Evi- 


dence Practicaily Completed 


Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 21.—Events 
of extraordinary interest followed in 
rapid succession at the murder trial of 
Charles L. Tucker yesterday and the 
climax came a few minutes before court 
adjourned, when Mrs. Alfred Tucker, 
the mother of the prisoner, failed to 
identify as the property of her son a 
stick pin which the prosecution claims 
was stolen from the Page home after 
Mabel Page was murdered. 

Other witnesses had declared that 
Tucker had worn the pin for two years 
before the murder. Mrs. Tucker was 
handed two stick pins by James H. 
Vahey, counsel for the defense, and 
asked if she could identify either of 
them as the property of herson. One 
of the pins was what had been known 
as the Page pin and which was found 
fz: Tucker’s pocket after his arrest. 
This pin, the commonwealth claims, 
was stolen from the Page home after 
the murder of Mabel Page. The other 
pin was one introduced in the case by 
the defense. Mrs. Tucker looked at 
the pins for a moment, and then, hand- 
ing to Mr. Vahey the pin purchased 
after the murder, said she thought it 
was the property of her son.

of the ‘‘Brown’’ system. 

Briefly, the ‘‘Brown’’ system is that 
of discipline without suspensiou, in- 
clading the use of merit and demerit 
marks, rewards for good work by em- 
ployes and serving to extend the eduea- 
tion of the train bands. It was de- 
veloped by George R. Brown, general 
superivtendent of the old Fall Brook 
road, now the Pennsylvania division of 
the New York Central. Realizing that 
the old system, that of suspension for 
infraction of the rules with loss of pay, 
did not attainits object alone, as al- 
most invariably it was the family of 
the erring employe which had to suf- 
fer for such penalty. 

Mr. Brown decided to put into effect 
a merit system. This was inangurated 
in the early ’90s, and from it grew a 
method of discipline that drew the 
eyes of all railroad men in the country 
to it as a model of successful manage- 
ment. Under it, there is, suspension 
without loss of pay, but the marking 
system comes into play here and re- 
moves what might be an incentive to 

‘*soldier’’ on the part of the employe. 

This involves the keeping of a record 
bulletin of each man in the; company’s 
employ, and when tbere is any viola- 
tion that necessitates suspension from 
duty as a penalty, the offender bas a 
certain number of demerits marked 
against his name. When these demer- 
its reach a certain total, this on some 
roads being 100 and on others 60 or 
120, according to conditions, the man 
is discharged. But in addition to the 
demerits the employe has the oppor- 
tunity offered him of working off tbe 
black marks against bis name by weri- 
torious conduct or by some exceptional 
act of courage or forethought, and 
oftentimes in event of some particular- 
ly commendable act the employee re- 
ceives special consideration in the num- 
ber of marks in his favor. 

An offence for which an employe is 
disciplined is bulletined, the location of 
the fault and the name and date of the 
offender and offence being left oat, and 
this bulletin is posted conspicuously 
where all trainmen can see it. ‘This 
causes the employes to realize that the 
eye of the management is ever upon 
them, prevents the man who is disci- 
plined from giving a false statement of 
the causes leading to his being penal- 
ized, and at the same time by the 
omission of name, date and locality 
prevents it from becoming to publicly 
kvown. Every trainman’ will know 
when he reads such a bulletin just 
about what the affair was, as such 
news travels swiftly along the line, but 
there will be nothing to call the atten- 
tion of the outsider to the fact. 

It is considered and it has been 
found true that once the merit system 
is adopted the emyloyes show marked 
jefforts to keep upon the right side of 
}the bulletin and immediately there re- 
sults a more general sense of self-dis- 
cipline throughout the entire corps of 
workers. 

Some of the objections to the propo- 
;sed system which have been made by 
| the management of roads where it is 
now in force are that often it causes 
jin cases of a big rush of traffic the 
!runping up of a man’s total of demer- 
its to the discharging figure ina very 
short time, through no real fault of his 
own, and such a rush does not give 
him a chance to reinstate himself by a 
total of merits. Again, in cases of 
commendation of an employe for 
some act of courage there is apt to, 
jand bas been, much criticism by the 
| man’ s fellow employes, some of whom 
jmay have figured in acts of greater 
| courage which have escaped being re- 
ported. 

However, in general, the system has 
been proved practicable and the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Co., is 
now to adopt it. The fact that each 
employe has been urged to make sug- 
gestions will bring the system nearer 
to the men and it is anticipated that 
there will be a ready response to the

This new act which demands a sworn 
statement from such dealers twice a 
year Jan. 1 and July 1, will unduubted- 
ly stop this unfair advantage one 
dealers gets over another. What a 
pleasure it will be to buy cereals when 
the packages are not filled with china 
ware, souvenirs, checks and coupons ? 
We fear that many of the business men 
ure not acquainted with the act or 
what it means according to some of the 
returns our town treasvrer has received.

THE BIG DIPPER. 


| It Is the Hour Hand of the Wood- 
man’s Celestial Clock. 

The pole star is really the most im- 
portant of the stars in our sky. It 
marks the north at all times. It alone 
is fixed in the heavens. All the other 
stars seem to swing around it once in 
twenty-four hours. 

But the pole star of Polaris is not a 
very bright one, and it would be hard 
to identify but for the help of the so 
called pointers in the “Big Dipper,” or 
“Great Bear.” The outer rim of the 
dipper points nearly to Polaris, at a 
distance equal to three times the space 
that separates the two stars of the 
dipper’s outer side. Various Indians 
called the pole star the “Home Star” 
and the “Star That Never Moves,” and 
the dipper they call the “Broken Back.” 
The “Great Bear” is also to be remem- 
bered as the pointers for another reason. 
It is the hour hand of the woodman’s 
clock. It goes once around the North 
star in about twenty-four hours, the 
reverse way of the hands of a watch— 
that is, it goes the same way as the 
sun—and for the same reason—that it 
| is the earth that is going and leaving 
them behind.—Country Life In Amer- 
ica.

months it has been necessary for pas- 
sengers to leave the cars and ‘walk no 
only across the bridge but a long dis- 
tance besides. 

This is bad enough in the day time 
in pleasant weather, but at night and 
in stormy weather it has been anything 
but pleasant. 

The west side of the bridge is now so 
far advanced that it would. bave been 
possible some days ago to lay the tracks 
across it, and to have completed the line 
so that through car service could bave 
been resumed by the first of February. 

The location which the railway have 
however, is not on that side of the 
bridge. At present there is no bridge 
where the company has a location. 

Tbe Old Colony street railway com- 
pany understood the situation and sent 
a petition to the City Council for a new 
location, which if granted would have 
permitted them to lay tracks across the 
section now nearly completed. 

The City Council in its wisdom, and 
by the advice of Mayor Bryant, turned 
the matter down, and thus inconven- 
ienced thousands of citizens who daily 
use this line. The main reason appar- 
ently was because the Mayor could not 
learn what the hitch was between the 
Old Colony and Boston Elevated in re- 
| gard to through cars to Dudley street. 
The railway companies considered 
ithis a matter between themselves. 
There was vo question, however, but 
jwhat the matter would have been set- 
tled and the througb car service to 
| Dudley street would have gone into ef- 
| fect by this time if it was possible to 
| run cars over the Atlantic bridge. 

The question now is, will the street 
| railway petition the City Council for a 
location over the bridge or will the 
travelling public contiaue to be incon- 
| yienced for months to come. 
The railway officials say it is im- 
| possible to put the Dudley street ser 
| vice into effect until there are double 
‘tracks over the bridge and they hesitate 
| about asking again for a location. 
| ‘There is no question, if the railway 
| officials are met in a spirit of fairness, 
linstead of a spirit of bulldozing that 
| bas characterized some of the meetings 
in the recent past, that better accommo- 
dations can be secured.

Mike Donovan Tells of His 
Bouts With the President. 


URGED TO HIT HARD AND OFTEN 


Dean of Boxers Says Chief Kxecutive 
Knows How to Give and Take 
Blows—He Had as Much Fan as a 
Boy—Is as Lithe as an Indian and 
Can Hit Like Lightning. 


Mike Donovan, dean of boxers, got 
home recently from Washington, where 
he boxed with the president for an 
hour every afternoon for four days, 
says the New York World. It was the 
first of a series of bouts which are to 
continue for some days. Donovan talk- 
ed of his experience as follows: 

“It was the first time I had boxed 
with Mr. Roosevelt since he was gov- 
ernor. If anybody tells you he’s an 
easy mark, don't believe it. He knows 
how to use his head too. I never saw 
a man pick up faster than he in those 
four days, 

“We boxed every afternoon from 5:30 
until nearly half past 6 in his study. A 
wrestling mat was placed on the floor 
for us, but I found it too thick, and we 
used the regular carpet. The president 
wore a pair of riding trousers, a light 
undershirt and a pair of canvas shoes. 

“‘Don’t mind hitting me,’ he said 
right at the start off. ‘I want you to 
hit me as often as you can, and don’t 
mind how hard either.’ We started off 
in good fashion, and every time we hit 
each other he laughed good naturedly. 
It was not any tapping, I will tell you. 
They were good, honest blows of the 
sort that you wouldn’t run into know- 
ingly. We had seven ounce gloves. The 
president took his part of it always 
with a laugh. 

“I never saw a pleasanter man or one | 
who gets more enjoyment out of a 
thing. He had as much fun as a boy, 
and he laughed and joked all the time. 
He's a fighter and knows how to give 
and take blows. He doesn’t try to 
knock a man out, but he does like to 
know that he has hit him. 

“He kept me busy, and I was not 
running into any of his blows either. 
Don't get the idea that I was there to 
teach him—not by any means. He is a 
veteran boxer and can hold his own 
with the best of them in the clubs. I 
know few men who box regularly in 
the athletic clubs who can worst him. 


“One day he had to rush away to at-| 


tend the diplomatic reception, where 


he shook hands with over a thousand |

dore was always there with his two 
cousins, football players, and several 
times men came in to talk with him on 
business while he was boxing. A man 
from Texas came in to arrange about 
his making a hunting trip to Texas di- 
rectly after inauguration. He said to 
me, ‘Oh, how I wish it were here now.’ 
He is longing for the recreation and the 
exercise in the open it will give him. 

“The life in Washington has made 
him stout, and he is not as well trained 
as when he was governor. To keep 
down the weight a man must diet, and 
it is impossible for the president to diet 
himself and attend as many dinners as 
he has to attend. He misses tremen- 
dously his active exercise. But he is 
as lithe as an Indian yet, supple in 
every joint, and he can hit like light- 
ning. 

“I have arranged to go down several 
more times to box with him and to 
give lessons to Theodore junior. I gave 
lessons to young Theodore every day. 
He is now a fine, strapping young boy, 
seventeen years old, and weighs 135 
pounds. I thought when I first gave 
bim lessons at Albany that he would 
never be a strong man, but he is devel- 
oping and will be as tall as his father. 
He is a fighter, too, and a good hitter. 
I gave lessons to him and his two cous- 
ins.

Internal Affairs Have Reached 
Highly Acute Stage 


PROCLAMATION IS ISSUED 


Thousands of Additional Sol- 
diers at Capital to Prevent 
Public Assemblage -- Electric 
Light, Water and Newspaper 
Plants, as Well as Mills and 
Are Shut

St Petersburg, Jan. 21—A proclama- 


tion was issued this morning forbidding 


all assemblages, purades or other 


demonstrations in the city, and warning 
well-disposed workmen and other pri- 


vate individuals to avoid gatherings, 


as the authorities are determined to 


break up and disperse meetings im- 
perilling public safety. 

The proclamation is printed in The 
Police Messenger, which is the only 
publication appearing this morning, the 
police having forced the printers to re- 
main at work until the paper appeared. 

With the city seemingly on the verge 
o1 an incipient revolution, thousands of 
workmen parading the streets, agitators 
and fanatics sowing the seeds of dis- 
order, half the city in darkness 
without fire protection, owing to walk- 


outs, the situation was hourly growing 
more tense when the authorities de- 


cided last night to adopt energetic 
measures to preserve order. prevent 
rioting and overawe the violent-minded. 

The government last night aug- 
mented the garrison of the city with 
2500 cavalry and 1000 infantry from 
Tsarskoe Selo and filed the streets. 
especially in the disaffected quarter, 
with heavy patrols of soldiers. 

The refusal to permit a delegation of 
workmen to present a petition to Em- 
peror Nicholas at Tsarskoe Selo 
made it known that the 
stration planned for Sunday, 
unlimited possililities for an outbreak, 
will not be permitted to take place. At 
the same time, acting in conjunction 
with a conference of employers, it has 
been determined to offer concessions in 
the terms ef employment. which tke 
employers declared the great majority 
of the workmen would be inclined to 
accept if they were guaranteed protec- 
tion from the more violent faction. 

The situation entered an acute stage 
yesterday, and the strike assumed an 
open political phase. The day was one 
of intense excitement. Mill after mil! 


and factory after factory closed. 
Throngs of workmen paraded the 


streets and when their colleagues re 
fused to join them, broke down gates 
and forced out the men. The whole in- 
dustrial centre is idle. All the textile 
mills and every printing office in St. 
Petersburg are closed. One electric 
light plant and one water plant haye 
shut down and over 100,000 men are out. 

Throughout the day workmen's meet 
ings were held, at which incendiary 
speeches were made, the wildest threats 
being uttered as to what would come 
in the event of the authorities and em- 
ployers failing to meet their demands 

The nervousness and dread of what 
the next few days might bring forth 
vas increased by reports that the 
workmen of Moscow, Kieff. Kharkoff. 
Kishineff and other large cities in the 
interior might join the movement. 

While the government and e mployers | 
temporized, the telegraphers and rail- | 
road employes threatened to join the 
walkout, paralyzing the communica- 
tions of the country. Many foreigners 
fre preparing to send their families 
abroad. Every newspaper*in St. Pe- 
tersburg has been forced to suspend 
publication, owing to the stvike. 

The suddenness of the strike and the 
far-reaching nature of the workmen’s 
organization was largely a surprise to 
the government andemployers, Start- 
ing with the walkout of a few thou- 
sand employes of the Putiloff Iron 
works, due to purely industrial causes, 
it spread as rapidly as a conflagration 
through the laboring classes of St. Pe- 
tersburg and became general. 

At first only industrial demands were 
presented, such as shortening the hours 
or labor and for increase of wages, but 
poverty and discontent.

TRAIN DERAILED

Durham, N. H., Jan. 21—A_ broken 
rail was responsible for a serious train

history and must then either have originated SPONTANEOUSLY 


or have come from space. 

As there is no evidence that life exists anywhere in the universe 
but on our earth, and as there is no reason why, if seed from space 
reached the earth in the past, it might not do so now and NEW 
BEINGS constantly appear without earthly parents, which no biolo- 
gist believes, it is more probable that living matter originated spon- 
taneously from lifeless matter.

Santo Domingo Looks to Uni- 
ted States For Relief 


HER APPEAL IS GRANTED 


Our Government Will Collect 
Customs Revenues, Revise val 
Tariff Laws and Adjust For- 


eign Claims

Washington, Jan. —After a con- 
sultation with Secretary Hay, the fol- 
lewing statement regarding the situa- 
tion in Santo Domingo was published 
by Assistant Secretary Loomis: 

The Dominican republic has formally 
and freely invited the government of the 
United States to assist it in the admin- 
istration of its customs revenues, and 
to aid it in establishing its fiscal sys- 
tem upon a firm and businesslike basis. 

The government of the United States 
| having been explicitly, repeatedly and 
| emphatically informed by more than 
one of the great powers that it ought 
either to try to evolve some order out 


| of the financial chaos in the Dominican 
| republic, or assent to certain Kuropean 


creditors of that republic doing this, 
and to the administration of the Domin- 
ican custom houses by them, supported 
by their warships, has deemed it ad- 
visable, in view of the unfortunate 
financial conditions in Santo Domingo, 
to accept the invitation of the Domin- 
ican government, and therefore repre- 
sentatives of this government and of 
Santo Domingo have signed a memo- 
randum of a proposed agreement look- 
ing to the American control of 
fiscal affairs, upon the request, 
with the consent of, the Dominican 
government. 

The United States proposes to guar- 
antee the territprial integrity of the 
Dominican republic. 

It is not the purpose of this govern- 
ment to assume a protectorate over 
Santo Domingo, or to interfere with, or 
participate in, its domestic affairs any 
further than the collection of its cus- 
toms revenues, the necessary revision 
of its tariff laws and the adjustment, 
through properly constituted tribunals 
or commissions, of its foreign claims, 
and its economic and fiscal organiza- 
tion on a sound basis. 


President Morales has signed a de- 
cree in which the government of the 
United States is officially asked to take 
full charge of all the Dominican cus- 
tom houses; to name all the employes 
and to collect all the revenues, 45 per- 
cent of which are to be returned to the 
Dominican government for its current 
expenses. The balance is to be used 
to meet the interest charges on the ac- 
knowledged bonded indebtedness and 
other obligations of the republic. Any 
surplus will be turned over to the 
Dominican government. The obliga- 
tions representing the bonded indebt- 


edness are largely owned by foreign 
creditors. 
The government of the United 


States does not guarantee the debts of 
Santo Domingo, or agree to provide for 
the payment of them, but only prom- 
ises to try to so organize and adjust the 
fiscal administration of the country 
that in time their liquidation may be 
accomplished automatically and on a 
basis of equity towards all creditors. 
It is believed that if the Dominican 
revenues are wisely collected and dis- 
bursed all legitimate claims against the 
republic will be ultimately satisfied. 
In this connection it may be added 
that under the award of the tribunal of 
arbitration of July 14, 1904, between 
the United States and Santo Domingo, | 


in the sum of about $4,500,000, koa 
United States was given the righ 
eventually to take possession of = 


four principal ports on the northern 
side of the island, and under the award 
the fiscal agent appointed by the 
United States is now in possession of 
the important custom house at Puerto 
Plata. 

The unfortunate financial condition | 
of Santo Domingo more than once in 
the last decade has brought to an 
United States government questions 
fraught with imminent peril. The gov- 
ernment of the United States could not 
with due self-respect allow the impres- 
sion to deepen and gain currency that 
the Monroe doctrine can be used as a 
shield by American republics to deny 
justice to other governments. : 

The Dominican government itself 
reached the conclusion that its only 
hope of escape from bankruptcy was 
through the assistance of the United 
States government in the organization 
of its finances. 

In view of these grave. conditions, 
the president has deemed it wise at 
this time to assent to the strongly ex-| 
pressed wish of the Dominican goy-| 
ernment. |

“water rage,” incomprehensible until, 
investigation revealed the fact that a) 
lot of horseradish in their kitchen gar-| 
den had got mixed with some aconite) 
herbs. 

The sudden flow of saliva betrays 
the effect of some metallic poison— 
lead perbaps or verdigris (oxide of cop-} 
per)—and suggests the examination of} 
copper cooking utensils. Old tashtoned | 
silver spoons were often imitated with 
plated copper and in course of time 
furnished a clew to their bottom facts 
by turning black, then black with 
greenish tints, but only after their 
secret had been intimated by a spitting 
epidemic. It is the same with lead. 
Chewing a leaden bullet for a couple | 
of seconds makes the “mouth water’—| 
not as a hint as a desire for additional} 
supplies, but to rinse out the palate| 
and remove saliva that might cause | 
mischief by finding its way into the! 
stomach. 

A decorative painter who never 
touched such things as paris green or 
cinnabar without disinfecting his hands 
and mouth was greatly puzzled by 5g 
morbid activity of his salivary glands. | 
He had to spit like a tobacco flend and 
finally traced his trouble to a substance 
known as “bronze dust” that had set- 
tled on his Hps and nostrils and, under 
the influence of moisture, had been de- 
veloping copper poisons. 

Paris green not rarely gets blown 
like dust all over the fields it is sup- 
posed to protect from insect plagues; 
then, moistened by dew or drizzling 
rains, forms a paste and clings to vege- 
table substances, where its presence is 
never suspected, till their consumers 
complain of colic and mouth water.— 
What To Eat. 


CORPSE RINGS. 


What They Are and Why They Are 
Worn by Sailors. 

“Corpse rings, eb?” said the visitor. 
“It’s a curious, 2 grewsome, name. 
What are corpse rings?” 

“Corpse rings,” the collector an- 
swered, “are rings found on the bodies 
of drowned sailors—identification rings. 

“Look at this thick gold one. Run- 
ning around it on the outside, you see, 
there is carved in big, plain letters 
‘William Ratline, born in Camden, 
Me., 1865.

L. Tucker will be {a the hands of the 
jury which, for the past three weeks, 
has been listening to the evidence 
against and in defense of the young 
man who is charged with the murder 
of Mabel Page. 

With the presentation of the last bit 
of evidence Saturday the way W4&s 
cleared for the arguments of counsel 
and the charge of the jury. 

James H. Vahey, senior counsel for 
Tucker, begun his address to the jury 
immediately after court opened at 
9:30 this morning, and it is hardly prob- 
able that he will finish his remarks 
before the recess at 1 o'clock. 

Attorney General Parker will address 
the jury on behalf of the commonwealth 
and if he concludes his remarks not 
later than 4 o’clock the jury will be 
charged by the court before adjourn- 
ment. 


Regarding the stickpin which Amy 
Roberts positively identified as the 
property of Miss Page, there are & 
dozen witnesses who testified they saw 
fucker wearing a pin of Canadian de- 
sign—a shield with a crownontop. The 
questions put concerning this pin tended 
to indicate that the defects in the pin 
by which Miss Roberts identified it— 
the twisting of the stem and the bend 
at the point—might have been caused 
by sticking it in the front of his cap, 
where most of these witnesses said he 
habitually wore it. 

On Saturday the defense submitted a 
clasp pin, considerably larger than the 
so-called Page pin and bearing on a 
shield a representation of a Spanish 
coat-of-arms, surmounted by a crown, 
which, it now appears, was the pin in 
Tucker’s cap when a group photograph 
of the life saving crew at Riverside, in 
the midst of which Tucker appears, 
wearing this cap and pin, was taken. 

The officers of the commonwealth 
managed to get possession of the nega- 
tive from which this group picture was 
made, and, by enlarging it, they ob- 
tained a picture of Tucker's pin so 
clear that it distinctly shows it to be 
the Spanish coat-of-arms pin and not 
the Page pin. 

This sudden turn somewhat modifies 
considerable of the testimony offered 
by the defense in relation to the Page 
pin, for most of the witnesses re- 
ferred to Tucker’s habit of wearing this 
Canadian pin in his cap ana claimed to 
be able to identify the Page pin as the 
one they referred to. 

With regard to the “J. L. Morton” 
address—the slip of paper bearing that 
name and the address “Charlestown, 
Mass.,” found in Miss Page's chamber 
by her dead body, there is an interest- 
ing variety of testimony. Four hand- 
writing experts called by the prosecu- 
tion testified that in their opinion 
Tucker wrote this address. Four called 
by the defense stated that they believed 
Miss Page wrote it. One exhibit, how- 
ever, was identified by experts on both 
sides as being in Tucker's handwriting. 
This was a postal card, on the back of 
which appears the word “Morton” and 
also, in another connection, the word 
“Charlestown.” This will probably be 
offered to the jury not only for com- 
parison with his handwriting, but for 
the purpose of possibly showing an as- 
sociation of ideas.

The jurors spent a quiet Sunday, 
resting after the fatigue of the past 
week and storing up strength for the 
severe strain they will be «alled upon 
to endure until it has been decided 
what Tucker's future will be. The 12 
men attended services at the Prospect 
Congregational church Sunday morn- 
ing and spent the remainder of the 
day quietly in their quarters at the 
Mansion house. 

Tucker's Sunday in the Cambridge 
jail was uneventful. He received no 
visitors and the ordinary routine of 
the jail was not disturbed in the least.

recently returned to Muskogee, I. T., 
and reports finding what is believed to 


be some of the finest specimens of an- 
tique pottery; an art now lost to the 
Indians, that have been seen in this 


part of the United States, says a Mus 


kogee correspondent of the Kansas 
City Star. These specimens are at the 
busk grounds of the Alabama Indians 
three miles south of Weleetka, and 
probably will remain there, as no one 


dares to touch them because of the rey 
erence in which they are held by this 
band of Indians. They 
been seen by whites. 

There are about twenty-five earthen 
jars of various shapes and sizes. 
of them are very large. They are the 
medicine bowls of the tribe, and no one 
is allowed to handle them except the 
medicine man. They are kept in a 
small house which was built adjoining 
the busk ground. The busk Is a square 
spot of earth, smooth and clean, where 
the Indians assemble to 
feast once each year. 
these earthen pots and bowls 
brought into use. The medicine 
makes medicine in them. 

The Indians say that the vessels were 
brought with them from Alabama. The 
Alabamas are one of the oldest of the 
Creek clans. They nurhber about 200 
and still retain thelr language, which 
is different from the Creek, although 
all Alabamas can speak Creek. This 
clan has retained its primitive ways, 
and a century of civilized surroundings 
has left them untouched. ‘They live. 
dress and eat just as they did a hun 
dred years ago, when they lived along 
the creeks of Alabama.

Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 23.—The case 
of Charles L. Tucker, charged with the 
murder of Mabel Page, will be given to 
(be jury today. James H. Vahey fin- 
ished his final effort in behalf of the 
prisoner shortly after 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, having occupied four 
and one half hours in delivering his 
argument to the jury. 

Attorney General Herbert Parker 
followed and began his final summing 
up, but had not concluded when court 
adjourned for the day. He resumed 
his argument this morning. This will 
be followed by Judge Sherman's charge 
to the jury. When that charge has 
been concluded the jury will retire to 
their room, the sole custodians of the 
fate of Charles L. Tucker. 

Throughout the day the attention of 
the jury and spectators was held by 
the final arguments. In the courtroom 
were seated nearly every person who 
has in any way been connected with 
the case. 

Mrs. Tucker, with her son Walter, 
were in court early and remained until 
adjournment. Not five yards away 
was seated Edward Page, the father of 
the girl with whose murder Tucker is 
eharged. With him were his son and 
daughter and Amy Roberts, a servant 
at the Page home. Scattered about 
the courtroom were others who have 
participated in the trial in one way or 
another, police officers, friends of Tuck- 
er’s who testified in his behalf regarding 
the famous “Page” pin, and disinter- 
ested persons upon whose statements 
the defense based their claim for an 
alibi for the prisoner. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of the entire day was the prisoner him- 
self.

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THE DOG’S CQLD NOSE.

“The true story of the dog’s cold 
nose has been handed down to us sail- 
ors from the log book of the ark,” says 
a sailor in the New York Times.

The whole city is reported to be in 
a state of great excitement over the 
bloodshed which 
has precipitated immediately the strike 
that had been planned for Wednesday. 
Moscow has more workmeu and less 
troops than St. Petersburg, :nd besides 
is just now the heart of the Liberal 
movement and the danger of bloodier 
occurrences there than have becn wit- 
nessed bere are proportionately great- 
er. A rising at Moscow is also more 
likely to have greater results indus- 
trially and politically than that in St. 
Petersburg. 

According to private reports the 
workmen in several other big cities, 
notably Kharkoff, where large locomo- 
tive works are located, already have 
completed plans for a general, suspen- 
sion of work. Moreover, reports are 
current that the workmen, who other- 
wise would soon be forced back into 
the shops or starve, have ceceived as- 
surances of financial support from the 
societies which bitherto have -fur- 
nished the sinews of war to the L‘b- 
eral and revolutionary agitation, but

The situation appears grave from 
every standpoint, but the authorit‘es, 
although apparently somewhat be- 
wildered, declare their purpose to stand 
firm, maintaining that it is their first 
duty to preserve order, scouting the idea 
of actual revolution.

The 
representatives of the workmen, ac- 
cording to this report, are lot to be ap- 
pointed, but selected by the laboring 
men themselves. This would be the 
first concession to the representative 
principle. 

According to reports the czar will 
also promise to investigate Sunday's 
events in St. Petersburg, 

There was no repetition yesterday of 
the deplorable occurrences of Sunday, 
with the exception that a single blank 
volley was fired to awe a crowd near 
the Warsaw station. Careful investi- 
gation shows that no bullets were 
fired. The military everywhere had a 
firm grip on the situation and the po- 
lice used every precaution, such as for- 
bidding the sale of petroleum and ad- 
vising people to remain indoors. 

The tension, which was somewhat 
relaxed in the morning, continued to in- 
crease during the day. Conditions ap- 
peared to be ominous when, shortly 
after dark, the workmen in two elee. 
tric light plants walked out, refusing 
triple pay to remain, and plunged the 
city into utter darkness, including the 
Nevsky Prospect, which is in the 
fashionable residence quarter. The 
water supply also was cut off and a 
veritable panic,ensued. 

Tales that dynamite was in the pos- 
session of strikers and that it was their 
Purpose to sack and burn the town, 
had been in circulation, and many per- 
sons were terror-stricken. Reserve 
troops were called out to guard the 
darkened portion of the city.

What London Hears 

London, Jan. 24.—Special dispatches 
from Russia to the London papers again 
bristle with sensational statements. 
For instance, the correspondent at 
Kieff of The Express asserts that the 
naval depots at Sevastopol have been 
destroyed by a revolutionary outbreak 
of the sailors Qf the Black sea fleet, 
whose lives have been rendered un- 
bearable by overwork and robbery by 
corrupt officials. He gives circum- 
stantial details of 8000 of the men ris- 
ing and attacking their officers and fir- 
ing and destroying the buildings while 
the troops that (according to the story) 
were summoned to quell the revolt re- 
fused to fire at all or fired inthe air. 

Other dispatches report soldiers 
killed by bomb throwing, raiding of 
government rifte factories, etc., none of 
which can be confirmed in any respon- 
sible quarters. 

There is much curiosity as to the in- 
tentions of the imperial family. There 
are rumors that they are going to the 
Crimea, Copenhagen or some place till 
the storm has blown over.

Nor does 
he take into account the inevitable in- 
crease in price as the supply is dimin- 
ished by cutting away the timber and 
the growing demand for ties incident 
to the building of new lines. 

He does not include the trolley sys- 
tems, which are extending so rapidly 
over the country as well as through the 
city streets, nor the elevated railways, 
nor subways nor private railway tracks 
in mining and other districts, all of 
which combined will require at least 
30 per cent as many ties annually as 
the steam railroads and with other tim- 
ber and lumber raise the total value of 
that sort of material used in construc- 
tion to not less than $100,000,000 a 
year. 

Senator Manderson gave an interest- 
ing calculation. He showed that there 
are 286,262 miles of ordinary steam 
the United States, 


into their construction. The average 
life of an oak tie is ten years, Natural 
pine ties last from four to six years 
and when treated- with chemicals are 
preserved for about ten years. Ten 
per cent of the ties now in use must 
be renewed annually, making a yearly 
demand for replacement of 90,000,000 


tion, which amounts to about 6,000 
miles of track a year and requires at 
least 18,000,000 additional ties and in- 
creases the total consumption to about 
110,000,000 ties per annum. 

Oak ties cost about 55 cents each; nat- 
ural pine ties cost 38 cents each, and 
when treated with preservations 48 
cents. Hence the average cost of the 
110,000,000 ties which are now consum- 
ed annually in railway construction 
and repair is about 50 cents each and 


Senator Manderson might have added 
the enormous amount of timber used 
for telegraph poles, which are set at an 
average of forty to the mile along the 
railways of the United States and cost 
from $6 to $10 each, or an average of 
$7.50, taking the country together. This 
is about $300 per mile. An easy calcu- 
lation shows that not less than $85,- 
000,000 is invested in telegraph poles 
by railroads alone, which, like the ties, 
have to be renewed at stated periods. 

Nor is this all of the timber required 
for railway construction; bridges, sta- 


rolling stock, snowsheds, doors and 
trestles and other parts of the physical 
plant require an enormous amount of 
timber, which is always deteriorating 
and has to be replaced frequently. It is 
therefore fair and reasonable to esti- 
mate the expenditures of the steam 
railway companies of the United States 
for timber alone at $100,000,000 a year. 

The rapid cutting away of the timber 
supply makes this a very important 


advocates assert, there is no more 
profitable investment for the American 
people than to plant trees, particularly 
oak trees, 

The European railways haye metal 
ties, but railway builders in the United 
States will not use them. They prefer 
wood ties because they give elasticity 
to the roadbed, most important for the 
preservation and maintenance of the 
rolling stock. Wood ties maintain the 
alignment of the rails, so essential to 
safety, better than any metallic substi- 
tute and are much more easily ban- 
dled and replaced. 

Metal ties will do in Europe, where 
the locomotives and the rolling stock 
are light, but in the United States loco- 
motives have increased in weight 
in recent years from tons to 110 
tons and freight cars from twenty- 
eight feet to forty feet in length and 
from 20,000 to 100,000 pounds’ capaci- 
ty. Modern scientific railway construc- 
tion requires an elastic roadbed to car- 
ry safely such heavy weights. With 
metal ties or a solid stone base the 
rails would wear very rapidly, the 
heavy mogul engines would pound 
themselves to pieces very soon, and the 
running gear of the cars would have 
to be renewed much more frequently 
than at present. 

Thus far no safe or economical sub- 
stitute has ever been found for wooden 
ties, and the railways of the country 
will continue to require annually ties 
and telegraph poles of a value equal to 
the output of all the gold mines in the

FISHING LINES. 


The Very Finest Are Those Formed 
From Silkworm Gut. 

Silkworm gut forms the best line for 
fishing purposes partly on account of 
its great tenacity and partly because It 
is so transparent. Every year a sufil 
clent number of Spanish silkworm 
grubs are selected for this purpose 
After they have eaten enough mulber 
ry leaves and before they begin to 
spin they are thrown Into vinegar for 
several hours. Each insect is killed, 
and the substance which the grub in 
the natural course would have spun 
into a cocoon tis foreibly drawn from 
the dead worm into a much thicker 
and shorter silken thread. 

The threads are then placed in pure 
water for about four hours and after 
ward dipped for ten minutes in a solu 
tion of soft soap. The fine outer skin 
is thus loosened, so that the workman 
can remove it with his hands. The 
threads must be dried in a shady 
place and are often bleached with sul- 
phur vapor until they acquire the 
bright appearance of spun glass.—-Lon- 
don Telegraph.

ANSWER OF GHINA 


Denial of Charges Filed Against 
Her by Russia 


MAKES COUNTER-CHARGE 


Says Russians Built Bridges Over 
Liao River 
Troops In Territory Which 
Was Agreed Upon as Neutral 


and Encawped 


Washington, Jan. 25.—China’s an- 
swer to the American government's 
communication calling attention to the 
Russian charges that the Chinese were 
violating neutrality was delivered to 
Secretary Hay at bis residence by Sir 
Chentung Liang Cheng, the Chinese 
minister. It will later be sent to the 
president. 

Until the Chinese answer has been 
read by the president its text is with- 
held, but an approved synopsis of the 
contents of the note has been ob- 
tained, as follows: 

Regarding the charge that the Chi- 
nese bandits were enlisted in the Jap- 
anese army, the Chinese government 
Says that they were enlisted first by 
the Russians as frontier guards and 
fought against the Japanese. Besides, 
the subjects of a neutral power have 
the right as private citizens to enlist in 
a foreign army. No Japanese officers 
are in China’s northern army at all. 
Russians and other foreigners are in 
educational institutions throughout 
the empire and in the maritime cus- 
tom houses, but this is a matter of in- 
ternal administration. 

Regarding the iron ore said to have 
been furnisned the Japanese urmy, 
the answer says this ore is from cer- 
tain mines owned by Chinese mer- 
chants, separate from the government 
mines at Han Yang. International law 
does not include this article under the 
head of contraband of war. 

The Matao islands are said to have 
been used by the Japanese as a base 
for their navy. This is denied. 

Regarding the articles of contraband 
alleged to have been sent to Dalny, 
ships have run the blockade, but that 
is the belligerents' lookout. China is 
doing all she can to maintain it. 

Regarding the Ryeshitelni incident, 
it is stated that the seizure was as un- 
expected by the Chinese as by the Rus- 
sians. The Chinese government did 
everything it could against such 
seizure, 

The Chinese government considers 
that Russia has violated neutrality in a 
rumber of instances. Bridges have 
been built by the Russians over the 
Liao river, and Russian troops have en- 
camped on the west side of the river, 


which is supposed to mark the 
boundary line of the neutral zone. 
The captain of the Ryeshitelni, 


while going to Shanghai under military 
escort, made his escape from the au- 
thorities, in whose charge he was. 

The answer, in conclusion, says the 
Chinese government has not swerved 
ene iota from her neutrality, and the 
general attitude of her people is peace- 
ful, and has been appreciated at such 
by the powers. 


Expression of 2,750,000 People 

Washington, Jan. 25.—A stimulus to 
the movement looking to the settlement 
of international disputes by arbitra- 
tion was given by the presentation to 
each United States senator of a printed 
copy of a British petition favoring arbi- 
tration. The memorial is signed by 
7432 representatives of industrial and 
provident organizations, having a mem- 
bership of more than 2,750,000 citizens 
of the united kingdom. As an expres- 
sion of opinion from working men it 
is declared to be without a parallel. 


Mother Accused of Stabbing 

New York, Jan. 25.—Dying of a stab 
wound in the back, believed to have 
been inflicted by his mother at their 
home, Clifford Nichols, aged 14, was 
taken to a hospital last night. The 
boy was found by a neighbor who, dis- 
covering his condition, notified the po- 
lice. The lad’s mother, 31 years old, 
was arrested. The police were unable 
to obtain from her any explanation of 
the stabbing. 


Russians Deserving of Sympa hy 

London, Jan. 25.—War Secretary 
Foster, speaking at Croydon last night, 
expressed the sympathy of the people 
of the united kingdom with the people 
of Russia. He said he was sure Britons 
desired the peasants of Russia to enter 
upon the heritage of liberty and free- 
dom which all Britons enjoyed and ob- 
tained through the sacrifices of their 


forefathers.

University Buiiding Burned 

Nashville, Jan. 25—The main build- 
ing of the Roger Williams university 
for negroes was destroyed by fire last 
night. No casualties resulted, but 
much personal property was destroyed 
and the total loss is $60,000. The in- 
stitution is under the patronage of the 
Home Mission society of New York. 


Greeks Attack Bulgarians 
Salonica, Jan. 25—A Greek band 
yesterday defeated 80 Bulgarians near 
Ghesgeli, killing or wounding 30. Bul- 
garian villagers of the same district are 
fleeing to the mountains in fear of the 
Greeks. 


Ladrones on the Rampage 
Manila, Jan. 25—The town of San 
Francisco de Malabon, in the province 
of Cavite, was attacked by Ladrones 
last night. Contract Surgeon O'Neil 
was killed,

Record Which Is Credited to For Conspiracy Against Firm 


John Hoch by Chicazo Police | 


Chicago, Jan. 25.—Information of 
more alleged victims of the supposed 
Bluebeard, John Hoch, has been given 
the police by John Frick, a railroad 
employe. Frick has reported to the 
police a charge that his sister, Mrs. 
Mary Schultz, married Hoch, who then 
called himself Albert Muschburg, at 
Argos, Ind., in 1900. Mrs. Schultz had 
a child named Nettie, then 5 years old. 

“Shortly after they arrived in Chi- 
cago letters ceased coming to me,” said 
Frick, “and I am under the belief that 
my sister and her little girl were done 
away with. My sister had about $1500 
at the time of the marriage.” 

Relatives of six of the 18 wives 
credited to Hoch have expressed a be 
lief to the police that the six women 
died from poisoning. 

The list of dead and missing is as 
follows: Mrs. Marie W. Hoch, died 
Jan. 11, 1905; Mrs. Mary Steinbecker, 
died 1894; Mary Decker, St. Louis, died 
1902; Mrs. Mary Schultz, Argos, Ind., 
died 1900; child also disappeared; Mrs. 
Lena Hoch, Milwaukee; Mrs, Sophia 
Hoch, Milwaukee. 

A furniture dealer informed the po- 
lice last night that he had furnished 
five different flats for Hoch, each time 
under a different name, and that he 
had a new wife for every flat. 


An Incomprehensible Surrender 

London, Jan. 25—A Times corre- 
spondent at Pekin, who has returned 
from a visit to Port Arthur, says: 
Those who have seen the condition of 
the fortress believe that no more dis- 
creditable surrender is recorded in his 
tory. There were 25,000 able-bodied 
men capable of making a sortie, hun- 
dreds of officers all well nourished, and 
plenty of ammunition, the largest 
magazine being untouched and full to 
the roof with all kinds of ammunition 
for naval guns. There was, further, 
ample food for three months. There 
was an abundance of wine and medical 
comforts and large quantities of fuel of 
all kinds. All accounts agree that no 
man ever held a responsible command 
who less deserved the title of hero than 
General Stoessel. 


Charges Against Circuit Judge 
Washington, Jan. 25.—In the mail of 
nearly every member of the house of 
representatives yesterday was a letter 
signed by a Philadelphia firm setting 
forth 12 reasons why constitutional ac- 
tion should be taken against Judge La- 
combe of the circuit court for the 
southern district of New York. The 
matter will be laid before the judiclary 
committee.

SMOULDERING 


Russian Outbreak May Be 


Question of a Short Time 


A GOPON PROCLAMATION 


Members of Government Have 
Outlawed Themselves and 
Should Be Removed by Bombs 
and Dynamite--St Petersburg 
Under Military Control--Au- 
thorities Face a Decidedly 
Gloomy Situation at Moscow 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 25.—There was 

no bloodshed in St. Petersburg yester- 
day, but the condition of affairs has not 
improved and in other of the large cities 
of Russia matters appear to be rapidly 
assuming a critical phase. 

In Moscow, particularly, the outlook 
is threatening, the strike there having 
become general, while the revolution- 
ary spirit seems to dominate. 


A proclamation in the name of 
Father Gopon has been circulated, in- 
citing to the use of bombs, dynamite 
or any weapon whatsoever against the 
members of the government, who, it is 
asserted, outlawed themselves by the 
course that was adopted against the 
workmen of St. Petersburg on Sunday. 

The office of governor general of the 
city and government of St. Petersburg 
has been created by imperial order, 
with extraordinary powers for dealing 
with the existing condition of affairs, 
and General Trepoff, whose administra- 
tion of the office of chief of police of 
Moscow brought upon him a sentence 
of death by the revolutionary party, 
has been appointed to the post. Nu- 
merous arrests have been made, includ- 
ing authors anda prominent editor, 
whose names have been connected with 
a reported revolutionary propaganda. 

Shopkeepers and residents of St. Pe- 
tersburg have evinced their apprehen- 
sions by boarding up doors and win- 
dows. Cavalry and infantry patrol 
were all that were to be seen at mid- 
night in the streets of St. Petersburg 
and Moscow. 

Beneath the surface the ferment con- 
tinues and the public nervousness and 
apprehension as to future develop- 
ments is still unallayed. Secret meet- 
ings of different classes in opposition to 
the existing order of things are being 
held, but the divergent element which 
were suddenly brought together by the 
tragic events of last Sunday are ad- 
vancing on divergent plans, and no 
common ground of action has yet been 
found 

The prisons are filled with agitators, 
revolutionists and student orators. 
Such measures may result in bomb- 
throwing and terrorism, but the con- 
census of opinion is that the immedi- 
ate future actions of the agitators de- 
pends upon what occurs in Moscow 
and other large cities of Russia, where 
the workmen are beginning to strike. 

Over 100,000 men are out in Mos- 
cow. There will be a big demonstra- 
tion there today and, it is feared, it 
will be accompanied by bloodshed. 

The situation confronting tbe mili- 
ary authorities at Moscow is much 
more serious than that In St. Peters- 
burg. Out of over 1,000,000 inhabitants 
of Moscow over two-thirds are work- 
men, including an exceedingly rough 
and turbulent element. The troops 
there are less, and the city does not 
lend itself, like St. Petersburg, to 
natural barriers to prevent the con- 
gregation of men. The centre of the 
town has no bridges and no canals, 
and hills and narrow streets make it 
difficult for troops to act. Only the 
gates piercing the walls of the old Chi- 
nese town which surrounds the Krem- 
lin would afford the military natural 
places to bar demonstrators. 

At Kovno and Vilna, where strikes 
also have been begun, the workmen are 
following the St. Petersburg plan of 
marching about the city and inducing 
or forcing other workmen to leave their 
employment. 


Demonstration by Finlanders 
Helsingfors, Finland, Jan. 25.—Thou- 
sands of workmen joined in a demon- 
stration here last night. Assembling 
on the huge steps of the Nicolai cathe- 
dral, they paraded the streets till mid- 
night, waving red flags. The windows 
of public houses, hotels, breweries and 
a number of newspaper offices were 
broken. The police interfered rather 

late, arresting 50 of the workmen. 


Moscow Has Reform Mayor 
Moscow, Jan. 25.—The municipa! 
council, by a vote of 113 to 10, re-elected 
Prince Galitzin mayor of Moscow. The 
prince is a prominent leader in 
local reform movement. 


Grand Jury Officia! Vanishes 

Portland, Or., Jan. 25.—A_ sensa- 
tion has been created by the mysterious 
disappearance of Carl Phelps, secre- 
tary of the federal grand jury, which fs 
investigating the land fraud cases.

A NAVAL TEST. 


Plan to Measure Smoke Emission of 
a New Cruiser. 

The new cruiser Milwaukee, now 
nearing completion at the Union Iron 
works in San Francisco, when she 
starts on her official trial trip next 
summer will undergo a tiovel test, says 
the New York Post. In addition to the 
usual tests of speed, turning, stopping, 
backing and performing other evolu 
tions, the Milwaukee will be observed 
for the amount of smoke she emits 
from her stacks. The volume and 
character of smoke given out while 
steaming has become regarded as a 
factor of the vessel's efficiency, for her 
visibility at sea is largely measured by 
the smoke she gives out, a steamer’s 
smoke being ordinarily seen long be- 
fore the vessel herself becomes visible. 
It is further desired to measure the 
smoke emission on account of its be- 
ing a valuable index of the efficiency 
of boilers and furnaces, excessive 
smoke indicating indifferent fuel or im- 
perfect combustion of the fuel. 

According to the plans at present 
suggested, a series of photographs of 
the cruiser will be taken while she Is 
under way, and from these, taken at 
fixed intervals of time, the amount of 
smoke may be determined with fair ac 
curacy. Excessive smoking will be rem- 
edied as far as possible, and data may

Tbe storm of Wednesday was one of 
the worst that Quincy has experienced 
for years, perbaps since 1898. ‘The first 
indications of the blizzard made their 
appearance Tuesday evening. It began 
to snow about 6 o’cluck, the snow being | 
accompanied by ahigh wind. As night | 
drew on, the wind increased in violence, 
and the snow ip volume, 

Before morning it had developed intoa 
bowling northeast blizzard. Inaddition 
to this the weather was bitter cold, and 
it was a tough day for those whose 
business called them out. | 

Tbere had been no let up at noon; if 
anytbing it had increased in violence. | 

TRAIN SERVICE. 

Train service had become uncertain. 
All of the trains both outward and in- 
ward were late, and as the day ad- 
vanced there was no improvement. On 
the contrary it became worse. Late 
afternoon trains were anywhere from 


half an hour to two hours late. The 
train that left Buston at 2.30 arrived 


in Quincy at 3.45 and thus it was all 
the evening. Wise people remained in 
town all night. The inward trains 
were just as bad. 

THE ELECTRICS. 

Street car scrvice was about as_ bad. 
The Wollaston, Weymouth Landing, 
Ifoughs Neck and Brockton lines were 
abandoned early in the day. Cars on 
the West Quincy and Quincy Point} 
lines were run all day and considering 
the elements they kept fairly 
time. On the Hancock street-Neponset 
line cars were run at infrequent 
intervals, 

The company had every man at work 
and all of its big ploughs were kept 
constantly on the move. In exposed} 
places, however, the snow accumulated 
in drifts as fast as it was ploughed out. 
The ploughs were kept at work all 
night with the result that this morning 
all the lines save the Houghs Neck were 
open. 

The storekeepers had but little to do 
and early Wednesday afternoon clerks 
were sent home and all the stores

closed at 6 o’clock. People had a hard

The storm abated Wednesday evening,

TIDAL WAVE, 

The high wind was probably respon- 
sible for the tidal wave that prevailed 
Wednesday. Canal street near the cor- 
ner of Newcomb street was overflowed 
to a depth of two feet, making passage 
next to impossible. 

At Quincy Point it was justas bad 
and the Weymouth side of the bridge 
was overflowed to a depth of two feet. 
This morning's tide was about as bigh 
and both of these points 
flowed again. 

AT HOUGHS NECK. 

Houghs Neck is completely cut off 

from Quincy by several big drifts that 


were over- 


completely block the street, making 
passage simply impossible. Nothing 
bas been heard from this section of the 


city except by telephone, since Wednes- 
day morning. 

Letter carrier Dunham came through 
Wednesday morning with the mail but 
experienced considerable difficulty 
getting back. He made an unsuccess- 
ful to get to Quincy in the 
afternoon, but was obliged to give it 
up. He had not made his appearance 
at the post office up to noon today, but 
it was thought he would get through 
before night. 

The high tide Wedn:sday afternoon 
came up over the causeway, and when 
it receded it left a large amount of ice 
in the street and completely buried the 
street railway tracks, so that it will be 
necessary to pick them out. ‘The worst 
drifts are along near Rock Island road 
where they are over ten feet high, 

The high tide did considerable dam- 
age along the water front. A number 
of boats were washed ashore and left 
high and dry io the street. 

The water also came up over the 
Steamboat wharf and did considerable 
damage. The gate fence at the end of 
the wharf was carried away and the 
freight house was also damaged. 

No damage was done to the Quincy

A Small Fire But a Tough Night 
to Get Out. 


It was a toughnight for a fire and 
when Box 73 sounded at 9 o’clock last 
night it was brought forcibly to the 
attention of the firemen, who were 
obliged to leave their warm quarters 
and face the elements. 

Box 73 is the nearest box to the Fore 
River works, and many thought the 
fire must be at the works. Telephone 
lines were kept busy by people inquir- 
ing the whereabouts of the fire. The 
operators at the Central office quickly 
quieted their fears by informing them 
that the fire was in a little building on 
the corner of Winter and Howard streets 
used by J. P. Flannigan as an express 
office and a small store. 

The fire started behind the counter, 


probably from an overheated lamp. It 
was confined to the interior of the 
building and was extinguished by 


members of Hose 4, who were the first 
to arrive on the scene. 

The loss was about $25. 

The central station apparatus had a 
hard time trying to get to the fire. As 
there was considerable bare groand the 
apparatus was on wheels. It started up 
Quincy avenue and turned iuto Scammell 
street where the three pieces became 
stalled in a high snow bank. 

It was here that Chief Williams found

PROMISES FROM THE CZAR 


Has Ordered Framing of Certain 
For Their Benefit, In- 
cluding Reduction of Hours 


Laws 


of Labor--Strikes Spreading, 
but Situation Not Acute--Fears 
of Serious Trouble In Moscow 
Not Realized 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 26.—Governor 
General ‘Trepoff and Minister of 
Finance Kokovseff issued a proclama- 
tion last night which reveals the gov- 
ernment’s plan for breaking the strike, 
not only here, but throughout Russia. 

The proclamation is conceived in a 
paternal tone, and points out that hon- 
est workmen, who want to better their 
condition, should have brought their 
demands to the government instead of 
being misled by agitators into affiliat 
ing with a movement which is uot cob- 
fined to economic aspirations. 

It invites them to return to work, 
promis ing » them in the cZar's name a re- 
vision of the general law so as to re- 
strict the hours of labor, the institution 
o: a plan for state insurance and other- 
wise to meet their demand so far as 
the law will permit, and guarantee 
them protection against interference by 
agitators. 

This document will be followed either 
by an imperial manifesto, along the 
same lines, in the hope of preventing 
the speead of the strike, or by specific 
proclamations by the local authorities 
wherever strikes are in progress. By 
promising to yield the question of the 
hours of labor, which are now legally 
11 in Russia, the authorities believe 
they will meet the main grievance of 
the workmen. 

This, together with the guarantee of 
protection, the authorities hope, will in- 
duce those strikers who are indifferent 
to political demands and which class 
they declare constitutes a great bulk 
ot the men, to resume work. The gen- 
eral effect of the proclamation, how- 
ever, is still problematical. 

Though the strikes have been spread- 
ing to various towns, the situation, 
while disquieting, is not acute any- 
where. The great demonstration with 
an accompaniment of bloodshed which 
Moscow yester- 
day did not occur and the strike in the 
ancient capital has not spread rapidly, 
only about 20,000 workmen being out, 
according to latest reports. Cossacks 
charged and dispersed a crowd of 30,000 
workmen and reports were circulated 
in St. Petersburg that many were 
killed, but advices direct from Mos- 
eow deny this, the best information be- 
ing that only a few blank volleys were 
fired. The Moscow military have re- 
ceived orders to avoid a repetition of 
Sunday's tragedy here and not use ball 
cartridges unless they are driven to 
de so by the direst necessity. 

In several Baltic province towns 
there has been considerable disorder. 
especially at Riga, where the military 
are in complete possession. In the 
streets of Helsingfors there was last 
evening a resumption of Tuesday 
night's rloting with bloodshed, some 30 
persons being wounded. If a general 
movement breaks out among the Finns, 
it is likely to take the form of an armed 
uprising, as almost every Finn has a 
weapon in his house. 

Regarding the public posting at Mos- 
cow of a London telegram imputing the 
disorders to British and Japanese in- 
fluences it is thought the Russian goy- 
ernment will disavow responsibility for 


the course of Roudneff. 
Not Favorable to Russia 
London, Jan. 26—The London 


papers have been given up alinost ex- 

clusively since Sunday to alarmist re- 
ports from Russia, hostile articles and 
| scathing editorials on the “massacre,” 
one of the mildest terms used for the 
affair of Sunday, and the Russian em- 
peror and his government are gen- 
erally compared to “beasts at bay.” 

The whole discussion of the situation 
in Russia serves again to reveal the! 
poorly disguised hostility of the Brit- 
ish press to everything Russian. The 
dispatches of the London papers all re- | 
port the conditions prevailing in Rus- 
sia to be worse than the regular press 
accounts. The Russian official figures 
of the killed and wounded are stig- 
matized as “ludicrously official.” 

The number of slain reported here in 
Monday’s papers ranged from 2000 to 
8000. One prominent paper announced |

SHIPPING IS SUSPENDED 


No Serious Marine Mishaps Re- 
ported--Wharves and Beaches 
Damaged by High Tides--Rail- 
road Traffic Delayed 


72 MILES AN HOU 


Boston, Jan. 26.—What New England- 
ers delight to cali ‘a regular old fash- 
ioned snowstorm” raged with great 
fierceness along the entire coast, ac- 
companied by intense cold, great | 
yelocities and an cxtremely high tide. 

As the storm did not extend very far 
into the interior and as the snowfall, al- 

| 


though considerable, was fine and dry, 
land traffic and wire communication 
was not seriously interupted. But the 
gale, which blew a hurricane, especially 
over southeastern New England, caused 
coastwise shipping to be practically 
suspended, and as nearly all the coast- 
ers reached a harbor, what few marine 
accidents were reported were due to 
the weakness of their ground tackle. 

A two-masted schooner was driven 
across Provincetown harbor and 
grounded on the flats at the southeast 
side. She was there at dark last night 
with the short harbor waves dashing 
over her, and, while in no danger of 
going to pieces, not without danger to 
her crew. Six years ago the entire 
crew of a vessel in a similar predica- 
ment and in the same place was frozen 
to death. 

It was feared last night that a like 
fate might overtake those on the 
schooner, as the lifesavers were unable 
to reach her. 

The schooner Rodney Parker was 
driven ashore at Portland, Me., and will 
probably be a total loss. Her crew 
reached shore without much difficulty. 
Schooner James Rothwell was torn 
from her wharf at High Island, Penob 
scot bay, and blown across the harbor 
by the gale onto Birch island, where she 
is reported as resting easily. On the 
other hand the gale and the high tide 
saved a small schooner at Southwest 
Harbor after she had been on the rocks 
for two weeks. 

A small coal barge sprang aleak off 
Fall River wharf and sank soon after, 
her crew reaching shore without dif- 
ficulty. 

Nearly every important port in New 
England harbored a storm-bound fleet 
Not a vessel left Boston yesterday. 


As the centre of the storm was sonie- 
where off Nantucket yesterday after. 
noon, the southeastern portion of New 
England bore the brunt of the gale’s 
fierce lashing. ‘The little Nantucket 
ightship, anchored far out of sight of 
land and close to the Gulf stream, re 
ported by wireless the hardest ex: 
perience for several years. 

On Cape Cod the wind reached a 
velocity of 72 miles an hour, the high- 
est of the winter, if not for severa) 
years. Other exposed points near the 
storm centre, like Chatham, Nantucket, 
Martha’s Vineyard and Block Island, 
were also swept by gales averaging 
between 50 and 60 miles an hour. 

The afternoon tide was a mighty 
one. Coming so soon after the full 
moon and being, therefore, on the high 
course, the northeaster banked up the 
water against the coast several feet 
above the mark of former years, caus- 
ing not a little damage to wharves and 
cutting deeply into the beaches. 

At Provincetown a portion of the 
main street was under water, while 
the end of Long Point, on the other 
side of the harbor, was converted inte 
an island. The marshes on the New 
Hampshire and northern Massachu- 
setts coasts, as well as in Marshfield 
and Duxbury, were flooded for many 
miles, but the damage was compara- 
tively slight. 

The cold wave overtook the storm 
and all day the mercury dropped stead- 
ily until it reached zero in many 
places, 

As usual in such storms, the cold 
and the snow delayed railroad traffic to 
more or less extent, engines being un- 
able to make steam, while the snow 
blocked the switches, especially in the 
great yards of the Boston terminals. 
New York trains were three or four 
hours late In both directions, while the 
suburban service out of Boston was 
badly demoralized. 

It was difficult to estimate the snow- 
fall about Boston, on account of the! 
drifting tendency, but it averaged a/| 
trifle more than a foot. Clear weather, 
with high northwest winds and the se- 
verest cold of the season, will follow, 
according to the prediction of the loca) | 
weather bureau. 


Complete Winter Tie-Up 
New York, Jan. 26.—Not since the | 
blizzard of 1888 has New York been se} 
completely snowbound as now. The! 
entire coast line, from the Delaware! 
capes north, has been in the grasp of al 
storm which, because of the heavy fall 
of snow, the intensity of cold and the) 
force of the gale, has exceeded in 
severity anything experienced in years, | 
Inland from Maine, throughout the 
New England states and the middle’ 
Atlantic states, all reports indicate a! 
most complete winter tie-up. Far into 
the west there is snow and a remark- | 
ably low temperature, while the ex. | 
treme south seems te have escaped. | 
Everywhere railroad traffic is delayed. 
So severe was the storm in this city 
that even during the day hours sey- 
eral persons were frozen to death er 
died frem exhaustion. 


A HERO AT PANLUNG FORTS. 


Japanese Officer's Bravery Displayed 
at Port Arthur's Siege. 

On deeds of jersonal bravery vol- 
umes could be written, writes a cor- 
respondent of the London Mail who 
was with the Japanese troops before 
Port Arthur. I will just jot down one 
incident during the Japanese attack on 
the Panlung forts at Port Arthur. 

A young officer heroically saved that 
day. When his comrades turned and 
ran back he refused to follow. With 
the handful of men who stood at his 
side he climbed the breastwork and 
planted a small Japanese flag on the 
parapet. We could see him calling on 
his men to rally as he pointed out the 
ensign of his country. e 

They heard his appeal, stopped in 
their flight and turned back again. For 
the second time they came running up 
the hill under the murderous fire, and 
this time nothing could stop them, 

Scores of them fell, but the others, 
fired by the heroism of their leader, 
pushed on, cleared the glacis at a-‘run, 
swarmed over the breastworks up to 
the parapet, where their flag, waving 
over the corpse of their brave leader, 
urged them to greater deeds. Other 
troops took up the cry and stormed 
their way forward. We could see them 
silhouetted on the top of the walls; 
then they disappeared into the interior 
of the fort. 

They met heroism with stolid cour- 
age and bravery. For more than six 
long hours both sides engaged with 
rifles and bayonets, hand grenades and 
machine guns, stones and swords and 
clubbed rifles in the fiercest and wild- 
est struggle at close quarters. First 
they were in and out among the bomb 
proofs and the trenches, then they 
were sheltered behind sand bags; some- 
times out in the open, now playing at 
hide and seek, a game which invari- 
ably ended in the most furious hand to 
hand conflict. 

First the Japanese would gain ground 
and occupy the biggest part of the fort; 
then the Russians would assume the 
upper hand and drive their enemies to 
the wall. The hardest fighting took 
place around the flag. Fifteen times 
the Russians uprooted it, and every 
time a gallant little Jap fought his way 
to the spot and replanted it. He was 
shot down for his bravery. 


INDUSTRIOUS VIRGINIA HENS 


One County of State Alone Shipped 
10,800,000 Eggs Last Year. 

The western part of Virginia has 
been known for years as a great sec- 
tion for raising poultry, and the indus- 
try is increasing at a rapid rate, says a 
Richmond special dispatch to the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean. The shipment of 
Thanksgiving turkeys and chickens for 
all seasons brings in a considerable 
revenue. The Harrisonburg News re- 
cently compiled the figures of the egg 
production of Rockingham county for 
the past year. It finds that 30,000 
crates were shipped to market, a total 
of 10,800,000 eggs sold from one county 
in a single year. This does not include 
many thousands consumed on the 
farms where they are laid. 

The lowest price of the year was l4 
to 15 cents a dozen, and in December 

2 cents was paid. The average for the 
past year was 22 cents. The profit from 
eggs alone to Rockingham county 
farmers was nearly $200,000. Virginia 
is able to put aside a very creditable 
“nest egg’ from the profit of a year’s 
work of her industrious hens.

Backbone of Strike Is Broken 
at St Petersburg 


NO SERIOUS COLLISIONS 


Events at Moscow, Where Strike 
Is Re- 
stricted to Minor Skirmishes-- 


Steadily Spreading, 


Whereabouts of Gopon, Leader 
of Strike Movement, Unknown 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 27.—Although 
the strikes in Reval, Libau, Kieff, 
Odessa and a few smaller places are ex- 
tending, the situation is nowhere acute. 
An increasing number of workmen are 
out in Moscow, but there is no general 
tle-up or disorder there. The where 
abouts of Father Gopon remains a 
mystery, although it is believed the 
priest is in Moscow. 

The Russian capital presents almost 
a normal appearance and the authori- 
tiles are confident that the backbone of 
the strike has been broken. Some fac- 
tories and mills already have resumed 
and a general resumption of opera- 
tions is expected on Monday. The au- 
thorities expect that the failure of the 
strike here will have a discouraging ef- 
fect upon the workmen in other cities 
fto which the troubles have been spread- 
ing and believe that there is no longer 
danger of a complete suspension of all 
the industrial concerns of Russia. 

Minister of the Interior Sviatopolk- 
Mirsky has promised a delegation of 
editors who called upon him that he 
will investigate the matter of the ar- 
rest of a number of prominent writers 
who are now confined in the St. Peter 


and St. Paul fortress, and secure their 


release as soon as possible. 


No Bloodshed at Moscow 


Moscow, Jan. 27.—Although the 
strike in this city is steadily 


spreading, the movement thus far has 
not been accompanied by collisions of 
great gravity. Yesterday's events were 


| restricted to minor skirmishes on the 


northern and eastern outskirts of the 
city, in which the troops successfully 
resisted all efforts of the crowds to 
break through the cordon. No blood- 
shed is reported. Both the authorities 
and the masters have shown admirable 
coolness in the face of the situation, 
the former avoiding provocation -by 
studiously concealing the troops and 
the latter by displaying a readiness to 
meet the men’s demands. 

During a press correspondent’s visit 
to the factories south of the river, 
which employ hundreds of thousands 
of men, he saw no more than 200 work- 
men in the streets and discovered that 
the men were all staying indoors. It 
appears that when the strikers made the 
round of the mills calling on their com- 
rades to quit work under threat of 
jwrecking the plants, the masters de- 
cided to allow the men to take a holi 
day with full pay, provided they re- 
mained in their dwellings, and the 
workmen unanimously consented, the 
result being that the intimidators were 
disarmed. 

In the meanwhile the workmen and 
masters are negotiating for a settlement 
ef their differences. Several firms al- 
ready have offered an advance in wages 


| which would bring up the average earn- 
| dngs of their workmen to $10 a month 


and lodgings. One firm has offered to 
Aknock off one hour from the legal work- 
ing day of 11 hours; but this is a burn- 
ing question on which the majority of 
the masters are unwilling to unable to 
agree to concessions, 

The Danilowsky textile factory alone 
fontinues working. The district across 
the Moskva river is heavily guarded; 


} the authorities remain confident and 


the police patrols have been reduced. 
The situation, however, is none the less 
jncertain, as it is still a question 
whether the workmen will remain 
quiescent if the strike becomes general. 


Temporary Fallure of Revoit 

London, Jan. 27.—Stories so fan- 
tastic as to be unworthy of repetition 
still continue to appear in the St. Pe 
tersburg dispatches to some of the Lon- 
don morning newspapers. All the more 
trustworthy journals, however, have 
begun to recognize that for the time be- 
ing the revolt has failed. 


Riga Strikers and Troops Fight 

London, Jan. 27,—-A dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram company from Riga con- 
firms the previous announcement of a 
collision there between strikers and 
troops. Thirty workmen were killed or 
wounded and a sub-chief of police and 
two soldiers were mortally wounded. 


Quiet In Poland 

Vienna, Jan. 27.—Dispatches from 
Warsaw say the situation there is quiet 
and that no Polish rising is imminent. 
The newspapers there only publish of- 
ficial reports of events in Russia, but 
the wildest rumors are current regard- 
ing the situation in that country. 


Kovno Factories Closed 

Kovno, Jar. 27.—This town is calm. 
Some factories were reopened yester- 
tiay, but they were closed later. The 
street cars have stopped running. 
Troops are patrolling and bands of 
workmen are parading the streets, but 
there has been no disorder.

fought. 

Reports received here are to the effect 
that a Russian force has crossed the 
Hun river on the Japanese left wing. A 
Japanese force advanced against the 
Russians, making an attack. 

The fighting must be attended with 
great suffering from the cold. A snow- 
storm began on Monday, following a 
long period of remarkable wmildness. 
The temperature is below zero and the | 
plains are covered with several inches 
of snow. The ground is too bard for 
rapid trenching. 

Yesterday's move by the Russians is 
the first important one since General 
Mistchenko’s recent raid. 


Kuropatkin |e Hanclcappsd 
London, Jan. 27.—The Daily Tele- 
graph’s St. Petersburg correspondent 
asserts that General Kuropatkin has 
telegraphed to the emperor that his 
offensive power is seriously hampered 
by the obstinate reluctance of his 
troops from the European provinces to 
advance against theenemy. While the 
Cossacks and Siberians are full of 
dash, the Europeans argue that now 
that Port Arthur has surrendered there 

is no object in continuing the war. 


Japs Contracting For Bronchos 

Lead, 8. D., Jan. 27.—About 4000 
head of horses have been contracted by 
an agent who is said to be acting for 
the Japanese government. It is said 
that it will require about 7000 head of 
horses to fill the entire order placed 
with agents in this country. Most of 
the animals are bronchos, which are 
said to be adapted to the use of the 
army in Manchuria. 


To Investigate Cause of Deaths 

New York, Jan. 27.—Ten_ steerage 
passengers died at sea on the steamer 
Vaderland, which arrived here from 
Antwerp on Jan. 24. The cause of 
death was given as congestion of the 
lungs andj pneumonia and the vessel 
was passed at quarantine. Yesterday 
700 steerage passengers were not per- 
mitted to land when the steamer came 
up to her dock and the Vaderland was 
sent back to quarantine. A rigid in- 
vestigation into the cause of the deaths 
is to be conducted, 


May Affect All Buliding Trades 

Pittsburg, Jan. 27.—A big strike of all 
the building trades of Pittsburg and 
Allegheny county fis pending. None 
of the wage scales has been signed. 
The marble, electrical and tile work- 
ers are already on strike. The builders 
exchange is acting on scales as a whole 
and has adopted a rule providing against 
discrimination, favoring union men and 
demanding that full liberty to work 
and employ be accorded both workmen 
and employers. 


Cub Expelled Bolter 

St. Louis, Jan. 27.—Representative 
Grace of St. Louis, representing the 
Fifth legislative district in the Missouri 
legislature, was last night expelled 
from membership in the 22d ward Re- 
publican club by the adoption of a reso- 
lution condemning his course in the 
legislature in bolting from the sup- 
port of T. K. Niedringhaus, caucus 
nominee for United States senator. 


Cut Throat In Doctor’s P:esence 

Rochester, N. Y., Jan. 27.—George 
M. Ritter was arrested for intoxication. 
He became violent when locked up and 
cut his head. Dr. Nugent was sum- 
moned and while he was dressing the 
wound in the prisoner's head, Ritter 
reached for a scalpel in the doctor's 
instrument case and cut his throat. He | 
died in a few minutes. 


Fiorida Orange Crop Safe 

Tampa, Fla., Jan. 27—The damage 
done by the cold wave appears to be 
confined to vegetables and the tender 
fruits, such as guavas, avocado pears, | 
and the like. Orange growers report 
that there has been no serious damage to | 
the trees. The greater portion of the 
orange crop of this section has been 
gathered. 


Jackies Have Yellow Fever 

Washington, Jan. 27.—Governor 
Davis of the Panama canal zone reports 
that as an emergency measure, on ac- 
count of the yellow fever situation, he 
has taken full control of the sanitary 
work in Panama and Colon. Seven 
cases and one death on the U. S. 8. Bos- 
ton are reported. 


Navy Costs $77,000,000 a Year 

Washington, Jan. 27.—Secretary 
Morton has submitted to the house 
naval committee a memorandum show- 
ing that the annual appropriation for 
the up-keep of the navy when all the 
ships now building or authorized shall 
have been completed will approximate 
77,000,000. 


Cold Kilied Policeman ~ 
Baltimore, Jan. 27.—Patrolman Mat- 
thew Boone was found lying in the 
snow by his round sergeant. He died 
shortly after being taken home from 
heart failure, superinduced by the in- 
tense cold.

“Violets,” says N. Hudson Moore in 
his “Flower Fables and Fancies,” ‘“‘oc- 
cupy a conspicuous place in Greek my- 
thology.

heifer. Such common food as grass | 
was far too gross to serve as nourish- | 
ment for the sweetheart of one of the 
gods. Therefore as something mronder- 
fully delicious he created the violet, | 
that Io might feed upon its fragrant) 
petals.” The Greek name of the flow- 
er is Ion, and the Greek adopted it as 
their national emblem. The Romans 
also extolled this emblem of modesty, 
and it was the favorite flower of Mo- 
hammed. Besides being the emblem 
of humility, the violet is held to sig- 
nify love of truth. 

Four flowers only, Mr. Moore re- 
minds us, have entered into politics— | 
the rose in England, the lily in France| 
and the chrysanthemum in Japan. The 
fourth is the violet, which was more} 
closely associated with one man than 
with the country. ‘The violet is ever | 
reminiscent of Napoleon the Great, 
whose emblem it became. 


How Sarasata Taught Singing. 

“I was in South America once years 
ago as a young man, and I was 
stranded after a very unsuccessful tour 
inacity there.

SOLDIERS COMMISSIONED TO BUY 


ad —— 
Twenty-seven Car Loads With Sup- 
plies From Harbin Seon Surround- 
ed by Officers and Privates—Cars 
Containing Provisions, Cigarettes | 
and Liquors the Most Popular—Re- 
marks About a Tardy Lieutenant. 


“Twenty-seven cars just in from 
Harbin!” 

That was the joyful message that re- 
cently traveled by word of mouth all 
lover Mukden and up and down the | 
Sha river on the north bank, says | 
| Richard H. Little, special correspond- 
| ent of the Chicago News in Mauchuria. 
| Officers came posting into town from 
every direction. The twenty-seven cars 


were loaded with all sorts of supplies | 


for the Economical society, the organ- 


ization which furnishes rations and ar- 


ticles of equipment and wearing ap- | 


parel to the Russian officers in the 


eld.

‘The doors of the rail- 
road cars are five feet from the ground, 
and planks and steps have been made, 
on which the patient crowd ascend 
inch by inch and hour after hour to 
that proud eminence where they stand 
the envy of all beholders and buy and 
buy and buy. 

As each separate article bought is 
handed out the purchaser passes it to 
his faithful soldier servants or his Chi- 
nese attaches, who are waiting behind 
him on either side of the Ine, holding 
up their baskets ready to be filled. 
Some of the officers when after long 
hours of waiting they finally reach the 
post of honor seem loath to leave it. 
They run through one long list, and 
just as the man behind thinks his turn 
has arrived at last the officer in front 
fishes out another list and begins buy- 
ing all over again. When he gets 
through with this list he half turns 
away, and the man behind gives a sigh 
of relief and bawls out, “Twenty-five 
boxes of cigarettes!” but the man in 
front is only reaching for a third list 
of things be bas promised to buy for 
his general and his colonel and his four 
lieutenant colonels and two doctor 
friends in the hospital and three cap- 
tains who have a mess close to his 
regiment.

CORN TRAIN FOR IOWA. 


Campaign to Increase the Crops Will 
Be Managed by a Railroad. 
Following campaigns in South Da- 
kota, Minnesota and Nebraska by the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway in 
its prosecution of a pure seed propa- 
ganda, it is announced that a special 
train for the state of Icwa will be 
placed on the road about the middle 
of February and will reach practical- 
ly every important grain shipping point 

in the state, says the Chicago News. 
More cureful and scientific selection 
of seed corn with a view to increasing 
the production of the state is the ob- 
ject of the enterprise. Professor P. G. 
Holden of the State Agricultural col- 
lege at Ames, Ia., is the demonstrator. 
A total of more than 200 stations and 
over 1,500 miles of well equipped lines 
that reach the finest grain growing re- 
gions in the state are to be covered. 


Auto For War Service In Manchuria. 

What is said to be the first automo- 
bile to be used in actual war service 
will shortly be sent by the Russian 
Military authorities to Manchuria, 
where it will be used to transport war 
materials and provisions, says the 
New York Herald. It is a thirty-six 
horsepower car of French manufac- 
ture, on which a large dynamo has 
been placed, which furnishes the pow- 
er to the electric motors of five trail- 
ers. Each of these can carry a load 
of 1,700 pounds, and the train can be 
driven at a speed averaging ten miles 
°n hour.

MISSING WITNESS 


Miss Walker Appears, Now 


That Tucker Is Convicted 


VERDICT SURPRISED HER 


Claims That She Was Told Her 
Testimony Was Not Important 
--Now Willing to Brave Ordeal 


of Courtroom If Needed 


Boston, Jan. 28.—A special to The 
Post from Damariscotta, Me., says that 
Miss Mabel Walker, who was with 
Charles L. Tucker on the day that 
Mabel Page was murdered, and who 
Was sought by the defense during the 
trial at which Tucker was convicted, 
returned to her home in Damariscotta 
late last night. The Post correspondent 
says that Miss Walker regrets her fail- 
ure to have appeared at the trial and 
expressed her determination in case a 
new trial was secured to appear and 
testify in behalf of the convicted man. 

Miss Walker claims, says The Post, 
that certain police officials told her that 
her testimony was not important; and 
that she stayed away because she 
thought Tucker would be declared not 
guilty, and that her testimony would 
not be a factor in the Tucker's 
eonyviction came as a sudden shock to 
the young woman. 

She did not believe that he would be 
found guilty, and she did not want to 
face a crowded courtroom and tell her 
story. Wher she left Damariscotta, 
Miss Walker went to a little town in 
the interior of Maine, miles from any 
railroad, which was reached only by a 
stage which ran twice weekly. 

Detectives and sheriffs searched for 
her in vain. It was given out that she 
had gone to Florida for the winter, al- 
though some people believed that she 
was in Boston keeping watch on the 
trial. But, instead of that, Miss Walker 
really stayed in her ®wn state, and 
was as safe and secure from searchers 
as though she was across the seas. 

The sole reason for Miss Walker 
leaving town, she said, was because she 
did not care to mix up in the matter, 
thinking her testimony would not he 
of use to Tucker. If Tucker's attorneys 
apply for a new trial they can have 
Miss Walker’s assurance that she will 
be present and brave the ordeal of the 
courtroom.

The grang@ jury was excused from } 
further duty untilnext Tuesday, when, 
it is said, more indictments will be 
found. ‘The indictments against Hum- 
mel and Steinhardt are two each for 
subornuation of perjury, and one each | 
for conspiracy against Fursman, | 
Dodge and Bracken. 

The alleged subornation of perjury | 
consisted in inducing Dodge to make 
an affidavit that he nad never been | 
served with papers in the divorce case | 
and also to swear to the same effect be- | 
fore Referee Hall 

The alleged conspiracy consisted in 
an alleged attempt to defeat the ends 
or justice by having « marriage set 
aside illegally. 

Former Justice Fursman, accom- 
panied by his counsel, D. C. Herrick. 
uppeared before Justice McMahon and | 
after pleading not guilty, was paroled 
in the custody of his counsel. Mr. 
Hummel ulso appeured befére Justice 
McMahon, who, after fixing the date 
of his pleading to the indictments for 
Feb. 7, released bim in the custody of 
his counsel. 

Benjamin F. Steinhardt wus arresteu 
late last night as he was leaving a 
ferryboat from Jersey City. He had 
come from Atlantic City with his wife 
and Chief of Police Maxwell of that 
city, to whom the cistrict attorney had 
sent word of the action against Stein- 
hardt. 


The Dodge-Morse matrimonial tangle 
has been rich in sensational features. 
Al the time the divorce of Mrs. Clem- 
ence Dodge was first questioned by her 
former husband, who alleged that he 
had never been properly served with 
papers in the proceeding, the legality 
of Mrs. Dodge's marriage to Charles 
W. Morse was placed in question by the 
courts, and the tangle that resulted has 
never been straightened out. 

Morse is a very wealthy man, the 
promoter of a bank consolidation plan 
on a large seale in this city and for a 
long time the controlling stockholder 
in the American Ice company. His 
prominence attracted to the case un- 
usual attention. 

The great mystery of the affair has 
been the fact that Dodge, himself a 
poor man, was plentifully supplied 
with money while he fought extradition 
from Texas. He spent thousands of 
dollars, had the best of lawyers and 
apparently wanted for nothing money 
could procure.

TEACHER should have the al ility to pick out essentials 
and DISREGARD the other things. That is the only 
solution of the problem of the so called overerowded 
courses of study. THE FAULT LIES ONLY WITH 
THE TEACHERS. Those in authority should discover 

a person’s qualifications before they give permission to teach. Ap- 

plicants for a teacher’s license should be persons who intend TO 

DEVOTE THEIR LIFE TO TEACHING. It is all too fre- 

quent that young men take up teaching simply as a makeshift until 

something can be found that will bring in more money. And it is 

not unusual to find young women who think that they will teach a 


year or two until the right young men come along to take them 
from the burden and care of the schoolroom. ‘Teaching is a high 
and holy calling, and no one should enter it unless willing to devote 
all of his or her energy, soul and time to it. 
rn RR 

No work, I presume, is more nerve racking than teaching, and it 
needs good heslth as well as strong will and strong mental powers. 
A person afflicted with serious physical or nervous trouble is by just 
so much incapacitated to do good work as a teacher. A TEACHER 
SHOULD BE THE MODEL OF HIS CLASS. If he is irritable 
he is not the proper person to teach children; if he is a cripple he 
cannot lead in the exercises, and by just so much he fails in his ability 
as a teacher. 

Sound, extensive, accurate scholarship is the second quality that

a man or woman should have who intends to teach. 


schools are established for the purpose not merely of giving the ele- 
ments of a literary education, BUT TO DEVELOP THE FULL- 


EST EFFICIENCY, individual and social, of every citizen. This 
is realized by bringing each child into harmony with his environment. 
His mind must be brought into contact with the great possessions of 
the race—our intellectual inheritances. However, it is not enough 
that a teacher knows something of these inheritances. He must 
possess industry, courage and, above all, SIMPLE MINDED DE- 
VOTION to duty. 
eRe 

Professional training should also be acquired before the active 
work of teaching begins. The applicant should be an expert phys- 
ical trainer, that he or she may lead the exercises with which the in- 
tellectual tasks of the children must be relieved. A teacher should 
understand children’s games—not only theoretically, BUT PRAC- 
TICALLY. There is no surer way to get in close touch with your 
pupils than by engaging in their games. 

The time has passed when all education was considered to come 
from the printed page. Now it is the theory that the hand and eye, 
as well as the mind, must also be trained. Therefore the teacher of 
today should be an EXPERT in manual training. 
for a man teacher especially to be at once an athlete and a mechanic. 


It is essential 


The best use to which a teacher’s study of psychology can be put 
is to a keen, accurate observation of children. 
to test a pupil’s sight and hearing. 


He should know how 
He should be able to tell if any 
special physical exercises are harmful or beneficial. He should have 
the capacity to gauge a pupil’s power of perception, retentiveness, 
judgment and reasoning. He should possess the insight to discover 
SPECIAL APTITUDES in children that he may advise them as 
to their future life work. It is my favorite theory that schools would 
be of more economic worth if TEACHERS could advise the pur- 
suits for scholars to follow.

How to Make an Inexpensive Rem- 
edy For Healing Them. 

“These are the days when chapped 
hands and lps are in evidence, and I 
suppose most people use pure glycerin 
for a remedy,” said a chemist to a rep- 
resentative of the St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat recently. “It is a mistake to pre- 
sume that glycerin is a cure for such 
a condition as this. Quite on the con- 
trary, it is a distinct aggravant. 

“One of the best remedies for chaps 
I know of is quite simple, and any one 
could compound it in her own home. 
Take ten grains of tragacanth and 
place this in three ounces of moder- 
ately warm, not hot, water. It must 
then be allowed to stand for several 
hours, when one ounce of glycerin 
should be added. 

“If it is desired to give the prepara- 
tion a pleasant perfume, this may be 
obtained by adding a small quantity 
of oil of roses at the same time. The 
whole compound should then be mixed 
thoroughly either by shaking it up well 
or stirring with a spoon, after which it 
is ready for use. 

“This remedy is soothing, pleasant 
and an almost infallible cure after two 
or three applications. As a rule, un- 
less the cracks in the skin are very 
much inflamed, an application of the 
compound just before retiring at night 
and another in the morning will gener- 
ally have the desired result of healing 
them. 

“It is also a fine preventive, and few 
will be troubled with chapped hands 
who rub it on the skin in the morning 
after washing.” 

How to Save Horses From Slipping. 

If one is caught in wet or frosty 
weather with a smooth shod horse on 
asphalt he may be got safely home by 
wrapping the horse’s feet with a few 
turns of wire, says the Utica (N. Y.)

How to Treat an Ingrowing Nail. 

To cure an ingrowing toe nail take 
some lint or old linen and tear it to 
shreds, moisten this with carbolic oil 
and stuff as much of it as possible un- 
der the nail toward the sore, also on the 
top of the nail under the flesh. Change 
the dressing daily, and in a few days 
the nail will be lifted out of the sore. 
Then encourage the nail to grow up in 
the corner and cut the nail straight 
across the top. When the nail has 
grown a good length, cut a piece out of 
the center. This will cause it to leave 
the flesh at the sides and the discom- 
fort will be passed. 


How to Freshen Ostrich Tips. 
Ostrich tips can be freshened by hold- 


ing them in the steam from a boiling 


| kettle for a few minutes. This fresh- 
/ens them, absorbs the dust and re- 


stores the color. They should be well 
shaken the whole time. Then, still 


| shaking, hold them either in the sun 


or before a fire till they are quite dry. 
The curling is best done either with a 
stiff piece of whalebone or a silver 
knife. 


How to Clean Furs. 

To clean or renovate furs of all col- 
ors haif fill a stone jar with white 
cornmeal, place it on stove and heat 
meal as hot as you can bear the hands 
in it, stirring to prevent scorching, and 
put in piece at a time and rub til! thor- 
oughly clean, then beat out meal with 
a stick. Heat further if needed for 
other pieces. The meal must be hot. 


How to Whiten Linen. 

Take one pound of fine white soap, 
cut it up into a gallon of milk and put 
it over the fire in a kettle. When the 
soap has quite melted put in the linen 
and boil for half an hour. Now take it 
out, having ready a lather of soap and 
Wash the linen in it and 
then rinse it through two cold waters, 
with a very little blue in the last.

Russians Unable to Carry Re- 


doubt at Sandepas 


ATTACK BY KUROPATKIN 


Dis- 


tract People at Home From 


Probably Undertaken to 


Internal Dissecston--No Deci- 


sive Movement For Some Time 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 30.—Instead of 
confirmation of Saturday night’s re- 
port that General Kuropatkin had 
broken through the Japanese left, there 
comes Lieutenant General Sakharoff’s 
official admission that the Russians 
bad been compelled to retire from 
Sandepas on account of thcir inability 
to carry a redoubt. 

It is also significant that dispatches 
frem Russian correspondents at the 
front have again suddenly ceased, 
which is regarded as an indication of 
the failure of the operation, and 
strengthens the first impression that it 
Was a demonstration undertaken to 
distract the people at home from the 
present situation. 

Lieutenant General Sakbaro‘f tele- 
graphed the following report to the 
general staff under date of Jan. 28: 

“On Jan. 26 the enemy began to con- 
centrate in considerable force near 


Sandepas, iutending to take the offen- 
sive. On Jan. 27 our column on the 


extreme left took the offensive against 
the villages of Sumapu and Puotsia, 
south of Sundepas, which were occu- 
pied by the enemy. During the whole 
of Jan. 27 an obstinate fight was go- 
ing on here and after midnight we took 
Sumapu. 

“On Jan. 26 another column advanc- 
ing upon Sandepas occupied in the 
evening a great part of that fortified 
village, but coming upon a strong re- 
doubt with a triple row of artificial 
obstacles which had been scarcely dam- 
aged by our fire, and which was armed 
with field artillery and quick-firers, 
and seeing the impossibility of carrying 
the redoubt without a preliminary 
bombardment, our troops left Sande- 
pas, which had been set on fire, it be- 
ing impossible to remain there with- 
out risking defeat. 

On Jan. 27 and 28 Sandepas aud its 
redoubt were heavily bombarded, 
while our extreme column engaged 
near Sumapu and Paotsia. Details have 
not been received. 

“On Jan, 26-27 our cavalry, operat- 
ing six miles south of Sandepas, at- 
tacked and defeated a Japanese com- 
pany and took 100 prisoners. Alto 
gether the Japanese must have suf- 
fered considerable losses.” 

Nemirovich Danchenko, the 
correspondent, who has just arrived 
from the front, says: “I do not regard 
the present offensive movement as like- 
ly to be prolonged. I believe General 
Kuropatkin does not contemplate a de- 
cisive movement before a couple of

The weather conditions until 
then will be unfavorable. General 
Kuropatkin now is merely preparing

The Japanese Report 

Tokio, Jan. 80.—It is reported that 
the Russians are massing sbout 65,- 
000 troops on the Japanese left and 
bombarding the leit flank and centre. 
Small forces of Russians are attacking 
all along the line. 

Manchurian headquarters of the 
Japanese army report that on Saturday 
the Russians occasionally hombarded 
the right and centre armies, followipg 
up the bombardment with attacks 
which the Japanese immediately re- 
pulsed. In the direction of the left 
wing a Japanese detachment was 
victorious at Chenchiehpao and occu- 
pied Liutiako and Lichiawopeng on

The Japanese occupied with infantry 
positions southeast of Heikoutal on Sat- 
urday and are now assaulting the main 
position. 

Another detachment dislodged a 
regiment of infantry, a brigade of cay- 
alry and 12 guns occupying Haerhpao, 
five miles south of Heikoutia. 

The Russian strength opposing the 
Japanese left flank is roughly esti- 
mated at eight corps, consisting of the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth infantry 
divisions, the Second and Fifth brig- 
ades of European rifles, the Ninth in- 
fantry division of the Tenth corps, part 
of the Sixty-First infantry division, 
part of the First Siberian corps and | 
the First and Ninth brigades of rifles.

STANDS CLOSE TO CZAR 


Largely Responsib’e For Strife 


Now Pervading the Ewpire-- 
Gopon a Refugee In Sweden-- 
Czar Will Be Included In Next 
Challenge to the Aristocracy 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 80.—Evidence is 
accumulating that Emperor Nicholas, 
throughout the present crisis, has acted 
largely upon the advice of Grand Duke 
Sergius, who is the most reactionary 
member of the imperial family, the 
head of what is denominated the war 
purty, and whom the Liberals stigma- 
lize as Russia’s evil genius. 

With the first appearance of Father 
Gopon in the movement, Sergius urged 
the necessity of putting down the dem- 
ovstrations in the most energetic muan- 
ner. Since a week ago Sunday his 
hand is considered to have beeu visible 
in the appointment of Genera! Trepoil 
to the governor generalship of St. Pe- 
tersburg, with the exceptional pow- 
ers conferred upon him. Sergius is 
known to be responsible for the charges 
placarded by Deputy Chief of Police 
Roudueff of Moscow, which is causing 
Foreign Minister Lamsdorff embar- 
rassment, and now, it is believed, he is 
about to prevail in the matter of ham- 
ing as Sviatopolk-Mirsky’s successor 
in the ministry of the interior M. Bouli- 
gan, formerly governor general of Mos- 
cow, who, like his patron, is an extreme 
reactionary. 

It comes from a high source that 
Sergius, more than M. Witte, is re- 
sponsible for the elimination from the 
imperial manifesto of Mirsky’s plan 
tor an elected zemstvoist council of the 
empire. 

Against Sergius’ influence the minis- 
ters at present are apparently power- 
less. Sergius remains in the little pal- 
ace inside the strong ramparts of the 
Kremlin fortress in Moscow, from 
whence he dispatches daily a courier 
to Tsarskoe-Selo. 

Arrests continue. Among those 
seized last night and conveyed to St. 
Peter and St. Paul fortress were Ya- 
konbovich, the poet who served a term 
of exile in 1886 for connection with 
the revolutionaries; Mme. Pimenoff, an 
aged writer, and her daughter. 

Father Gcepon, it has now been defi 
nitely established, escaped through 
Finland and was conveyed across the 
gulf to Sweden by sympathetic Finns. 
At present he is supposed to be in 
Stockhoim. 

The zemstvos of Saratoff, Nijni, Nov- 
gorod and Vladimir have adjourned be- 
cause the St. Petersburg zemstvos are 
practically in control of the govern- 
mental machinery of the provinces, and 
some of the Liberals are trying to in- 
duce others to close, with the object of 
further embarrassing the government 
and compelling it to yield to the de- 
mand for the convocation of con- 
stituent assembly. A marshal of the 
nobility from one o1 the central prov- 
inces has expressed the opinion that 
the government could not extricate it- 
self from the present situation without 
very substantial concessions. 

The situation in Poland is increas- 
ingly threatening, especially in War- 
saw and Lodz. In the latter place, it 
is reported, 100,000 men are out on 
strike. There are prospects of exten- 
sion of the strike in Odessa and other 
manufacturing cities of southern Rus- 
sia, where the workmen are better or- 
ganized. 

Meanwhile practically all classes 
anticipate renewed terrorism. It is 
said that when the leaders notified the 
social democrats that a truce naa been 
proclaimed immediately after the close 
of the zemstvoists’ congress they were 
told that the gauntlet would again be 
thrown down to the aristocracy, but 
that this time the czar would be in- 
ciuded in the challenge. Attempts 
especialiy are expected upon the offi- 
cers who a week ago ordered the sol- 
diers to shoot. 

The newspapers very gingerly dis 
cuss the tragedy of Jan. 22, and are 
only able to hint strongly that it might 
have been avoided if proper measures 
had been taken in advance. It is ex- 
tremely significant, however, that all 
the papers severely criticise the infor- 
mation about England's responsibility 
for the strikes. As the editors had all 
been apprised of Sergius’ responsibil- 
ity, their comments are indirectly 
aimed at him. 


30,000 Troops at Moscow 

Moscow, Jan. 80.—A blizzard ren- 
dered excellent service to the authori- 
ties in keeping people indoors Sunday, 
and there was not the slightest disor- 
der on the part of the strikers. The 
authorities, however, had taken ex- 
ceptional precautions to avoid the as- 
semblage of crowds. Even the Sun- 
day markets were closed. Strong pick- 
ets were posted all over the city, in- 
side the factories and outside. There 
are about 30,000 troops in the city. 


Drunken Hussars Run Amuck 

London, Jan. 30.—The correspondent 
at Warsaw of The Daily Mail tele- 
graphs as follows: “A group of hus- 
Bars ran down British Vice Consul 
Mucukain Saturday night in Marshal] 
Koyski street. Two hussars rushed at 
him with their swords, inflicting se- 
vere cuts across his face and lower lip. 
Dripping with blood, Mucukain was 
conveyed to the hospital. British Con- 


cape from being similarly run cown 
in Wierzbova street. It appears that 
the incidents were due to a company of 
hussars getting drunk and running 
amuck.”” The same correspondent de- 
scribes Warsaw as being in a state of 


Serious Situation at Warsaw 
Warsaw, Jan. 30.—The ordinary life 
of this city is quite suspended. The 
strikers have stopped the street rail- 
Way service and have begun wholesale 


pillage. The majority of the shops in 
Marshal Kovski street and the state 


vodka shops were looted. All the fae- 
tories, shops, schools and theatres are 
closed, and the street lamps are ex- 
tinguished. There have been several 
collisions between the police and strik- 
ers and many arrests have been made. 
Peace-abiding inhabitants are terror- 
stricken. 


Offic aly Calle: “‘Sareess” 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 30.—Formal 
charges of negligence and inattention 
to duty have been preferred against 
sub-Lieutenant Kurzeff, who bad im- 
mediate charge of the gun from which 
a shell was fired Jan. 19 during the 
ceremony of blessing the waters which 
Was attended by Emperor Nicholas. 
The official view is that the accident 
was a result of carelessness in leaving 
fs charge of grape in the gun after a 
practice. 


Demonstrations In Italy 

Rome, Jan. 30.—Many meetings were 
held Sunday in the principal towns of 
Italy to protest against the alleged 
Kussian cruelties. At Brindisi an at- 
tempt was made to pull down the Rus- 
sian arms from the door of the con- 
sulate. In Rome, notwithstanding a 
prohibition by the government and a 
great display of troops, 5060 of which 
had been brought in from the prov- 
inces to reinforce the ordinary garri 
son, about 3000 people assembled and 
tried to break through the cordon of 
troops and reach the capital. The 
troops charged the crowds several 


times. The mob went to the royal pal- 
ace, but were again dispersed, re- 


gathering at the Russian embassy, 
where they were finally seattered by 
more energetic cavalry charges. Sev- 
eral persons were wounded and many 
arrests were made. 


Gorky's Lifs In the Balance 

Berlin, Jan. 30.—Dr. Theodore. arth, 
editor of The Nation, speaking at the 
meeting of literateurs and artists 
held here to formulate plans to secure 
the release of Maxim Gorky, the Rus- 
sian author, who is confined in the 
fortress at St. Petersburg, said he 
hoped editors, writers and cultivated 
persons in America would petition the 
Russian government in Gorky’s behalf. 
Dr. Barth said if Americans should de- 
cide to do anything !t would be neces- 
sary for them to act by cable, as Gorky 
is in great danger. 


Si uation at Sebastopo! 

London, Jan. 30.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Graphic from Schastopol says: 
As a consequence of the gravity of the 
situation here the government has in- 
vested the naval and military com- 
manders with full powers to repress 
disorders. Over 900 arrests have been 
made. 


Bomb Th-own Into Barracks 

Vienna, Jan. 30.—A telegram from 
Czenstochow, Poland, reports that a 
bomb was thrown in the cavalry bar- 
racks there and that many _ soldiers 
were wounded. The act is supposed 
to have been in revenge for brutality in 
dispersing a workmen's meeting. 


Prince Meets Violent Death 
Batoum, Jan. 80.—Prince Gurielly, 
an officer of the police guard, while 
driving past the iron works was shot 
and killed by an unknown man. No 
arrests have been made.

Tropical Countries and Spices, 
In tropical countries, between lati- 


” tudes 23 degrees south and 23 degrees 


north of the equator, the inhabitants | 
use spices with their food as we use 
pepper. A certain beneficial effect is 
caused to the digestion—namely, stim- 
ulant and carminative. But there is a 
secondary effect, which is perhaps 
even more beneficial, seen in the fact 
that the volatile oil passes out from 
the body mostly unchanged through 
yarious channels, but chiefly through 
the lungs and skin. So that in the 
tropics nature has provided antisep- 
tics which in passing out by the lungs 
and skin kill the hurtful microbes 
which might be breathed in and also 
prevent to a great extent the attack 
of mosquitoes. It is a well known fact 
that insects, including mosquitoes, dis- 
like volatile oils and will probably not 
attack an individual using spices as a 
food adjunct. It is interesting to note 
that spices grow where there is a high 
rainfall combined with much heat, 
conditions under which malarial influ- 
ences prevail. The author quotes vari- 
ous authorities in regard to the anti 
septic, antipyretic and other properties 
of aromatics.—Journal of Tropical Med- 
ictne.

Should Be Used For Interests 
of People as a Whole 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE 


President Roosevelt Says Con= 
trol Over Railroads Must Come 
Through National Government 
--Would Protect Alike the 
Corporation and the Shipper 


Philadelphia, Jan. $1.—President 
Roosevelt was the guest of honor and 


principal speaker last night at the 42nd 
anniversary banquet of the Union 
to the Union league. 

When President Roosevelt arose to 
make his address he was greeted with 
long continued applause. ‘Then the en- 
tire assembly stood and sang “The 
Star Spangled Banner,” accompanied 
by a band. President Rowseveit, in hie 
address, said in part: 

This club was founded to uphold the 
hands of Abraham Lincoln when he 
stood as the great leader in the struggle 
for union and liberty. We havea 
right, therefore, to appeal to this club 
for aid in every governmental or social 
effort made along the lines marked out 
by Lincoln. 

The principles which Lincoln applied 
to the solution of the problems of his 
flay are those which we must apply 
if we expect successfully to solve the 
different problems of our own day—— 
problems which are so largely indus- 
trial. If either the business world or 
the world of labor loses its head, then 
% has lost something which can not 

ye made good by any governmental ef- 
fort. Our faith in the future of the 
republic is firm, because we believe that 


on the whole and in the long run our} 


people think clearly and act rightly. 
Unquestionably, however, the great 
development of industrialism means 
that there must be an increase in the 
supervision exercised by the govern- 
ment over business enterprises. This 
supervision should not take the form 
of violent and ill-advised interference; 
and assuredly there is danger lest it 
take such form if the business leaders 
of the business community confine 
themselves to trying to thwart the effort 
at regulation instead of guiding aright. 
Neither this people nor any other free 
people will permanently tolerate the 
use of the vast power conferred by 
vast wealth, and especially by wealth 
in its corporate form, without lodging 
somewhere in the government the still 
higher power of seeing that this power, 
in addition to being used in the interest 
of the individual or individuals possess- 
ing it, is also used for and not against 
the interests of the people as a whole. 
All great busness concerns are en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, and it 
was beyond question the intention of 
the founders of our government that 
interstate commerce in all its branches 
and aspects should be under national 
and not state control. 
, Meanwhile the men in public life 
and the men who direct the great bus!- 
ness interests of the country should 
work not in antagonism but in harmony 
toward this given end. At the present 
moment the greatest need is for an in- 
crease in the power of the national gov- 
ernment to keep the great highways of 
commerce open alike to all on reason- 
able and equitable terms. Less than 
a century ago these highways were still, 
as’ they had been since the dawn of 


history, either waterways, natural or | 


artificial, or else ordinary roads for 

wheel vehicles drawn by animal power.

Every important railroad js engaged 
in interstate commerce. Therefore, 
this control over the railroads must 
come through the national government. 
The control must be exercised by some 
governmental tribunal, and it must be 
real and effective. 

The details must rest with the law- 
makers of the two houses of congress; 
but about the principle there can be no 
doubt. Hasty or vindictive action 
would merely work damage; but in 
temperate, resolute fashion, there must 
be lodged in some tribunal the power 
over rates, and especially over rebates 
which will protect alike the railroad and 
the shipper, and put the big shipper and 
the little shipper on an equal footing. 

In some such body as the interstate 
commerce commission there must be 
Icdged in effective shape the power to 
see that every shipper who uses the 
railroads and every man who owns or 
manages a railroad shall on the one 
hand be given justice and on the other 
hand be required to do justice. 

We do not intend that this republic 
shall ever fail as those republics of 
olden time failed, in which there finally 
came to be a government by classes. 
Ours is net a government which recog- 
nizes classes. It is based on the rec- 
ognition of the individual. We are 

not for the poor man as such, nor for 
the rich man as such. We are for 
every man, rich or poor, provided he 
acts justly and fairly by his fellows.

HOSTILE POSTERS 


England Resents Charges Made 


by Russian Officials 


EXPLANATION ASKED FOR 


Tension Increased by Riding 
Down British Consul General 
and Pro-Consul at Warsaw-- 
Strike Situation Improved at 
St Petersburg, but Crisis by 
No Means Passed at Warsaw 


London, Jan. 31.—Reports of con- 
tinued acts of hostility to Great Britain 
and citizens of this country in Russia 
are causing considerable perplexity 
and anxiety in official circles in Lon- 
don. At the foreign office there is evi- 
dent apprehension of another popular 
enti-Russian outburst here and, while 
diplomats say there is no doubt that 
full satisfaction will be given for the 
Warsaw affair, the newspapers are 
unanimous in condemnation of Russia 
and attribute all incidents to anti-Brit- 


ish sentiment. a 5g

that these accumulative evidences of | 
hostility, whether accidental or inten- 
tional, are causing much apprehension, | 


and that it will be necessary for the 
Russian government to give tuli and 
prompt explanation or otherwise popu- 
lar sentiment in the united kingdom 
might create a serious situation.

“Information has been rec2ived from 
the British consul general at Warsaw 
that he and Mucukain, the pro-consul, 
were attacked by soldiers on Jan. 28. 
Murray (the consul general) is not be- 
lieved to have been injured, but Mucu- 
kain, who is a Kussian subject, was 
wounded by sword cuts and is In a 
hospital. Representations were at 
once made by Ambassador Hardinge to 
the Russian government, which de- 
mandeu that the governor general of 
Warsaw institute strict inquiry into the 
incident. His majesty’s ambassador 
has also sent to Colonel Napier, the 
military attache to Warsaw, to report 
on the subject.” 

The new tension between the Londen 
and St. Petersburg governments arose 
from the renewed posting of anti-Brit- 
ish placards, this time in Reval and 
Libau, the notices, like that at Mos- 
cow, charging the sritish with foment- 
ing the disorder. They bear the signa- 
ture of the governor of Courland. The 
riding down of British consular offi- 
cers by troops who were clearing the 
streets added to the tension. The circu- 
lar issued by the holy synod, ascribing 
the disorders largely to foreign intrigue, 
is apparently almed against Britain. 


SIEGE PROCLAIMED 


Crisis Yet to Come at Warsaw, 
Where Strike Continues 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 61.—Monday was 

passed in perfect quiet here. Interest 

las been transferred entirely from St. 

Petersburg and Moscow to Warsaw, 


Lodz and Libau, where a state of siege 
has been proclaimed. 

Warsaw is the chief centre of inter- 
est on account of the rioting there on 


Sunday and Sunday night, in which at | 


least 160 persons were killed or wound- 
ed. The strike continues unabated and 
business is paralyzed, but there was 
better order during the day. 

In Warsaw, however, the crisis is by 
ho means passed, and there is great ap- 
prehension here with regard to what 
the night may bring forth, especially 
if the attempt to disable the lighting 
system should be successful. The

in an ugly mood. 

Work is being generally resumed. In 
Moscow the men’s demands have been 
partially conceded, and all the rail- 
way workshops have resumed opera- 
tions. The strike has ended at Saratoff. 
At Libau some of the strikers have re- 
turned to work, and there have been no 
serious disturbances during the day. 
No further extensive strikes are re 
ported at any fresh centres, nor are 
there disorders except at Warsaw. 


Public Reprimane For Roudneff 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 31.—The public 
reprimand administered to Deputy 
Chief of Police Roudneff of Moscow, 
on account of the posting of the anti- 
British telegram in that city, has been 
delivered. It is thought that this step, 
together with circulating the repri- 
mand in provincial administrations, 
will prevent further attacks or in- 
ginuations against foreigners and will 
remove the incident from the realm of 
diplomacy. 


Bemb Threwing at Paris 

Paris, Jan. 81.—The police discovered 
a supposed bomb with a tube attached, 
containing a lighted fuse in front of 
the house o. Prince Troubetskoy, an at- 
tache of the Russian embassy here. 
The bomb was bottle-shaped and ef 
small dimensions. It was filled with 
a green powder. There were two tubes 
in the centre, one of meta! and the other 
ef glass, containing acid. The pelice 


extinguished the fuse and began an in- 
vestigation. i 

A meeting was held last evening in 
the Tivoli to protest against Russian 
autocracy.

AN UTTER FAILURE 


Kuropatkin’s Attack Caused 
Thousands of Casualties 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 31.—General Ku- 
ropatkin’s attempt to break through the 
Japanese left wing and outflank Field 
Marshal Oyema's on the 
Shakhe river seems to haye failed en- 
tirely. Few details, however, are ayail- 
able beyond the information contained 
in the official dispatches. Field Mar- 
shal Oyama, as at the battle of the 
Shakhe river, appears to have auswered 
the Russian advance with a counter 
offensive movement, but no great dis- 
position was shown to carry the war 
into the territory held by the Russlans. 

At the war office there 1s an inclina- 
tion to lay the chief blame for the fail- 
ure of the movement to a sudden

There is no ofticial esti- 
mate of the losses, but it is expected 
that some thousands on both sides 
were killed or wounded. 

The news of this defeat, coming at 
this time, is especially hard tor the 
government. The popular idea  con- 
tinues to be that the advance was un- 
dertaken in order to divert the atten- 
tion of the people from the events in 
European Russia. 


Beef Injunction Continues 

Washington, Jan. 31.—The supreme 
court of the United States decided the 
ease of the United States vs. Swift & 
Co., known as the Beef Trust case, 
charging conspiracy among the packers 
to fix prices on fresh meats, etc. The 
opinion was handed down by Justice 
Holmes and affirmed the decision of the 
court below, which was against the 
packers. The opinion continues the in- 
junction granted against the packers by 
the lower courts. The opinion was con- 
curred in by all the members of the 
court. 


Action en Rate Legisiation 

Washington, Jan. 31.—The house 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce, by a party vote, suthorized 
a favorable report to the house on the 
bill extending authority to the inter- 
state commerce commission to fix 
rates, increasing the size of the com- 
mission from five to seven members, 
and creating a “court of transporta- 
tion.” The bill is a combination of the 
Esch-Townsend measures, with amend- 
ments from the Hepburn bill.

New York, Jan. 31.—Philip Me- 
Intyre, who was arrested upon the ar- 
rival of a steamer from Vera Cruz on 
a charge of passing a worthless draft 
for $800 on a bank in the City of Mex- 
ico, according to the police, is wanted

swindling. McIntyre was arraigned in 
police court and turned over to the fed- 
eral authorities. 


Rosseau to Be Extradited 

Harrisburg, Jan. 31.—Governor 
Pennypacker has honored the requisi- 
tion of Governor Higgins for the ex- 
tradition of Gessler Rosseau, who is 
wanted at New York for sending to the 
dock of the steamship Umbria a trunk 
containing an infernal machine with 
the intention of having it placed on the 
steamship. Rosseau is under arrest In 
Philadelphia. 


The Immigration Fiood 

Washington, Jan. 31—For the six 
months ended Dec. 81 last 400,063 immi- 
grants were admitted to the United 
States. wuring the first six months of 
the present fiscal year the immigration 
from Russia was the heaviest in the 
history of the immigration bureau, ag- 
, gregating 86,191. 


Whipping Post Preposed 

St. Paul, Jan. 31.—Representative 
Nolan introduced in the lower house of 
the legislature a bill establishing the 
whipping post as a means of punish- 
ment for wifebeaters.

ed that what was now out of water 
had once been fathoms deep beneath 
the surface. 

I hauled my boat on to the ice and 
set out to reach the berg and see what 
sort of shelter it afforded. The pack 
ice had piled up ten feet high around 
it, and I was all of an hour making 
that half mile. When I finally reached 
the berg and made my way up its 
Jagged eastern side it was to find a 
great hollow in its center like the 
mouth of a volcano. In the center of 
this hollow lay a great mass of wreck- 
age, mostly covered with snow, and 
after a long stare I slid down and be- 
gan an investigation. No one will 
ever behold a more curious sight. A 
space several hundred feet square was 
covered with broken yards, 
beams, planks, ropes and other debris. 
Amid this heap were hundreds of ar- 
ticles belonging to the interior of a 
ship, such as tables, chairs, crockery 
and bedding. A few articles had not 
been damaged, but the greater num- 
ber had been quite destroyed for fur- 
ther usefulness. There was a sort of 
mildew covering everything, and such 
articles of clothing as I held up were 
quite rotten. A large ship had suffer- 
ed destruction by smashing against 
It looked to me as if she 
might have been whole when she first 
rested in the crater, but had been 
crushed later on by a fall of ice. No 
other force except dynamite could have 
so wrecked and scattered her about. 

Sailorlike, my first thought was to 
identify the*’vreck. This I did by find- 
ing a life preserver with the name 
Princess on it. I had not then heard 
of the loss of the Australlan packet, 
but knew from the fittings that the 
wreck must have been a fine passenger 
There were no bodies under or 
about the wreckage, and during my 
search of half a day I did not find 
any-money or jewelry or other article 
of value. Of her cargo only a small 
portion was at hand, and that was 
bales of wool, black with mildew. I 
carried the life preserver and some of 
the leaves of her rotten log book back 
to my boat to corroborate the story I 
should tell if ever rescued, and I de- 
bated long whether or not to set fire 
to the wreckage. I finally decided to 
do so, that I might get the advantage 
of the smoke as a signal, and when I 
finally quit the berg there was a col- 
umn of black smoke rising straight in 
to the air that could be seen for fifty 
miles away. 

The weather had grown warmer, and 
as evening came the pack ice began to 
separate and long lanes of water to 
show themselves. 1 took one of these 
lanes and worked at the oars until 
finally clear of the fleld, and then I let 
the boat slowly drift to the north, be- 
lieving that some of the whalers crulis- 
ing in that direction would sooner or 
later come down in answer to the sig- 
nal. There were food and water to last 
me for four days, and the supply of 
blankets kept me warm, and but for 
the worry and anxiety I should have 
almost called it a picnic. Among the 
whalers of the north and south seas no 
boat is allowed to leave the ship, even 
to go half a mile, without food and 
blankets, and in many cases an alcohol 
stove is added. It was to this inflexible 
rule that I owed my life. 

On the afternoon of the fourth day, 
after I had been watching the antics of 
a school of young whales for an hour, a 
Scotch whaler hove in sight and came 
down and picked me up. She had seen 
the smoke forty-five miles away and 
taken it for a ship on fire, but could not 
get down sooner on account of the Ice. 
She had just reached the cruising 
ground, and as it so happened that we 
did not meet with an American craft 
I was compelled to serve in her for 
thirteen months before making a port. 
It was from her captain that I learned 
of the loss of the Princess, which had 
taken place quite four years before. 

As for my own craft, she gave me up 
as lost with the three others, and so 
reported to owner and friends, and 
when I finally made the home port 
again it was to find a gravestone erect- 
ed in my memory and my coming back P 


alive as among the miracles. |

SOME TIMELY ADVICE. 


How to Avoid Pnenmopnia In Treating | 
a Cold, 

A cold neglected is t% first step in 
acquiring an acute and dangerous pul- 
monary or bronchial disease, and a cold | 
half cured is the straight and narrow 

| 


path which leads to pneumonia. Here 
are a few “cold don’ts” which every 
home maker will do well to hang in 
her medicine closet along with the di- 
rections for first aid to the injured, says 
the Cincinnati Commercial Tribune. 

Don't dose yourself with quinine, an- 
tikamnia, phenacetin or other standard 
drugs without first consulting your 
family physician. Many of these drugs 
act directly on the heart and weaken |} 
it, so that there # not sufficient vitality 
left to fight the cold. 

Don’t pin your faith on the remedy 
which cured your next door neighbor. 
He may have had a tendency to pleurt- 
sy, while you may be headed for pneu- | 
monia. 

Don’t rub camphorated oil or similar 
lubricants on your chest unless you 
cover it over with a flannel protector. 
Lubricants of this sort open the pores 
and aggravate the cold unless the af- 
fected part is properly covered. 

Don’t experiment with the cold water 
cure unless you thoroughly understand 
it. This is sometimes efficacious, but if 
improperly administered it {1s danger- 
ous. 

Don’t expediment with poultices if 
symptoms of pneumonia exist. Flax- 
seed and bread and milk poultices 
should be used only by a trained nurse, 
for if they are permitted to cool they 
aggravate rather than relieve the dis- 
ease, 

Don't undertake the sweat process 
before retiring unless you have proper 
attendance. To soak the feet in hot 
mustard water or to take a sitz bath 
and then stop to turn out the ight or 
trot around the room a few moments 
before getting into bed is to do more 
harm than good. Have the bath right 
beside the bed, the latter warm and 
well supplied with blankets. Turn in 
at once and cover up to the chin. Cold 
sheets or a draft will more than coun- 
teract the effect of the sweat. 

If you use iodine, don’t fail to have 
glycerin mixed with it; otherwise you 
will blister the skin. If you apply a 
mustard plaster, have white of egg or 
flour mixed with it for the same rea- 
son.

White Chiffon. 

White chiffon washes perfectly, but 
a better way to clean it is by a dry 
method. Use two parts of finely pow- 
dered starch to one part of powdered 
borax. Spread the chiffon on a clean 
muslin and rub the mixture well into It. 
Shake this out and sprinkle liberally 
with clean flour and borax. Cover and 
leave overnight. The next day brush 
and shake every particle of powder 
from the chiffon. It should be found 
quite spotless.
